The  Register  is  ^arranged  alphabetically  an-d  consists  of 
the  names  and  addresses  only  of  all  the  qualified  opticians 
of  the  Worshipful  Company  of  Spectacle-makers  and  of 
the  British  Optical  Association,  irrespective  of  any 
question  of  supplying  spectacles  to  insured  persons.  No 
charge  at  present  is  made  for  inclusion  in  the  alphabetical 
section.  In  addition,  the  Register  contains  a  topo- 
graphical section,  in  which  the  address  or  addresses  of 
each  qualified  optician  is  inserted  under  the  names  of 
town  and  county ;  this  section  contains  only  the  names 
of  opticians  who  supply  spectacles  to  insured  persons 
under  the  scheme  formulated  by  the  J.C.Q.O;  In 
certain  cases  the  names  of  a  few  prescription  houses, 
registered  only  for  optical  dispensing  and  not  for  sight- 
testing,  have  been  inserted.  The  topographical  section 
is  compiled  not  as  a  Register,  but  as  a  convenient  method 
of  classification  for  the  use  of  the  Approved  Societies 
and  the  Executive  of  the  J.C.Q.O.  A  charge  of  five 
shillings  is  made  for  each  such  insertion  in  the  case  of 
subscribing  members  of  the  British  Optical  Association 
or  of  the  Institute  of  Ophthalmic  Opticians,  with  the 
privilege  of  obtaining  a  copy  of  the  first  edition  of  the 
Register  for  5s.  fed.  extra,  if  applied  for  at  the  same 
time  as  the  payment  of  the  first  annual  subscription  of 
five  shillings,  otherwise  the  charge  for  the  Register  i3 
10s.  6d.  The  price  of  the  Register  to  other  than  the 
above  is  21s.  Further  particulars  may  be  obtained  from 
the  secretary,  Mr.  J.  H.  Sutcliffe. 
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Inquest 

At  Byfieet,  on  May  1,  evidence  was  taken  in  the 
inquiry  concerning  the  death  of  Mr.  Alfred  P.  Jones,  a 
hotel  licensee.  Jean  P.  Vaquier,  an  inventor,  is  in 
custody  on  a  charge  of  murdering  Mr.  Jones  by  ad- 
ministering strychnine  to  him  (0.  &  D.,  April  26,  p.  587). 
Mr.  Horace  Bland,  Ph.C.,  a  partner  in  the  firm  of 
W.  Jones  &  Co.,  chemists,  Southampton  Row,  London, 
W.C.,  stated  in  evidence  that  a  Frenchman  called  at 
his  shop  for  goods,  and  at  intervals  brought  a  list  of 
chemicals  which  he  said  he  wanted  for  experimental 
purposes  in  wireless.  On  March  1  he  called  with  another 
list  containing  perchloride  of  "mercury  and  strychnine — 
20  gr.  of  the  perchloride  and  0.12  gram  of  strychnine. 
"  I  refused  at  first  to  let  him  have  them,"  said  the 
witness.  "  The  mercury  appeared  a  genuine  thing  for 
experiments  in  wireless,  but  I  could  not  quite  see  how 
he  could  use  strychnine  for  experiments.  He  told  me,  . 
however,  that  he  was  well  known  where  he  lived  in 
France,  and  could  buy  any  amount  of  anything  for 
experiments."  Witness  finally  consented  to  let  him  have 
the  poisons,  and  he  signed  the  poison  book  "  J.  Vanker." 
Mr.  Jones  subsequently  identified  Vaquier  as  the  pur- 
chaser. In  reply  to  the  coroner,  witness  said  that 
Vaquier  purchased  what  was  equal  to  2  gr.  of  strychnine, 
which  was  sufficient  to  kill  about  four  persons.  After 
medical  evidence  had  been  given,  the  inquiry  was 
adjourned  to  June  2.

— At  Bow  Street  Police 
Court,  London,  on  May  3,  Lily  Brentano,  described  as 
a  charwoman,  was  sentenced  to  six  months'-  hard  labour 
for  offering  cocaine  for  6ale. 

Poison-licence  applications. — Mr.  A.  E.  Powell,  Fair- 
ford,  has  applied  to  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council 
for  a  licence  to  sell  agricultural  poisons. — Mrs. 
Birchall,    widow    of    Mr.    F.    Birchall,    chemist  and 


druggist,  Wickham,  lias  applied  to  the  Hants  County 
Council  for  a  licence  under  Section  2  of  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  1908. 

Poisonings. — Gases  of  fatal  poisoning  recorded  since 
our  last  report  present  no  feature  of  interest.  They 
include  suicides  by  means  of  potassium  cyanide  (7^  gr. 
found  in  the  organs),  oxalic  acid,  lysol,  and  Izal,  together 
with  an  "open  verdict  "  case  of  death  (a  medical  man) 
after  taking  veronal. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. — At  Hartlepool,  re- 
cently, Thomas  J.  Broughton,  grocer,  was  fined.  10s.,  with 
costs*  for  having  sold  as  cream  of  tartar  a  substance 
containing  only  35.5  per  cent,  of  potassium  acid  tartrate, 
he  defence  was  that  cream  of  tartar  had  not  been 
sold  previously  in  the  shop  for  thirty  years  past,  and 
that  the  sample  in  question  was  found  in  an  old  snuff  tin. 

London  Chemists'  Golfing  Society. — The  first  outing 
of  the  season  was  held  at  Enfield  on  May  1.  On  account 
of  the  bad  weather  only  twenty-two  members  turned  out, 
but  they  were  fortunate  in  finding  the  course  in  very 
good  condition.  The  competitions  were  for  the  Burgoyne 
and  Thomson  cups,  both  of  which  were  won  by  Mr. 
M.  W.  Carmichael,  who  returned  a  73  in  the  medal 
round,  and  2  down  in  the  bogey  round. 

Feres. — An  outbreak  of  fire  occurred  at  the  premises 
of  S.  F.  Body,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Alexandra  Street, 
Southend-on-Sea,  on  May  3.  An  explosion  added  to  the 
damage  caused  fey  the  flames,  which  commenced  in  the 
basement. — During  an  operation  on  a  patient  at  Chelten- 
ham General  Hospital,  on  May  5,  a  spark  from  an 
electrical  apparatus  caused  the  ignition  of  some  ether. 
The  patient,  doctor  and  nurse  suffered  from  burns. 

Finsbuby  Technical  College. — The  London  County 
Council  has  decided  not  to  renew  the  grant  of  £10,000 
a  year  allotted  to  Finsbury  Technical  College  for  a 
quinquennium  ending  July  31,  1926,  "  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  there  are  a  number  of  other  institutions  " 
which  "  could  absorb,  without  difficulty,  the  number  of 
students  now  attending  "  the  College.  The  City  and 
Guilds  of  London  Institute  is- arranging  to  close  the 
College  on  or  before  the  date  mentioned. 

Composition  of  a  proprietary  food. — The  general 
purposes  committee  of  the  Middlesex  County  Council 
recently  reported  the  receipt  of  a  complaint  with  reTerenee 
to  an  infants'  food  sold  as  a  proprietary  article  by  a 
drug  store  in  a  poor  district  of  the  county.  The  county 
analyst's  report  confirmed  the  statement  made  that  this 
food  consisted  principally  of  starch.  There  did  not 
seem  to  be  any  action  which  the  County  Council  could 
take  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  but  the 
committee  recommended  that  suitable  representations  be 
made  to  the  Minister  of  Health.    The  report  was  adopted. 

In  the  courts, — At  Southport,  on  May  5,  a  lad  aged 
fifteen,  described  as  a  Paisley  chemist's  apprentice,  was 
charged  with  having  attempted  to  commit  suicide  by 
taking  salt  of  lemon.  He  was  discharged. — At  Whit- 
church Petty  Sessions,  recently,  Charles  W.  Hubbard, 
drug-store  proprietor,  was  fined  10s.,  with  £2  2s.  costs, 
on  each  of  two  summonses  for  the  sale  of  a  poisonous 
disinfectant  and  a  belladonna  plaster. — In  Bow  County 
Court,  London,  on  May  7,  W.  Canning  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
manufacturing  chemists,  Birmingham,  obtained  judg- 
ment iior  the  sum  of  £3  lis.  9d.,  against  Mr.  Salmon, 
electro-plater,  Mile  End  Road,  E. 

Private  arrangement. — The  creditors  of  Mr.  S.  H. 
Page,  chemist  and  druggist,  Oundle,  met  on  May  1,  at 
8  and  9  Giltspur  Street,  London,  E.G.  A  statement 
of  affairs  disclosed  liabilities  £1,573  3s.  The  assets  con- 
sisted of  :— Cash  in  hand,  £4 ;  stock  estimated  to  realise 
£420  3s.  5d. ;  fixtures  and  fittings  expected  to  produce 
£110;  household  furniture,  £424  15s.  6d.  ;  and  book 
debts,  £52  10s.  4d.,  making  total  assets  of  £1,011  9s.  3d., 
from  which  had  to  be  deducted  £27  10s.  5d.  It  was 
reported  that  the  debtor  commenced  business  at  Oundle 
eight  years  ago,  purchasing  the  concern  from  the  estate 
of  Mr.  H.  E.  Roper,  deceased.  The  purchase  price  was 
£270.  The  debtor  had  no  capital  of  his  own,  and 
borrowed  from  relatives  a  sum  of  £320.    Further  fixtures 


and  fittings  were  installed  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £100. 
The  turnover  at  the  time  was  about  £750  per  annum, 
and  for  the  three  years  1920  to  1923  it  had  averaged 
£1,900.  At  present  it  was  doubtful  whether  it  exceeded 
£30  weekly.  The  present  position  was  attributed  to  lack 
of  capital.  It  was  stated  that  a  great  deal  depended 
upon  whether  a  purchaser  could  be  found  willing  to 
take  over  the  lease  and  exercise  the  option ;  there  was 
only  three  years  to  run  under  the  lease.  It  was  decided 
to  confirm  the  deed  of  assignment  already  executed 
to  Mr.  Parkin  S.  Booth,  Holborn  Viaduct,  E.C.,  with 
a  committee  of  inspection.

For  making  a  false  declaration  when  purchasing 
methylated  spirits  from  Thomas  Mitchell,  R.D.,  New- 
townards  Road,  William  Lawrence,  of  Beechfield  Street, 
was  at  Belfast  Summons  Court  fined  £3  and  costs. 

The  first  public  sitting  of  the  Claims  Tribunal  under 
the  Intoxicating  Liquor  Act  of  Northern  Ireland  will 
be  held  on  May  9  in  Belfast,  and  it  is  announced  that 
the  first  cases  to  be  taken  will  be  those  of  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists,  chemists  and  druggists,  and  registered 
druggists  in  Belfast  who  have  lodged  applications  for 
compensation  for  loss  of  profits  through  the  deprivation 
of  their  wine  licences.  There  are  94  claims  from  the 
drug  trade  in  addition  to  those  published  last  week 
(G.  &•  D.,  May  3,  p.  616).  These  are  published  in  the 
"  Belfast  Gazette  "  of  May  3.

Colonial  and  Foreign  News 

Resorcin  hair  washes. — The  presence  of  resorcin  in 
hair  washes,  and  the  possibility  of  its  exerting  an 
injurious  effect  on  health,  is  at  present  engaging  the 
attention  of  the  Dutch  Board  of  Health.  A  question- 
naire has  been  sent  to  a  number  of  medical  practitioners 
and  hospital  doctors,  asking  for  their  views  and  experi- 
ences ;  one  of  the  questions  refers  to  the  permissible  limit 
of  resorcin  content  in  preparations  of  this  kind,  regarding 
which  information  is  desired. 

The  Spanish  dangerous  drugs  law  of  1918  requires 
that  all  persons  engaged  in  handling  scheduled  narcotics 
shall  enteir  all  transactions  in  a  special  register.  In  reply 
to  an  inquiry,  the  government  has  informed  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  that  this  register  is  compulsory 
only  for  importers  selling  wholesale,  and  foa-  pharmacists 
who  manufacture  specialities  containing  any  of  these  drugs. 
In  the  case  of  pharmacists,  the  keeping  of  this  register  is 
not  required,  since  the  prescription  book  takes  its  place. 

French  West  African  export  dues. — The  "  coefficients 
of  increase  "  by  which  the  actual  export  taxes  are  multi- 
plied have  been  modified,  for  the  first  six  months  of 
the  present  year,  on  certain  goods  exported  from  French 
West  Africa.  The  following  are  some  of  the  new 
coefficients  : —

Chilean  arsenic. — The  American  Consul-General  at 
Valparaiso  reports  that  there  are  several  large  deposits 
of  arsenic  in  Chile,  principally  in  the  provinces  of 
Atacama  and  Santiago,  but  apparently  no  serious  attempt 
has  ever  been  made  to  work  them.  Undoubtedly  their 
owners  would  be  found  ready  to  commence  operations 
in  the  event  of  their  being  convinced  that  the  output 
could  be  sold  in  the  world's  markets  at  what  they  consider 
a  fair  price.  There  is  a  large  deposit  situated  in  the 
Andean  foothills,  close  to  the  capital  and  to  rail  trans- 
portation, and  less  than  one  hundred  miles  from  tide- 
water. It  is  understood  that  an  analysis  made  in  the 
laboratory  of  the  University  of  Santiago  showed  an 
arsenic  content  of  over  90  per  cent. 


Biological  products  in  Italy.— On  May  1,  the  Italian 
ministerial  decree  of  October  14,  1923,  entered  into  force 
whereby  diphtheria  anti-toxin,  tetanus  serum,  typhoid' 
plague  and  cholera  vaccines,  calf-lymph  and  arsenobenzol 
preparations  have  to  be  submitted  to  certain  official 
control  tests  prior  to  being  placed  on  the  market. 
Foreign  preparations  are  exempted  from  this  control', 
provided  satisfactory  proof  is  adduced  to  show  that  the 
tests  to  which  they  are  submitted  in  the  country  of 
origin  comply  with  the  requirements  stipulated  in  the 
Italian  law. 

No  company  pharmacies  in  Argentine.— The  Ministry 
of  Justice  and  Public  Instruction  of  the  Argentine  has 
decided  that  permission  to  open  a  pharmacy  in  the 
republic  may  be  granted  only  to  individual  pharmacists, 
and  not  to  a  company.  This  decision  is  the  result  of 
an  application  bv  a  company  to  open  a  pharmacy,  which 
application  was  submitted  by  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior 
to  the  Ministry  of  Justice  for  an  interpretation  of 
Article  1  of  law  No.  4,687,  which  states  that  only  a 
native  pharmacist,  or  a  pharmacist  whose  diploma  has 
been  endorsed  by  an  Argentine  University,  may  establish 
a  pharmacy,  and  makes  no  mention  of  "  managing  "  or 
"  directing  "  a  business. 

The  Brazilian  Association  of  Pharmacists  celebrated 
the  eighth  anniversary  of  its  foundation  on  January  20, 
at  a  special  meeting,  at  which  members  of  the  govern- 
ment and  representatives  of  the  learned  societies 
were  present,  held  in  the  National  Academy 
of  Medicine,  Rio  de  Janeiro,  under  the  presi- 
dency of  .Senhor  Orlando  Rangel.  At  an  extra- 
ordinary general  meeting  of  the  Association  a  scientific 
council  of  sixteen  members  was  elected ;  this  council, 
which  consists  of  four  sections — natural  history,  biology, 
pharmacy,  physics  and  chemistry — is  to  be  entrusted  with 
the  task  of  studying  various  problems  which  confront 
the  profession,  and  to  offer  suggestions  for  their  solution. 
Among  these  figure  the  creation  of  a  Brazilian  Academy  of 
Pharmacy,  the  formation  of  a  Brazilian  Pharmaceutical 
Federation,  and  the  establishment  of  a  professional  co-oper- 
ative society. 

Italian  chemical  congress. — The  Italian  Society  of 
Industrial  Chemistry  is  holding  its  first  National  Con- 
gress of  Industrial  Chemistry  in  Milan,  on  April  12  to 
17.  Signor  Mussolini  has  accepted  the  honorary  presi- 
dency, and  the  various  committees  include  the  names  of 
Ministers,  leading  manufacturers,  chemists  and  engineers. 
The  object  of  the  Society  is  to  advance  the  application 
of  chemistry  in  promoting  the  development  of  Italy's 
chemical  industry,  which  received  a  great  impetus  in 
consequence  of  the  war.  It  has  a  special  group  devoted 
to  the  manufacture  of  pharmaceutical  organic  chemicals, 
of  which  Professor  R.  Lepetit  is  the  President.  The  com- 
mittee of  the  Congress  has  decided  to  distribute  the  sum 
of  50,000  lire  to  the  Italian  authors  of  the  be6t  papers 
read  at  the  meetings,  dealing  particularly  with  the  prac- 
tical application  of  new  methods,  etc.,  in  the  form  of  I 
prizes  or  as  grants  to  carry  out  further  research  work. 

Italo-Swiss  Commercial  Treaty. — The  recently  con- 
cluded Italo-Swiss  Commercial  Treaty  contains  the 
following  article  regarding  the  exchange  of  medicinal 
preparations  : — The  contracting  parties  agree  to  allow 
the  reciprocal  importation  of  all  remedial  agents  and 
compound  medicinal  preparations  without  requiring  any 
special  permission.  However,  both  parties  reserve  the 
right  to  introduce  special  control  measures  in  the  interests 
of  the  public  health,  based  on  mutual  agreement.  All 
compound  medicinal  preparations  originating  in  either 
country  must  bear  a  label  stating  the  ingredients  present 
and  the  amount  of  each,  employing  the  designations 
currently  used  in  medicine,  excluding  the  use  of  chemical 
formulas.  Serums,  vaccines,  toxins,  viruses  and  similar 
products  are  not  to  be  regarded  as  compound  medicinal 
preparations,  and  are  therefore  not  included  in  this  agree- 
ment. Both  parties  agree  that  medicinal  preparations 
originating  in  either  country,  when  imported  into  the 
country  of  the  other  contracting'  party,  shall  not  receive 
less  favourable  treatment  than  products  of  native 
manufacture.

Safety  Razor  Blades.— At  Bow  Street  Police  Court, 
London,  on  May  7,  Lewis  Freedman,  clerk,  Whitechapel 
Road,  E.,  was  again  formally  remanded  on  bail  on  the 
charges  of  having  obtained  sums  of  money  from  Francis 
Perry  Evans  and  George  Taylor  by  false  pretences  and 
with  intent  to  defraud,  in  connection  with  the  sale  of 
razor  blades  {C.  &  D.,  May  3,  p.  619).  The  case  is  now 
fixed  for  May  15,  by  which  time  it  is  hoped  that  Mr. 
Graham  Campbell  will  have  recovered  and  will  be  able 
to  resume  the  hearing. 

Possession  Order  Refused.  — In  Marylebone  County 
Court,  London,  on  May  1,  Lewis  &  Burrows,  Ltd., 
chemists,  Holborn,  EC.,  sued  Walter  Henry  Wythe, 
builder,  229  High  Road,  Kilburn,  N.,  for  possession  of 
rooms  over  the  branch  business  of  the  plaintiffs.  Mr. 
Morris  was  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  Griffith 
Jones  for  the  defence.  Mr.  Morris  said  that  the  rooms, 
eight  in  number,  were  let  in  1917  to  the  defendant  at 
a  rental  of  £45  per  annum,  and  in  1918  they  were 
Offered  tio  him  on  a  three  years'  agreement;  but,  &s  he 
wished  to  continue  on  a  monthly  tenancy,  the  rooms 
were  let  to  him  on  those  terms.  The  conditions  were 
that  defendant  should  not  sublet  nor  do  anything  which 
would  be  a  nuisance  to  neighbours.  In  1920  plaintiffs 
learned  that  part  of  the  premises  were  sublet,  and 
served  on  the  defendant  notice  to  quit.  After  that  the 
rent  was  increased  to  £58  a  year.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  present  year  it  was  found  that  there  were  five  persons 
living  in  one  room.  The  managing  director  of  the  plain- 
tiff company,  and  Mr.  Walter  Pile,  manager  of  the 
Shop,  gave  corroborative  evidence.  The  defendant's  wife 
stated  that  she  began  to  sublet  immediately  after  the 
rooms  were  taken,  and  plaintiffs  knew  that  they  were 
being  sublet,  Mr.  Morris  said  that  the  plaintiffs  were 
Iquite  willing  to  allow  the  defendant  to  remain.  The 
judge  refused  to  make  an  order  for  possession. 

Validity  of  a  Contract. — In  the  Chancery  Division  of 
the  High  Court,  London,  on  May  6,  Mr.  Justice  Law- 
rence gave  judgment  in  the  action  brought  by  the  York 
Glass  Co.,  Ltd.,  against  Mr.  Thomas  Jubb,  Leeds,  for 
the  specific  performance  of  an  agreement  to  purchase 
the  plaintiffs'  glassworks,  plant,  and  stock  at  Fisher- 
gate,  York,  for  £54,600  (0.  &  D.,  March  29,  p.  434). 
The  defence  was  that  the  contract  was  not  binding  upon 
the  defendant,  because  he  was  at  the  time,  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  plaintiffs,  mentally  infirm,  and  that  the 
price  was  greatly  in  excess  of  the  value  of  the  property. 
Plaintiffs  denied  the  allegations.  His  lordship,  giving 
judgment,  said  that  he  was  satisfied  on  the  evidence 
that  the  defendant  was  insase  when  he  bought  the  works, 
but  that  was  not  to  the  knowledge  of  the  plaintiffs, 
and  Mr.  Jubb  had  not  been  imposed  upon  as  to  the 
value  of  the  business.  It  was  impossible  on  the  evidence 
to  settle  satisfactorily  the  market  value  of  the  works  in 
October  1922,  and  the  only  finding  open  was  that  the 
defendant  had  failed  to  prove  that  the  market  value  of 
the  works  was  below  £54,600,  and  the  allegation  that 
the  price  was  excessive  had  not  been  established.  The 
defendant  had  no  legal  advice,  but  the  plaintiff  com- 
pany, as  they  were  dealing  with,  as  they  thought,  a 
sane  business  man,  were  under  no  sort  of  obligation  to 
see  that  he  was  receiving  legal  or  other  advice  in  the 
transaction.  In  his  lordship's  judgment,  there  was  no 
inequality  between  the  contracting  parties,  and  there  was 
no  want  of  fairness  in  the  terms  of  the  contract  itself 
or  in  the  circumstances  in  which  it  was  made,  and  he 
acquitted  all  the  persons  concerned  in  the  transaction  on 
behalf  of  the  plaintiff  company  of  the  charge  made 
against  them  of  over-reaching  or  exercising  any  undue 
influence  over  the  defendant.  Mr.  Justice  Lawrence 
held  that  the  agreement  was  a  valid  contract  and  binding 
on  the  defendant,  and  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to 
damages.  He  would  make  a  declaration  accordingly,  and 
there  would  be  an  inquiry  as  to  damages.  The  defendant 
would  have  to  pay  the  costs  till  the  judgment,  but  costs 
m  the  inquiry  would  be  reserved.  A  stay  of  execution 
with  a  view  to  appeal  would  be  allowed  for  a  month. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Noble. — A  further  stage  was 
reached  in  the  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  v.  Noble  (6'.  <fe  D.,  March  8,  p.  329)  at  Blooms- 
bury  County  Court,  London,  on  May  2.  The  defendant, 
Mr.  William  Desmond  Noble,  Well  Street,  Cable  Street, 
London,  E. ,  and  Southohuxch  Road,  South  end -on -Sea,  was 
alleged  to  have  used  the  title  "chemist"  improperly  in 
respect  of  premises  he  had  at  Southend.  Judgment  was 
given  against  the  defendant  in  the  Southend  County 
Court,  but  Justices  Lush  and  Avory  subsequently  ordered 
a  retrial  of  the  action  at  the  Bloomsbury  County  Court. 
On  the  case  being  called  before  the  registrar  at  the 
latter  court,  Mr.  H.  Glyn-Jones,  barrister,  for  the  Society, 
said  that  he  understood  the  defendant  was  not  present. 
Counsel  suggested  that  in  those  circumstances,  and  in 
view  of  the  litigation  which  had  preceded  this  action,  it 
would  be  better  if  the  case  went  before  the  judge,  lest  it 
be  said  that  the  defendant  was  shut  out  from  presenting 
his  defence.  After  explanation  to  the  registrar,  Mr.  GJyn- 
Jones  went  before  Judge  Sir  Edward  Bray  and  mentioned 
the  ■circumstances  of  the  case.  On  April  30,  said  counsel, 
the  defendant  called  upon  the  plaintiffs'  solicitors,  and 
"  by  a  curious  coincidence "  he  stated  that  he  had  an 
appointment  far  the  High  Court  on  that  day  (May  2) 
before  Mr.  Justice  Swift.  The  plaintiffs  had  been  in  a 
very  difficult  position.  They  had  had  no  means  of  check- 
ing the  truth  of  the  statement,  and  in  consequence  they 
had  to  attend  that  day  before  the  judge.  He  '(Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones)  produced  the  cause  list  of  the  High  Court  for  that 
day,  but  was  unable  to  find  any  case  in  which  the  defen- 
dant's name  appeared.  A  letter  had  been  received  from 
the  defendant  in  which  he  said  that,  following  the  con- 
versation he  had  had  with  plaintiffs'  solicitors'  representa- 
tive he  had  to  inform  them  that  he  had  to  appear  in  the 
High  Court  on  .May  2  in  accordance  with  an  order  from 
Mr.  Justice  Swift,  which  he  had  shown  them.  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  said  that  there  was  no  recollection  by  the  repre- 
sentative that  he  had  seen  such  an  order,  and  it  was 
denied.  The  defendant's  letter  further  stated  that  he 
was  anxious  to  get  the  matter  disposed  of,  having,  as  the 
plaintiffs  were  aware,  a  perfect  answer  to  the  claim. 
Counsel  added  that  all  the  witnesses  were  in  attendance. 
Having  regard  to  the  view  taken  by  the  judges  in  the 
Divisional  Court  that  the  defendant  was  a  litigant  in 
person,  he  (Mr.  Glyn-Jones)  did  not  know  if  the  judge 
would  hear  the  case  in  the  defendant's  absence.  He  did 
not  think  the  defendant  was  entitled  to  much  considera- 
tion, because  he  had  been  heard  to  say  that  it  was  his 
intention  of  giving  as  much  trouble  and  causing  as  much 
expense  as  he  possibly  could.  His  honour  ordered  that 
the  case'  be  adjourned  to  a  day  to  be  fixed  after  the  regis- 
trar had  been  in  communication  with  both  parties  to  the 
suit. 

"  Long  Firm  "  Frauds.— At  the  Central  Criminal 
Court,  London,  on  May  5,  6,  and  7,  Nathan 
Novodvorsky  (20),  merchant,  Morris  Ross  (28),  mer- 
chant, and  Joseph  Levene  (23),  salesman,  pleaded  "  Not- 
guilty  "  to  an  indictment  which  charged  them  with  con- 
spiring together  to  cheat  and  defraud  such  persons  as 
were  induced  to  part  with  goods  to  them  upon  the  false 
pretence  that  they  were  carrying  on  a  genuine  business 
in  the  City  under  the  style  of  the  Butler  Street  Ware- 
house Co.,  Ltd.  Ross  also  pleaded  "  Not  guilty  "  to 
bankruptcy  offences,  and  Novodvorsky  pleaded  "  Not 
guilty  "  to  the  falsification  of  books.  Mr.  Percival 
Clarke  and  Mr.  H.  D.  Roome  appeared  for  the  prosecu- 
tion. Levene  was  represented  by  Mr.  Walter  Frampton, 
Ross  by  Mr.  Malcolm  Carter,  and  Novodvorsky  by  Mrs. 
Helena  Normanton.  Mr.  Clarke,  in  opening  the  case 
for  the  prosecution,  said  that  in  February  of  last  year 
a  man  named  Hyman  Williams  was  carrying  on  business 
at  11  Butler  Street,  E.C.,  and  Novodvorsky,  or  Nathan, 
approached  him  with  his  partner  Ross  with  a  view  of 
purchasing  his  interest  in  the  premises.  Nathan  posed 
as  Alfred  Ellman.  The  interest  those  two  young  men 
desired  to  purchase  was  a  leasehold  at  a  rental  of  £140 
per  annum,  and  in  February  1923  an  assignment  was 
made  which  Nathan  signed  as  Alfred  Ellman.  Nathan 
had  a  brother  called  Abraham,  who  was  just  two  years 
older  than  himself,  and  in  1923  Abraham  changed  his 
name  by  deed  poll  to  Alfred  Ellman.    At  that  time  he 
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had  about  £250,  which  he  was  prepared  to  entrust  to 
Nathan  with  a  view  to  starting  a  business.  Nathan 
introduced  Ross  to  his  brother  as  his  traveller,  and  it 
was  agreed  that  a  company  should  be  formed  of  which 
Ross  was  to  be  the  secretary  at  a  salary  of  30s.  per 
week.  A  business  was  registered  at  the  Business  Names 
Registry  as  the  Butler  Street  Warehouse  Co.,  the  nature 
of  the  business  being  that  of  general  merchants.  A 
company  was  then  registered  as  the  Butler  Street  Ware- 
house Co.,  Ltd.,  with  a  capital  of  £1,000  in  £1  shares, 
the  directors  being  Nathan  and  Alfred  Ellman.  The 
company  lived  for  just  over  five  months,  and  was  wound 
up  by  order  of  the  Court  on  November  27.  Mr.  Clarke 
went  on  to  refer  to  an  order  which  was  sent  to  Cussons, 
Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  soap  manufacturers,  Manchester,  on 
August  13,  for  170  gross  of  soap.  Messrs.  Cussons  asked 
for  references,  and  were  referred  to  Levene,  who  in- 
formed them  that  the  Butler  Street  Warehouse  Co.,  Ltd., 
were  always  prompt  in  their  payments  and  were  doing 
business  to  the  extent  of  about  £400  a  month  with  him. 
Before  sending  the  goods,  Messrs.  Cussons  sent  a  'pro 
forma  invoice  requesting  £202  in  cash.  That  idea  did 
not  commend  itself  to  the  defendants,  and  they  wrote 
back  saying  that  they  could  not  pay  cash  against  invoice, 
and'  to  establish  their  confidence  suggested  that  half  the 
goods  should  be  sent,  to  be  paid  for  within  thirty  days. 
The  consequence  was  that  Messrs.  Cussons  sent  85  gross 
of  soap,  the  invoice  price  being  £104.  When  the  thirty 
days  was  up  they  wrote  for  payment,  but  received  a 
reply  to  the  effect  that  at  the  present  time  "  they  were 
unable  to  meet  the  account."  That  soap  was  delivered 
on  September  5,  and  on  September  8  was  sold  to  a  firm 
in  Houndsditch  for  £76  16s.  3d. — of  course,  for  cash. 
Between  September  25  and  November  19  there  were  no 
less  than  thirteen  writs  against  the  company,  and  execu- 
tions were  levied.  The  defendant  Ross  gave  evidence, 
and  in  cross-examination  admitted  that  he  had  6old 
pencil's  at  under  cost  price.  Counsel  :  How  do  you 
account  for  the  amount  of  £28  odd  being  entered  in 
your  own  private  banking  account  in  respect  of  the 
pencils  which  you  sold  ? — It  must  be  a  mistake.  The 
defendant  Novodvorsky  refused  to  give  evidence.  After 
counsels'  speeches  and  the  summing  up  the  jury  returned 
a  verdict  of  "Guilty"  against  Novodvorsky  and  Ross 
on  the  whole  of  the  counts  of  the  indictment,  and  Levene 
was  found  "Guilty"  on  all  the  counts  except  one. 
Sentence  was  postponed.

Justice  Romer  heard  a  motion  for  the  appointment  of  a 
receiver  and  manager  of  this  company.  Mr.  Draper,  in 
applying,  said  that  there  had  been  an  issue  of  thirty 
debentures  of  £500  each.  There  was  no  opposition,  and 
his  lordship  appointed  a  receiver  and  manager. — On 
May  6,  the  petition  of  Henry  Ellison,  Ltd.,  manufac- 
turing chemists,  for  the  compulsory  liquidation  of  the 
company  was  mentioned  to  his  lordship.  Mr.  Morle,  for 
the  company,  said  that  a  receiver  for  the  debenture 
holders  was  in  possession,  and  that  a  resolution  for 
voluntary  liquidation  had  been  passed  the  previous  day. 
His  lordship  adjourned  the  petition  for  a  week. 


Association  Affairs 

Birmingham. — The  concluding  evening  meeting  of  the 
session  of  the  Birmingham  Pharmaceutical  Association 
was  held  on  April  30  at  the  Imperial  Hotel.  Mr.  F.  L. 
Jenkins  was  unable  to  fulfil  his  engagement  to  deliver  a 
lecture  on  "  Derwentwater,"  and  instead  a  lantern 
lecture,  entitled  Through  Warwickshire  with  a  Camera, 
was  given  by  Mr.  Gascoigne  T.  Calvert.  Mr.  Calvert's 
slides  and  photos  were  all  his  own  work,  the  choosing 
of  the  spots  being  entrusted  to  his  wife.  It  included 
the  chief  beauties  of  the  county,  and  the  examples  were 
of  a  very  high  order.  The  President  (Mr.  H.  Rigg) 
occupied  the  chair.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Calvert 
was  accorded,  on  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Rigg. 

Lewes. — The  Federation  of  South-Eastern  Counties 
Pharmacists'  Associations  held  a  meeting  of  delegates 
recently  at .  Lewes.  The  chairman  (Mr.  C.  G.  Yates, 
Brighton)  gave  a  report  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union 
Conference  held  in  London  in  March.  He  explained  the 
position  regarding  the  issue  of  an  official  journal,  and 
a  more  comprehensive  retail  price  list,  also  the  exemp- 
tion of  diluents  of  exempted  dangerous  drugs.  Resolu- 
tions were  passed  to  the  effect  that  a  6d.  fee  should 
be  obtained  on  liquid  medicaments ;  that  the  drug  tariff 
be  issued  quarterly ;  that  the  dressings  portion  of  the 
tariff  be  issued  monthly  ;  that  the  associations  connected 
with  the  Federation  consider  the  advisability  of  obtain- 
ing the  Panel  Committee's  co-operation  in  adopting  a 
formulary  for  Insurance  dispensing.  It  was  decided  that 
a  prize  of  books  to  be  chosen  by  the  candidate  next  to 
the  winner  of  the  Cripps'  Exhibition  be  given  by  the 
Federation.  The  following  resolution  was  agreed  to  be 
sent  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  the  next  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  : — "  That  the  scholarships  now  given 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  be  tenable  in  any 
recognised  school  of  pharmacy  in  Great  Britain." 
Messrs.  H.  C.  Browne,  Arthur  Mills  and  the  secre- 
tary were  empowered  to  carry  out  propaganda  to  stimu- 
late the  marking  of  prescriptions  with  the  code  word 
"  Bishopgate,"  and  encourage  adequate  remuneration  for 
dispensing.  The  following  further  resolution  was  decided 
to  be  sent  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  : — "  That  this 
Federation  views  with  great  concern  the  present  inade- 
quate test  provided  in  the  Qualifying  examination,  with 
the  consequent  result  that  a  large  percentage  of  incom- 
petent dispensers  are  being  registered." 


Festivities 

West  Ham  Social  and  Dance 

The  West  Ham  Association  of  Pharmacists  held  the 
first  social  and  dance  of  the  new  session  in  St.  James's 
Hall,  Forest  Gate,  London,  E.,  on  April  24,  when  about 
eighty  members  and  friends  were  present.

Gwinn  and  Mr.  B.  Wathen  acted  as  M.C.'s.  Music  and 
songs  during  supper  added  pleasure  to  the  gathering. 
The  President  (Mr.  Jones)  occupied  the  chair.  The 
thanks  of  the  association  were  accorded  to  Mr.  C.  A. 
Jones,  Newberys,  Ltd.,  and  Vinolia,  Ltd.,  for  the  hand- 
some prizes  for  the  spot  dances,  which  were  won  by 
Mrs.  and  Master  Reid,  Miss  Madge  Cohen,,  and  Mr. 
Glenister,  and  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Desmond. 

North  Londoners'  Social  and  Dance 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Metropolitan  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  the  Connaught  Rooms, 
London,  W.,  was  followed  by  the  annual  social  and 
dance,  and  the  day  being  May  Day,  the  function  was 
of  a  special  nature.  The  President  of  the  Society  (Mr. 
Neathercoat)  was  unable  to  attend,  but  Mrs.  Neather- 
coat  was  present,  together  with  nearly  200  members  of 
the  Society.  Dancing,  with  various  diversions,  continued 
until  midnight.  The  prize-winners  were  :  Maypole  dance, 
Miss  Eldridge,  Mr.  L.  J.  Kemp;  novelty  dances,  Miss 
Grove,  Miss  Cohen,  Mr.  Perrett,  jun.,  Mr.  Payne:  spot 
dance,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George.  The  M.C.,  Mr.  W.  E. 
Swanston,  who  had  arranged  the  social,  was  heartily 
congratulated  on  his  efforts  as  organiser. 
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Dental  Board  Prosecution 

At  Bow  Street  Police  Court,  London,  on  April  30  and 
May  3,  before  Sir  Chartres  Biron,  Aseplene,  Ltd., 
33  Bedford  Street,  Strand,  W.C.,  were  summoned  for 
carrying  on  the  business  of  dentistry  in  contravention 
of  the  Dentists  Act,  1921,  and  John  Garibaldi  Spark- 
hall,  "  sole  director  "  of  Aseplene,  Ltd.,  was  summoned 
for  practising  as  a  dentist  without  being  registered  under 
the  Dentists  Act,  1878,  Mr.  H.  I.  P.  Hallett  (instructed 
by  Mr.  C.  J.  S.  Harper,  solicitor  to  the  Dental  Board) 
appeared  for  the  prosecution ;  Mr.  Van  den  Berg 
defended. 

Case  for  the  Prosecution 

Mr.  Hallett  said  these  proceedings  were  brought  against 
the  defendants  for  offences  against  the  Dentists  Act, 
1921.  Section  1  of  that  Act  provided  that  no  person 
should,  unless  registered  under  the  Dentists  Act,  1878, 
practise  or  hold  himself  out,  whether  directly  or  by 
implication,  as  practising  or  being  prepared  to  practise 
dentistry.  Section  5  dealt  with  companies,  and  provided 
that  a  body  corporate  might  not  carry  on  the  business 
of  dentistry  if  it  carried  on  no  business  other  than 
dentistry  or  some  business  ancillary  to  the  business  of 
dentistry,  "  and  the  majority  of  the  directors  and  all 
the  operating  staff  are  registered  dentists."  His  case 
against  the  company  was  that  in  February  and  March 
of  this  year,  on  three  separate  occasions,  they  were 
carrying  on  the  business  of  dentistry  without  being 
entitled  to  do  so.  The  Aseplene  Co.  was  a  private 
company,  and  among  the  objects  stated  in  its  memoran- 
dum of  association  was  "  to  treat  by  Aseplene."  The 
Magistrate:  "What  is  Aseplene?  Mr.  Hallett  :  Aseplene, 
you  will  hear,  is  a  liquid.  The  Magistrate  :  What  is  it 
suggested  it  does?  Mr.  Hallett  :  That  it  cures  pyorrhoea, 
among  other  things.  Counsel  went  on  to  say  that  the 
director  of  the  company  was  Mr.  John  Garibatdi  Spark- 
hall,  and  he  was  the  only  director.  The  secretary  was 
Miss  Curtis.  On  February  21  a  Mr.  Shipman  called 
at  the  offices  of  the  company,  and  was  referred  to 
Miss  Curtis.  He  made  a  statement  to  her,  as  a  result 
of  which  she  asked  whether  his  friend  on  whose  behalf 
he  came  had  loose  teeth,  catarrh  of  the  mouth,  or 
pyorrhoea.  Mr.  Shipman  said  that  it  was  pyorrhoea, 
as  far  as  he  knew.  Miss  Curtis  added  :  "  Mr.  Sparkhall 
gives  the  treatment  and  everyone  is  satisfied  with  it"; 
and  she  said  that  the  terms  were  £3  3s.  for  a  consultation 
and  advice,  and  for  a  month's  treatment  of  Aseplene 
another  10s.  He  asked  her  whether  she  could 
give  him  anything  in  writing  setting  out  what  the  com- 
pany did ;  and  she  gave  him  a  pamphlet,  which  was 
extremely  important,  as  it  set  forth  the  things  Aseplene 
was  supposed  to  do.  On  March  13  a  Mr.  Ware  called 
and  saw  Mr.  Sparkhall,  who  advised  him"  as  to  the  course 
he  should  adopt,  and  he  submitted  that  Mr.  Sparkhall 
clearly  gave  to  Mr.  Ware  such  treatment  and  attendance 
and  advice  as  was  usually  given  by  dentists.  He  would 
have  evidence  available  to  prove  that  the  treatment  of 
pyorrhoea,  the  inspection  of  the  mouth  to  see  whether 
it  was  present  and  the  advice  as  to  the  course  to  be 
pursued  not  only  was  something  which  fell  within  the 
business  of  dentists,  but  also  fell  very  largely  within 
their  practice.  He  would  have  to  submit  that  the  com- 
pany, by  giving  treatment  and  advice  which  was  usually 
given  by  dentists,  was  carrying  on  a  business  which 
they  could  not  carry  on  without  infringing  the  Act. 
His  contention  was  that  carrying  on  the  business  of 
dentistry  in  the  case  of  a  company  meant  doing  by 
its  agents  that  which,  if  it  were  done  by  an  individual 
would  amount  to  the  practising  of  dentistry  within  the 
definition  of  the  Act.  As  regarded  Mr.  Sparkhall,  the 
charges  were  that  he  practised  dentistry  by  virtue  of 
what  he  did  on  March  13,  and  also  that  he  was  a 
director  of  a  company  carrying  on  the  business  of 
dentistry  on  February  21,  March  5,  and  March  13.  The 
magistrate  :  What  is  the  defence— that  they  were  not 
carrying  on  the  business  of  dentistry?  Mr.  Van  den 
Berg  :  Yes. 


Mr.  Norman  Carew  King,  Eegistrar  of  the  Dental 
Board,  was  called  to  prove  that  the  name  of  Mr. 
Sparkhall  was  not  on  the  Dentists  Register. 

Mr.  Francis  Minchin,  an  officer  from  the  department 
of  Companies  Registration,  Somerset  House,  produced 
the  file  of  Aseplene,  Ltd.,  and  said  that  according  to 
the  last  return  the  sole  director  was  Mr.  Sparkhall. 
The  principal  object  of  the  company  was  to  administer 
the  treatment  of  Aseplene. 

Mr.  James  Arthur  Shipman,  Bishopsgate,  E.C.,  said 
that  on  February  21  he  went  to  the  office  of  the  company 
in  Bedford  Street,  W.C.  The  witness  gave  evidence  in 
corroboration  of  counsel's  opening  statement,  and  added 
that  he  saw  Mr.  Sparkhall  there,  wearing  a  white  overall. 

Mr.  Ware's  Visit 

Mr.  Frederick  Richard  Ware,  Woolley  Crescent, 
Brighton,  said  he  called  by  appointment  at  33  Bedford 
Street,  W.C.,  on  March  13.  He  was  shown  into  a  room 
which  appeared  to  be  a  waiting-room.  After  a  time  he 
was  shown  into  an  inner  room,  where  he  saw  a  gentleman 
in  a  white  smock — Mr.  Sparkhall.  There  was  a  6mall 
table  in  the  corner,  a  glass  vase  similar  to  a  spittoon 
such  as  was  found  in  a  surgery,  a  counter,  a  leather 
case,  and  some  electric  batteries.  The  leather  case  con- 
tained an  ordinary  dental  reflector  and  a  small  electric 
torch.  On  the  top  of  the  desk  were  several  bottles  of 
liquid  labelled- "  Aseplene."  Mr.  Sparkhall  asked  him 
if  he  had  pyorrhoea.  He  replied,  "  I  don't  know.  I 
have  not  been  told  I  have  that  disease.  I  have  come 
here  to  find  out."  He  was  asked  as  to  his  general 
health,  his  age,  and  as  to  whether  he  had  had  catarrh. 
Witness  said  he  had  suffered  from  it  for  a  long  time. 
Mr.  Sparkhall  then  suggested  that  he  had  earache,  and 
seemed  rather  surprised  when  he  said  he  had  not.  He 
suggested  also  that  he  lost  his  self-possession  at  times, 
and  seemed  surprised  when  witness  said  he  did  not. 
Counsel  :  With  relation  to  the  catarrh  did  he  say  any- 
thing ? — He  suggested  he  would  give  me  immediate 
relief,  and  he  took  a  bottle  containing  some  colourless 
fluid  from  the  top  of  the  desk,  put  a  few  drops  on  a 
handkerchief  and  asked  me  to  smell  it.  I  certainly 
felt  whatever  it  was  on  the  handkerchief  seemed  to  go 
through  to  the  top  of  my  head.  He  6aid  the  stuff 
would  permanently  cure  catarrh.  When  he  looked  at 
your  mouth  did  he  make  any  remark? — To  the  best  of 
my  memory  he  said,  "  Yes,  you  certainly  have  pyorrhoea," 
and  suggested  I  should  put  my  denture  in  a  glass  of 
liquid.  I  had  already  told  him  my  gums  were  sore, 
and  he  said  that  was  caused  by  pyorrhoea.  He  talked 
to  me  quite  a  long  time,  possibly  twenty  minutes, 
explaining  the  treatment,  saying  that  every  patient  was 
dealt  with  separately.  Before  examining  your  mouth  did 
he  make  any  preparation  ? — Yes.  He  uncovered  a  bottle 
of  liquid  standing  on  the  counter  and  dipped  his  fingers 
in  it.  Then  he  got  the  dental  mirror  and  strapped  an 
electric  battery  round  his  chest  and  connected  the  torch 
and  thoroughly  examined  my  mouth.  He  first  inspected 
the  condition  of  each  tooth  separately  in  his  fingers, 
testing  it  for  looseness.  After  that  he  said,  "  Yes, 
you  have  had  pyorrhoea  for  ten  years."  Did  he  express 
any  opinion  as  to  the  condition  of  your  mouth? — He 
said  the  soreness  of  the  tongue  and  gums  was  undoubtedly 
caused  by  the  pyorrhoea,  and  explained  what  treatment 
would  be  necessary  to  cure  the  pyorrhoea.  He  also  said 
my  case  was  a  special  one,  and  that  he  would  treat  me 
for  catarrh  and  soreness  of  mouth.  I  paid  him 
£3  16s.  6d.,  for  which  I  produce  his  receipt.  Did  he 
say  anything  as  to  the  Aseplene  liauid  ?— Yes,  he  gave 
me  a  little  to  taste,  because  I  asked  if  it  was  unpleasant, 
and  he  proved  it  was  not  by  handing  me  a  glass.  I 
said  it  tasted  something  similar  to  the  material  that 
dentists  put  in  your  mouth  when  they  take  an  impression 
of  your  palate.  He  said.  "  Oh.  that  is  only  scented 
stuff.  Dentists  don't  worry,  about  disinfectants.  They 
are  a  dirty  lot."  How  did  it  finish?— Mr.  Sparkhall 
suggested  that  he  was  interested  in  my  case  and  it 
would  be  as  well  to  keep  in  touch  with  him,  as  he 
said  the  clinic  was  a  human  affair  and  he  liked  to  take 
special  interest  in  every  one  of  his  patients.     I  was 
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given  three  bottles— two  with  blue  labels  and  one  with 
a  white  label. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Van  den  Berg,  the  witness 
said  he  had  not  been  back  after  his  first  visit.  He 
went  there  not  as  a  genuine  patient  seeking  advice,  but 
tinder  instructions.  You  did  not  go  there  to  be  cured? — 
I  had  no  pyorrhoea  so  far  as  I  know.  You  have  not 
used  the  stuff,  I  suppose,  and  are  not  in  a  position  to 
gay,  therefore,  whether  it  was  good  or  bad? — No.  To 
put  it  shortly,  you  went  there  as  a  private  detective? — 
Yes.  This  place  is  always  called  a  clinic? — Yes,  that 
is  the  only  word  I  have  heard.  I  suggest  there  is  not 
a  dental  chair  in  the  place,  and  not  a  single  dental 
instrument  or  appliance;  the  only  thing  you  can  point 
to  is  the  reflector  by  which  you  mean  a  sort  of  little 
mirror ;  I  suggest  that  what  he  has  is  well  known  in 
the  medical  profession  as  an  oroscope  set;  apart  from 
the  mirror  there  was  nothing  there  common  to  a  dental 
surgery? — I  agree.  I  also  agree  that  he  did  not  hold 
himself  out  as  a  person  who  would  extract  teeth,  or 
anything  of  that  kind.  Re-examined,  the  witness  said 
he  had  since  been  to  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  and 
'was  told  that  the  soreness  of  his  mouth  had  been  con- 
tracted only  by  cigarette  smoking.  He  had  given  up 
cigarette  smoking,  and  the  soreness  had  almost  gone. 
He  had  not  used  any  Aseplene. 

Analytical  Evidence 

Mr.  Percy  May,  D,Sc,  consulting  and  analytical 
chemist,  Staple  Inn  Buildings,  High  Holborn,  W.C.,  said 
he  had  examined  the  contents  of  the  bottles  received  by 
the  last  witness.  The  large  bottle,  with  a  blue  label,  was 
for  internal  and  external  use.  The  only  ingredient  of 
any  importance  which  it  contained  was  formaldehyde. 
There  was  also  a  trace  of  colouring  matter  and  a  small 
quantity  of  highly  odorous  stuff  such  as  camphor  or 
eau  de  Cologne,  The  bottle  with  the  white  label  for 
inhalation  only  contained  a  pleasant-smelling  liquid  some- 
thing of  the  type  of  eau  de  Cologne  or  peppermint 
extract,  in  addition  to  a  larger  proportion  of  formalde- 
hyde, a  pretty  strong  solution.  Counsel  :  Did  you  test 
it? — I  tried  some  on  my  handkerchief  and  sniffed  ;t, 
and  was  very  sorry  I  had  done  so.  It  was  very  pungent, 
and  goes  right  through  the  back  of  the  head.  I  have 
no  doubt  as  to  its  potency. 

Mr.  Van  den  Berg  :  We  all  know  that  pyorrhoea  is 
a  very  serious  business,  upon  which  medical  opinion 
differs  very  much  at  the  present  moment.  I  don't  know 
whether  there  is  any  suggestion  in  your  evidence  that 
this  stuff  does  not  cure  pyorrhoea? — There  is  no  sugges- 
tion of  any  kind  on  my  part.  I  am  giving  a  statement 
of  fact  as  to  the  analysis.  This  Aseplene  is  a  variant 
of  the  disinfectant  Bacterol.  My  suggestion  is  that  this 
is  a  secret  process,  and  that  no  one  else  can  make  it  ? — 
There  may  be  minute  traces  of  wonderful  things,  but  this 
substance  contains  only  0.08  per  cent,  of  total  solids. 
You  cannot  tell  by  analysis  exactly  what  it  is  made  of. 
The  Magistrate  :  The  unknown  stuff,  whatever  it  is', 
must  be  in  a  most  minute  quantity,  and  it  must  be 
very  remarkable  to  have  any  effect  ? — Yes.  Mr.  Van  den 
Berg:  How  many  different  substances  did  you  find?  1 
suggest  that  the  total  number  of  substances  is  not  less 
than  twenty? — That  may  be,  but  when  they  are  present 
in  such  small  amounts  you  cannot  identify  them.  Would 
you  be  surprised  to  hear  that  numbers,  running  into 
thousands  of  people  have  been  cured  of  pyorrhoea? — 
Very  possibly. 

Dental  Surgeon's  Evidence 

Mr.  Douglas  Gabell,  L.D.S.,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P., 
dental  surgeon  at  the  Royal  Dental  and  Charing  Cross 
Hospitals,  and  examiner  in  dentistry  at  the  Boyal  College 
of  Surgeons,  said  he  was  familiar  with  the  ordinary 
work  of  a  dentist.  The  examination  of  the  mouth  and 
teeth,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  the  presence  or  absence 
6f  pyorrhoea,  formed  a  very  large  part  of  the  ordinary 
practice  of  a  dentist.  Pyorrhoea  was  a  disease  of  the 
teeth  and  gums  treated  by  dentists.  They  frequently 
bad  to  give  advice  as  to  the  course  to  be  taken  in 
dealing  with  pyorrhoea,  and  they  practically  always  pre- 
scribed.   Counsel :  You  have  heard  the  description  of  the 


contents  of  this  bottle  given  by  Mr.  May,  and  you  have 
had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  the  defendant's  pamphlet? — 
I  have.  The  pamphlet  says  :  "It  is  because  we  are 
able  to  prescribe  our  preparations  of  sufficient  strength 
to  penetrate  human  tissue  that  we  succeed  where  others 
fail."  Is  it  possible  for  a  solution  of  formalin  to  pene- 
trate human  tissue? — Only  after  death.  All  the  specimens 
in  museums  are  preserved  in  it.  Is  it  possible  for  drugs 
to  "  penetrate  the  teeth  sockets  from  the  top  and 
through  the  gums  and  through  the  bone  tissue  to  the 
bottom  of  the  sockets"?  Impossible  where  there  is  a 
circulation.  You  cannot  scratch  the  surface  of  yourself 
without  getting  blood,  and  that  blood  would  wash  the 
stuff  away. 

Mr.  Van  den  Berg  :  Am  I  right  in  thinking  that  the 
province  of  a  dentist  and  that  of  a  doctor  sometimecs 
somewhat  overlap? — Undoubtedly.  In  certain  cases  it 
may  be  difficult  to  say  whether  a  particular  consultation 
one  requires  ought  to  be  with  a  dentist  or  a  doctor? — 
In  those  cases  they  generally  go  to  both.  Pyorrhoea  is 
essentially  a  disease  of  the  gums  as  distinct  from  the 
teeth? — No.  It  is  well  known,  is  it  not,  that  you 
may  have  all  your  teeth  extracted  and  still  have 
pyorrhoea  ? — That  does  not  prove  your  point.  It  is  true 
you  could  have  pyorrhoea  when  all  the  teeth  have  been 
extracted.  It  does  not  always  remove  the  poison. 
Infection  spreads  between  the  tooth  and  gum.  If  I 
were  affected  with  pyorrhoea  the  natural  and  normal 
thing  would  be  to  go  to  a  doctor  ? — He  would  refer 
you  to  the  dentist.  Suppose  he  sent  you  to  a  mouth 
specialist? — There  is  no  mouth  specialist  except  a  dentist 
that  I  know  of.  A  doctor  has  no  experience  of  gums. 
Why  do  people  have  their  teeth  out  if  they  are  still 
to  have  pyorrhoea  ? — It  is  only  rarely  that  the  disease 
remains.  If  it  has  been  there  for  a  long  time  it  is 
deeper  in.  Very  frequently  dentists  advise  people  to 
have  their  teeth  taken  out  for  pyorrhoea? — Yes.  And 
from  your  reading  of  the  pamphlet  you  appreciate  that 
Mr.  SparkhaU's  case  is  that  you  can  save  having  the 
teeth  extracted  ? — That  is  what  he  claims.  If  that  is 
true  it  would  be  most  valuable? — Yes.  Have  you  any 
reason  to  dispute  that  his  claim  is  a  genuine  one? — ■ 
Yes.  The  material  prescribed,  which  is  essentially  a 
formalin  solution,  had  been  used  for  many  years  without 
curing  pyorrhoea.  The  public  are  not  pleased  with 
dentists  or  specialists  unless  they  are  cured? — They  don't 
like  having  teeth  out.  Would  it  surprise  you  to  learn 
that  a  large  number  of  people  who  have  not  been 
cured  by  dentists  have  been  cured  by  this  Aseplene 
treatment  ? — I  should  be  very  much  surprised.

New  Books 

Heger,  Dr.  H. — Pharmazeutischer  Almanack.  6  in.  by 
4  in.  Pp.  224.  Moritz  Perles,  4  Seilergasse,  Vienna  I. 
[This  is  the  forty-ninth  year  of  the  publication  of  tho 
Austrian  Pharmaceutical  Almanack,  which  is  chiefly 
devoted  to  an  enumeration  of  the  pharmacies,  with  the 
names  of  their  owners,  within  the  limits  of  the  former 
Austro-Hungarian  Monarchy  and  in  the  Balkan  states. 
This  part  is  not  only  of  statistical,  but  also  of  "historical 
interest — it  is  indeed  a  pharmaceutical  annexe  to  the  peace 
treaty.  The  republic  of  Austria,  as  at  present  constituted, 
with  a  population  of  6,526,661  souls,  possesses  551  public 
pharmacies  and  25  hospital  pharmacies ;  of  this  total 
202  are  in  Vienna.  Hungary,  reduced  to  7,945,878 
inhabitants,  counts  1,028  pharmacies.  Of  the  businesses 
formerly  situated  within  the  confines  of  the  Austro- 
Hungarian  Monarchy,  the  following  allocations  have 
taken  place  :  198  are  now  incorporated  in  the  kingdom 
of  Italy,  to  which  must  be  added  eight  businesses 
in  the  town  of  Fiume ;  401  have  been  incorporated  in 
Poland,  and  511  in  the  kingdom  of  the  Serbs,  Croats 
and  Slovenes,  while  Roumania  gained  with  her  territorial 
acquisitions  516  pharmacies.  The  third  independent  state 
formed  from  the  ruins  of  the  Hapsburg  monarchy — 
Czecho-Slovakia — with  a  population  of  14,000.000  inhabi- 
tants, counts  939  pharmacies.]

Report  on  the  April  Analytical  Exercise 

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  April  8  contained 
three  parts  by  weight  of  lead  chloride,  three  parts  of 
calcium  oxalate,  and  four  parts  of  sodium  bicarbonate. 
The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mixture  is  : —

The  powder  wa6  practically  free  from  impurities,  yield- 
ing only  faint  reactions  for  iron  and  ammonium. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  seventy- 
two  students,  and  twenty  reports  were  sent  in  for 
examination.  The  presence  of  the  radicals  of  hydro- 
chloric and  carbonic  acids  was  detected  in  every  case, 
but  that  of  oxalic  acid  was  overlooked  in  two  cases. 
Lead  was  missed  in  one  case,  calcium  in  two,  and  sodium 
in  one.  Eleven  students  failed  to  report  the  evolution 
of  water  when  the  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry  tube. 

That  there  were  not  any  special  difficulties  connected 
with  this  exercise  may  be  assumed  from  the  compara- 
tively few  failures  in  detecting  the  main  constituents  of 
the  powder  and  from  the  high  scores  attained  by  the 
majority  of  our  correspondents.  It  does  not  necessarily 
follow,  however,  that  an  analysis  has  been  carried  out 
in  an  altogether  satisfactory  manner  because  the  results 
eventually  reported  are  not  incorrect.  While,  for 
example,  in  the  present  analysis  there  was  only  a  single 
failure  to  detect  lead,  there  were  numerous  reported 
failures  to  obtain  any  precipitate  of  lead  sulphide  on 
passing  hydrogen  sulphide  through  the  filtrate  ^from  the 
deposit  of  lead  chloride  which  separated  from  the 
original  hydrochloric  acid  solution  on  cooling.  Yet  this 
filtrate,  as  all  our  correspondents  should  know,  must  of 
necessity  have  still  contained  lead  in  every  instance,  since 
lead  chloride  is  to  some  extent  soluble  in  dilute  hydro- 
chloric acid.  Sometimes  the  lead  which  still  remains 
causes  subsequent  error,  being  mistaken  for  aluminium 
or  for  nickel,  while  sometimes  it  appears — so  far,  at 
least,  as  is  reported — to  make  a  mysterious  exit  and  to 
cease  from  troubling  in  the  analysis.  This  is  a  matter 
to  which  reference  is  made  in  this  column  again  and 
again,  and  year  after  year,  without  much  apparent 
result. 

An  instance  in  which  the  results  reported  were  not 
in  accord  with  what  should  have  been  observed  in  the 
operations  stated  to  have  been  carried  out  was  furnished 
in  several  cases  in  connection  with  the  calcium  oxalate 
which  the  powder  contained.  After  the  complete 
removal  of  the  lead  (as  chloride  and  as  sulphide)  from 
the  original  hydrochloric-acid  solution,  the  filtrate  still 
contained  calcium  and  sodium,  together  with  the  oxalic 
and  hydrochloric  acid  radicals,  and  it  should  have  been 
evaporated  to  dryness  and  the  residue  ignited  to  destroy 
the  oxalic  acid  radical.  Some  students  omitted  to  do 
this  (or,  at  any  rate,  to  report  having  done  it),  but 
apparently  at  once  added  ammonium  chloride  and  excess 
of  ammonium  hydroxide  as  iron-group  reagents  and 
reported  "  no  precipitate,"  although  the  conditions  were 
provided  for  the  precipitation  of  calcium  oxalate,  and 
this  substance  was  certain  to  be  precipitated  either  at 
once,  or,  if  the  solution  had  become  specially  dilute, 
after  a  very  short  time. 

A  remarkable  feature  in  the  reports  on  the  analysis 
■was  that  a  large  proportion  of  students  mentioned  iron 
either  as  a  main  constituent  or  as  an  impurity  present 
In   considerable   quantity,   whereas    the    iron  actually 


present  was  no  more  than  a  recognisable  trace.  It 
may  be  that  the  explanation  of  this  is  to  be  found 
in  the  fact  that  the  original  solution  was  made  with 
impure  hydrochloric  acid,  but  what  is  perhaps  more 
likely  is  that  the  iron  was  introduced  in  spray  carried 
over  by  the  gas  delivered  from  the  hydrogen  sulphide 
generator.  This,  latter  point  is  one  to  which  careful 
attention  should  be  given  and  steps  taken  to  preclude 
all  possibility  of  contamination  with  iron  being  brought 
about  in  this  way.  Those  students  who  reported  the 
formation  and  examination  of  a  brown  iron-group  pre- 
cipitate may  probably  be  surprised  to  learn  that  a  con- 
siderable quantity  of  the  powder,  when  specially  treated 
so  as  to  confirm,  if  possible,  the  production  of  such  a 
precipitate,  did  not  yield  any  visible  precipitate  at  the 
iron-group  stage. 

Careful  examination  did  not  reveal  the  presence  of 
traces  of  the  sulphuric-acid  radical,  and  the  reports  of 
this  radical  as  an  impurity  must  be  attributed  to  impure 
sodium  carbonate  having  been  employed  in  preparing  the 
solution  to  be  tested  for  acidic  radicals.

W.  H.  Rlidd. — The  trace  of  ammonia  liberated  by 
alkali  was  small,  but  it  was  not  difficult  to  detect  when 
tested  for  in  a  delicate  manner. 

F.  Roberts. — The  precipitate  which  you  obtained  in 
testing  for  aluminium  was  most  probably  due  to  traces 
of  silicate  present  in  the  solution  of  potassium  hydroxide 
employed.  -  This  solution  commonly  contains  some  silicate 
derived  from  the  reagent  bottle. 

Hothersall  and  others. — See  the  general  remarks 
regarding  iron  as  an  impurity  in  the  powder. 

Rea  and  Opiate. — In  the  preliminary  examination  you 
should  have  observed  definite  and  suggestive  results  upon 
heating  the  powder  alone  and  with  concentrated  sulphuric 
acid,  whereas  you  appear  to  have  overlooked  these. 

Ad  lib. — When  lead  chloride  separates  from  the 
original  hydrochloric-acid  solution,  on  cooling,  some 
always  remains  in  solution,  since  it  is  not  altogether 
insoluble  in  cold  dilute  hydrochloric  acid.  Hence,  if, 
as  in  your  experience  in  the  present  analysis,  hydrogen 
sulphide  fails  to  give  at  least  a  slight  precipitate  in 
the  filtrate  from  the  lead  chloride,  this  is  at  once  an 
indication  and  a  proof  that  too  great  a  concentration

of  hydrochloric  acid  is  present,  and  that  the  filtrate 
requires  considerable  dilution  to  ensure  complete  pre- 
cipitation of  the  lead. 

Pengwerne  and  Mascott. — Since  about  70  per  cent, 
of  the  powder  dissolved  in  boiling  water  it  was  inaccurate 
to  describe  it  as  "  insoluble  in  cold  and  hot  water." 
Eead  the  reply  immediately  preceding. 

T.  B.  Clarkson. — Ignition  to  destroy  organic  matter 
should  not  be  carried  out  until  after  the  removal  of 
metals  precipitated  by  hydrogen  sulphide  in  dilute  acid 
solution,  since  compounds  of  mercury  and  of  arsenic 
might  be  completely  volatilised  in  the  operation. 

H.  Nelson. — Note  that  it  is  with  ferric  salts — but  not 
with  ferrous  salts,  as,  from  your  report,  you  apparently 
suppose — that  potassium  thiocyanate  gives  a  red 
coloration. 

Iraq. — The  white  precipitate  formed  on  adding  lead 
acetate  to  a  portion  of  the  sodium  carbonate  extract, 
acidified  with  acetic  acid,  consisted  of  lead  chloride. 
Lead  carbonate  could  not  be  precipitated  under  the 
conditions  stated. 

NH4. — Efforts  to  confirm  the  presence  of  the  chromium 
which  you  report  were  not  successful. 

Syrupus. — See  the  reply  to  F.  Roberts,  above. 

R.  F.  S. — In  the  systematic  examination  for  acidic 
radicals  you  appear  to  have  tested  quite  appropriately 
for  an  oxalate,  and  it  is  difficult  to  understand  why 
you  failed  to  obtain  a  positive  reaction. 

A.  J.  C. — Nothing  was  gained  in  this  analysis,  and 
extra  work  was  entailed,  by  separately  testing  solutions 
in  water,  in  hydrochloric  acid,  and  in  nitric  acid.  You 
must  endeavour -to  keep  in  mind  that  a  reagent  added 
as  a  test  for  some  particular  constituent  may  interact 
with  some  other  constituent  so  as  to  mask  the  reaction 
sought  for.  Thus  you  tested  for  a  citrate  by  means 
of  silver  nitrate  in  a  solution  in  which  you  had  already 
proved  the  presence  of  a  chloride;  but  the  fact' that 
you  happened  to  be  testing  for  a  citrate  did  not  interfere 
with  the  formation  of  a  precipitate  of  silver  chloride. 
Successful  work  in  chemical  analysis  calls  for  the  appli- 
cation of  the  power  of  reasoning  as  well  as  of  that  of 
carefully  observing. 

Flame. — If,  as  appears  from  your  report,  you  omitted 
to  destroy  the  oxalate  before  adding  ammonium  chloride 
and  excess  of  ammonium  hydroxide  as  group  reagents, 
you  were  certain  to  obtain  a  precipitate  of  calcium 
oxalate  at  that  stage.  Since  you  report  "  no  precipitate," 
perhaps  you  only  omitted  to  mention  having  carried  out 
the  necessary  operation  in  the  ordinary  routine;  but  as 
you  failed  to  detect  the  oxalate  the  point  remains 
doubtful. 

Student. — The  failures  in  your  analysis  seem  to  have 
been  due  mainly  to  the  lead  not  having  been  precipitated 
at  the  proper  stages.  This  was  doubtless  due  to  hydrogen 
sulphide  having  been  passed  through  a  solution  which 
(a)  was  too  hot,  or  {b)  contained  too  much  hydro- 
chloric acid,  or  {c)  was  both  too  hot  and  too  acid.  The 
"  iron-group  "  precipitate  which  you  obtained  would  con- 
sist of  lead  hydroxide  and  calcium  oxalate  :  the  supposed 
nickel  sulphide  was  lead  sulphide. 

The  Analytical  Tournament 
The  analysis  here  reported  upon  terminates  the  tourna- 
ment announced  in  October  for  the  Winter  Session  now 
closing,  and  we  are  able  to  publish  the  awards  of  the 
prizes  then  offered.  During  the  winter  eighty-six  students 
took  part  in  the  tournament,  the  competition  was  keen, 
and  high  scores  were  made  by  numerous  participators 
whose  work  displayed  a  commendable  standard  of  excel- 
lence. As  usual,  a  certain  proportion  of  competitors  fell 
out  by  the  way,  but  it  was  a  specially  gratifying  feature 
to  _  note  that  many,  without  any  prospect  of  eventually 
gaining  a  tournament  prize,  sent  in  reports  upon  the 
whole  of  the  exercises  set,  evidently  regarding  the  educa- 
tional value  of  the  competition  as  quite  apart  from  any 
consideration  of  a  possible  award. 

The  first  place  in  the  tournament  has  been  taken  by 
Aspidospeuma  (Mr.  Fred.  Roberts,  8  Merton  Street- 
Nelson,  Lanes)-,  whose  aggregate  score  is  552,  made  up, 
with  highly  creditable,  even  if  not  quite  uniform  steadi- 
ness, of  96,  80,  94,  94,  94,  and  94,  and  to  him  the  first 


prize  of  books  to  the  value  of  £3  3e.,  with  a  certificate, 
has  been  awarded. 

The  second  prize  of  books,  to  the  value  of  £2  2s., 
with  a  certificate,  has  been  awarded  to  Datura  Fastuosa 
(Mr.  Harold  Davis,  34  Chadwick  Road,  Eccles,  Man- 
chester), whose  aggregate  score  is  540,  made  up,  with 
praiseworthy  steadiness,  of  87,  81,  96,  93,  89,  and  94. 

The  third  prize  of  books,  to  the  value  of  £1  Is., 
with  a  certificate,  has  been  awarded  to  Hothersall  (Mr. 
•James  Hayhurst,  59  Railway  Street,  Nelson),  whose

We  congratulate  these  prize-winners  on  the  success 
which  has  rewarded  their  efforts,  and  shall  be  glad 
if  they  will  communicate  at  once  with  the  Publisher, 
intimating  the  books  which  they  wish  to  receive  as 
prizes.  At  the  same  time  we  desire  to  thank  all  those 
other  competitors  whose  efforts  contributed  to  the  success 
of  the  tournament,  and  to  express  the  hope  that  they 
may  again  become  tournament  competitors  on  a  future 
occasion. 

Qualitative  Analysis  for  Junior  Students 
A  mixture  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis.  The 
mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occurring 
in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted  to  a 
thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents  are 
to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
marked  "  Corner  for  Students  "  on  the  top  left-hand 
corner)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday,  May  13,  on 
which  day  the  samples  will  be  posted. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
May  24.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the 
constituents  detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded 
as  an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from 
the  essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the 
mixture.

Gallic  Acid 

The  ether  solubility  of  gallic  acid  (which  is  apparently 
given  only  in  Squire)  is  there  stated  to  be  1  in  50.  It 
is  not  stated  whether  the  ether  is  absolute  or  B.P. 

Lactic  Acid  for  Cinchona  Extract 
In  "  The  Art  of  Dispensing,"  quinine  lactate  is  stated  to 
be  soluble  in  water  1  in  10,  and  the  neutral  hydrochloride 
1  in  36.  It  is  suggested  that  lactic  acid  should  be  used  in 
place  of  the  latter  and  in  making  liquid  ■extract  of  cin- 
chona. This  acid  will,  of  course,  not  exhaust  the  bark, 
but  it  will,  as  hydrochloric  does  not  always  do,  remove  all 
the  quinine,  which,  after  all,  is  what  is  nominally  nowa- 
days aimed  at,  although  Mr.  G.  F.  Schacht's  ideal  was 
"  bark  minus  the  woody  fibre."  Theoretically,  if  cin- 
chona bark  is  mixed  with  water  and  calcium  lactate  in  the 
form  of  a  paste  and  left  some  hours  the  whole  of  the 
alkaloids  as  lactate  would  be  formed  and  would  be  re- 
moved, hut  this  has  been  proved  not  to  be  the 
case,  although  if  tincture  of  cinchona  be  added  to  a 
mixture  containing  calcium  lactate  the  whole,  or  nearly 
the  whole,  of  the  cinchona  colouring'  matter  is  precipi- 
tated and  the  alkaloid  left  in  the  liquid.

LVI.  Scrophulariacese-Digitalis 

The  line  separating  some  of  the  Solanacece  with  irregular 
flowers  from  the  Scrophulariacece  is  an  arbitrary  one.  The 
latter,  however,  have  normal  collateral  vascular  bundles, 
whereas  in  the  Solanacece  they  are  usually  bicollateral. 
The  tendency  to  "  Zygomorphism  "  which  is  more  gener- 
ally marked  in  the  Scrophulariacem  is  ^.ue  to  successful 
method  of  pollination  (see  below),  leading  to  reduction  of 
number  of  stamens  from  five  to  four  (usually  arranged  in 
two  unequal  pairs — or  didynamons).  A  barren  stamen 
(staminode)  may  indicate  the  position  of  the  fifth  stamen, 
and  this  has  remained  fertile  in  only  one  member  of  the 
order,  mullein  (Verbascum  thapsus).  Further,  in  the 
ScrophulariacecB,  the  two  carpels  of  the  ovary  are  arranged 
in  a  medium  plane  (and  not  obliquely  as  in  the  Solanacece. 
It  is  little  points  like  these  that  tell  the  tale  of  evolution. 


point  corresponding  to  what  was  originally  a  small 
shining  gland  at  each  indentation.  The  fresh  leaves  have 
an  unpleasant  odour,  which  becomes  tea-like  on  drying, 
but  the  taste  turns  increasingly  bitter  and  disagreeable. 
It  Is  difficult  to  distinguish  between  first  and  second  year

The  Scrophulariacea  consist  of  herbs  or  undershrubs  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  world. 

The  foxglove,  Digitalis  purpurea  Linne  (Fig.  179),  is  a 
well-advanced  member  of  the  order.  Foxglove  is  a  bien- 
nial adorning  many  of  our  woods  in  summer  with  a  pro- 
fusion of  elegant  flowering  stems.  The  plant  may  persist 
beyond  the  second  year  and  send  up  another  flowering 
stem  and  thus  illustrate  how  a  perennial  can  originate. 
Digitalis  purpurea  produces  only  a  rosette  of  radical 
leaves  the  first  year,  and  sends  up  a  tall  straight  flowering 
stem  the  second  year  4  ft.  to  5  ft.  high.  The  lower  leaves 
are  12  in.  (or  even  more  long),  and  about  5  in.  wide, 
the  upper  leaves  are  much  smaller.  The  leaves  of  the 
biennial  plant  are  collected  when  in  full  flower  (in 
summer),  and  dried  as  quickly  and  thoroughly  as  possible, 
to  form  the  drug  of  commerce.  Digitalis  leaves  soon  lose 
their  activity  unless  kept  quite  dry  (see  p.  662).  The 
shape  of  the  leaf  is  distinctive,  being  broadly  ovate  or 
lanceolate  with  the  base  of  the  leaf  blade  (or  lamina)  con- 
tinued down  the  petrole.  The  lateral  veins  leave  the 
midrib  at  an  acute  angle  and  curve  around  towards  the 
acute  apex.    The  leaf  margin  is  crenated  with  a  dark

leaves  when  mixed,  but  these  differ  little,  if  any,  in 
theraperatic  activity.  Digitalis  leaf  provides  an  excel- 
lent example  of  reticulate  venation,  the  course  of  the  veins 
on  the  lower  surface  being  very  marked.    The  epidermal 

cells  have  many 
walls,  and  the 
hairs  which  are  so 
numerous  on  the 
paler  under  sur- 
face of  the  leaf 
are  both  of 
simple  type  and 
with  glandular 
heads  (see  Fig. 
181).  Crystals  of 
calcium  oxalate 
are  absent.  (Dis- 
tinction from  So- 
lanaceous  leaves.) 
The  aerial  stem 
terminates  in  the 
long  stately  in- 
florescence which 
is  a  unilateral 
raceme  owing  to 
all  the  flowers 
being  directed  to 
one  side.  The 
calyx  consists  of  5  unequal  segments  or  sepals,  thus 
showing  that  irregularity  which  has  become  marked  in 
the  tubular  corolla  (1£  in.  long)  with  its  5  lobes  of 
which  the  lowest  is  the  longest.    The  finger  poke  shape

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of  the  purple  corolla,  beautifully  spotted  inside,  and  dis- 
tended in  the  middle,  has  given  rise  to  many  of  the 
curious  names  inflicted  upon  the  plant.  Four  stamens  are 
inserted  upon  this  corolla,  and  are  well  concealed  therein. 
The  flower  is  erect  in  bud,  but  turns  down  as  it  gets 
ready  for  opening,  so  that  finally  the  entrance  of  the 
drooping  flower  is  directed  downwards.  This  favours  the 
visits  of  the  more  industrious  bees,  who  easily  climb  up 
to  the  honey  secreting  nectaries  rubbing  their  backs  on  the 
stamens  (which  ripen  first)  as  they  do  so.  It  is  this  co- 
operation with  intelligent  insects  that  permits  reduction 
in  pollen  production  even  when  numerous  ovules  have  to 
be  provided  for.  Fig.  181  shows  the  peculiar  anthers  and 
hollow  stigma  as  well  as  the  two-celled  ovary  with  many 
ovules  and  the  two-valved  fruit.  Digitalis  is  also  culti- 
vated to  a  limited  extent,  as  quick  collection  and  drying 
at  the  farm  enables  production  of  a  drug  with  reasonably 
uniform  activity  by  adherence  to  a  true  type  of  Digitalis 
purpurea.  It  grows  well  in  well-drained  loose  soil,  rich  in 
leaf  mould.  The  small  seeds,  which  are  uncertain  as 
regards  germination,  are  mixed  with  fine  sand  before 
sowing  in  order  to  ensure  even  distribution.  Carelessness 
in  drying  accounts  for  variation  in  continental  digitalis, 
which  may  also  be  drawn  from  various  types  or  even 
different  species  of  digitalis,  though  these  are  all  active. 

The  chief  active  principles  of  digitalis  leaves  are  the 
glucosides  digitoxin  and  gitalin  (formerly  known  as  digi- 
talein).  The  leaves  also  contain  a  saponin  digitonin, 
which  enables  hot  water  to  extract  the  active  principles 
of  the  leaf,  though  digitoxin,  in  a  crystalline  state,  is 
insoluble  in  water.  The  leaves  yield  about  0.3  per  cent, 
of  digitoxin,  which  corresponds  to  only  about  one-fourth 
the  activity  of  the  leaves,  so  that  there  is  considerable 
loss  in  extraction.  (See  also  p.  662  for  further  notes  on 
variation  and  standardisation  of  digitalis  preparations.)

The  New  Insurance 
Dispensing  Terms 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  now  replied  to  the  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union  regarding  the  new  Insurance  dispens- 
ing terms,  which  were  tabulated  in  the  G.  &  D.,  April  5, 
p.  483.  A  conditional  offer  is  made  of  slightly  better  fees 
for  serums,  vaccines,  insulin,  appliances,  expensive  pro- 
prietary articles,  but  otherwise  the  Ministry  of  Health 
maintains  the  position  referred  to  in  the  C.  <£"  D.,  April  5. 
The  main  part  of  the  Ministry's  letter  is  as  follows  : — 

The  Minister  has  given  careful  consideration  to  the  repre- 
sentations of  your  Union  that  the  present  free  of  5d.  for 
liquid  medicaments  should  be  increased  to  6d.  He  regrets, 
however,  that  he  is  unable  to  depart  from  the  decision  con- 
veyed to  you  in  the  letter  of  the  26th  ultimo. 

With  regard  to  the  proposal  that  mixtures  containing 
more  than  sixteen  doses  should  bear  a  dispensing  fee  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  doses  supplied,  the  Minister 
is  unable  to  accept  the  proposal  of  your  Committee  in  the 
matter,  but  he  is  prepared  to  give  an  undertaking  that  in 
connection  with  the  investigation  of  excessive  prescribing, 
Pricing  Bureaux  will  be  asked  to  call  particular  attention 
to  cases  in  which  a  doctor  habitually  orders  medicines  in 
quantities  which  substantially  exceed  these  found  necessary 
in  other  similar  practices. 

With  regard  to  the  revision  of  the  fees  payable  in  respect 
of  orders  for  sera,  vaccines,  insulin,  expensive  appliances 
and  expensive  proprietary  articles,  the  Minister  is  prepared 
to  offer  a  scale  of  fees  as  follows:  — 

On  orders  up  to  and  including  the  value  of  2s.  6d.,  the 
existing  fee. 

On  orders  over  2s.  6d.  and  up  to  and  including  5s.,  an 
extra  fee  of  2d.  in  addition  to  the  existing  fee. 

On  orders  over  5s.  and  up  to  and  including  10s.,  an 
extra  fee  of  3d.  in  addition  to  the  existing  fee,  with  a 
further  additional  fee  of  3d.  on  each  5s.  or  fraction  of  5s. 
over  10s. 

He  is  also  prepared  to  agree  that  the  actual  out-of-pocket 
expenses  incurred  in  obtaining  scheduled  appliances  and 
proprietary  preparations  not  included  in  the  Drug  Tariff 
and  requiring  to  be  obtained  specially  by  the  chemist  shall 
be  paid,  provided  that  the  Insurance  Committee  may,  if 
they  think  it  necessary  to  do  so,  require  the  chemist  to 
satisfy  them  that  such  expenses  have  been  reasonably  and 
necessarily  incurred. 

With  regard  to  the  question  of  advertisements  on  dispens- 
ing labels,  further  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  matter 
if  your  Union  will  be  good  enough  to  supply  some  speci- 
mens of  the  labels  to  which  exception  is  taken. 

With  regard  to  the  suggestion  that  the  price  per  "  pound  " 
of  7,000  grains  or  minims  should  be  calculated  to  the  nearest 
penny  instead  of  to  the  nearest  halfpenny  as  at  present, 
while  it  cannot  be  expected  that  at  any  given  moment  the 
effect  of  the  variations  either  way  will  exactly  cancel  out, 
the  Minister  is  unable  to  agree  with  the  suggestion  that  this 
proposal  would  result  over  any  reasonable  period  in  finan- 
cial loss  to  the  chemists,  having  regard  to  the  fluctuations 
in  the  prices  of  drugs,  nor  is  he  able  to  accept  the  amended 
proposal  of  your  Union  that  prices  amounting  to  0.25  of  a 
penny  should  be  calculated  to  the  nearest  penny  upwards. 

He  considers,  therefore,  that  the  original  proposal  that  the 
prices  should  be  calculated  to  the  nearest  penny  is  one  which 
he  mio-ht  reasonably  ask  your  Union  to  accent,  and  the 
concessions  indicated  above  in  regard  to  the  payment  "of 
additional  fees  for  sera,  vaccines  and  expensive  prepara- 
tions etc.,  are  conditional  upon  your  Union  accepting  the 
proposal  that  "  pound  prices  "  should  be  calculated  to  the 
nearest  penny. 

'  With  reference  to  the  proposal  that  the  Drug  Tariff  should 
be  revised  quarterly  instead  of  monthly,  it  is  understood 
that  your  Union  feel  some  difficulty  in  accepting  a  quarterly 
Tariff  and  wish  to  suggest  as  an  alternative  that  while  the 
Tariff  might  be  issued  to  chemists  quarterly,  the  prices 
should  be  subject  to  revision  monthly  and  the  particulars  of 
alterations  should  be  furnished  to  Pricing  Bureaux.  The 
Minister  will  be  Drepared  to  accept  this  moposal.  and  it  is 
proposed  to  amend  the  Regulations  so  as  to  provide  that  in 
the  second  and  third  months  of  each  quarter  any  chemist 
may  obtain  the  list  of  alterations  on  application  to  the 
Insurance  Committee. 

Importation  of  Insulin. — The  Director  of  Customs  has 
informed  the  Minister  of  Hygiene  that  the  importation  of 
Insulin  must,  in  the  future,  be  subject  to  authorisation 
of  the  Government.

On 
alternate  Sundays  they  had  to  be  at  their  posts  the  whole 
day — and  there  were  no  half-day  holidays  in  the  week 
and  no  time  off  on  Bank  Holidays.  He,  in  common  with 
others,  worked  these  long  hours ;  and  wages,  he  said, 
were  very  low  indeed,  30s.  a  week  being  regarded  as  a 
high  salary.  Many  assistants  lived-in  in  those  days, 
and  some  of  them  were  paid  only  £20  or  £30  a  year  in 
addition  to  their  board  and  lodgings.  Whilst  with  one 
of  his  employers  Mr.  Fields  said  he  had  only  six  days 
holiday  in  a  period  of  three  years — and  two  of  the  days 
he  spent  in  trains.

Royal  Academy  Exhibition,  which  opened  at  Burlington

the  wealth  of  bloom  may  be  left  to  the  attention  of 
visitors  who  hunt  in  couples.  Some  of  the  portraits  are 
of  unusual  interest.

Captive"  (1539),  is  charged  with  tragic  significance.

During  the  war,  in  addition 
to  his  civic  duties,  he  served  as  Commandant  of  the 
V.A.D.,  Suffolk  15,  reth  'ing  with  the  rank  of  captain. 
He  felt  strongly  concerning  the  liberty  allowed  to  enemy 
aliens  in  this  country,  and  made  a  forcible  speech  on 
the  subject  at  a  demonstration  held  in  Trafalgar  Square, 
London,  in  July  1918.  A  man  of  considerable  musical 
knowledge,  he  served  as  organist  and  choirmaster 
at  St.  John's  Church,  and  was  conductor  of  the  Choral 
and  Orchestral  Societies.  The  Amateur  Operatic  Society 
also  availed  itself  or  his  talent,  and  he  gave  much 
help  to  the  Bury  Camera  Club.  Mr.  Clark  was  perhaps 
the  most  prominent  Freemason  in  East  Anglia,  and  in 
spite  of  failing  health  presided  at  a  Masonic  gathering 
at  Felixstowe  only  a  week  before  his  death.  He  was 
awarded  the  Membership  of  the  British  Empire  in 
1918,  and  two  years  later  his  services  to  Bury  were 
recognised  by  the  conferment  of  the  freedom  of  the 
borough.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 

The  Question 

put  by  your  correspondent  "  Common-Sense  " 
(C.  &  D.,  May  3,  p.  642)  is  easily  answered  :  "  grumb- 
(Ling,  chivying,  and  dictation  "  is  not  good  business. 
There  is,  however,  a  way  out  of  the  difficulty  we  are 
in  as  regards  unremunerative  patents,  and  it  has  been 
pointed  out  often  enough,  though  it  does  not  appear 
to  be  frequently  followed.  It  is  to  refuse  to  stock 
such  goods,  and  to  discourage  the  demand  for  them  as 
much  as  possible.  This  does  not  necessarily  mean  to 
Refuse  to  supply  them  when  asked  for.  It  may  mean 
an  occasional  trifling  loss,  but  this  is  better  than 
habitually  working  at  a  Loss,  as  we  often  do.  Pro- 
prietors harp  too  much  upon  the  business  they  send, 
or  bring  us;  they  say  nothing  of  the  more  remunerative 
business  it  may,  and  very  often  does,  displace.  I  used 
to  sell  a  good  deal  of  a  well-known  tooth-wash,  and 
•yyas  pretty  well  satisfied  with  the  profit  it  bore.  A 
customer  complained,  however,  of  its  flavour,  which, 
though  not  objectionable  in  itself,  did  not  please  her. 
I  started  to  make  one  of  my  own.  It  paid  me  a  good 
deal  better  than  the  other,  and  in  twelve  months  I 
was  selling  scarcely  anything  else  of  the  kind.  There 
was  no  question  of   "  substitution  "   either.      Put  up 

f.ttractively,  well  displayed,  and  advertised  judiciously 
n  our  local  paper,  the  wash  sold  itself.    Indirectly,  too, 
it  did  me  good,  bringing  custom  for  other  things  I  made. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Lawman 

is  unmistakably  a  strong  candidate. 
Being  a  new  man,  he  naturally  states  his  policy  at 
greater  length  and  in  more  detail  than  his  more  familiar 
rivals,  who  have  a  record  of  past  services  to  appeal 
to;  and  a  more  comprehensive   and   satisfactory  pro- 

Eamme  for  the  Society's  guidance  it  would  be  difficult 
imagine.  The  mode  of  its  presentation  is  as  admirable 
its  content ;  not  a  word  is  wasted,  not  a  point  over- 
stressed;  it  is  clear,  cogent,  and  as  nearly  complete  in 
its  scope  as  is  possible  in  the  space  it  occupies  in  your 
columns.  It  contains  nothing  very  new  and  absolutely 
nothing  controversial.  I  suppose  every  one  of  the  other 
candidates  would  endorse  every  word  of  it,  and  it  will 
certainly  be  acceptable  to  the  vast  majority  of  pharma- 
cists. Its  distinction  is,  not  that  it  advocates  any 
particular  policy  or  new  departure,  but  that  it  sums  up 
and  presents  in  the  most  acceptable  form  the  ideals  of 
the  better  minds  in  the  craft.  Mr.  Lawman  is,  as  I 
have  said,  a  new  man;  but  such  a  voicing  of  our  con- 
ceptions of  what  the  Society  should  be  and  do  is  in 
itself  no  small  service,  and  his  career  in  pharmacy 
hitherto  is  sufficient  warrant  of  character  and  ability 
to  give  effect  to  his  opinions. 

One  of  Our  Councillors 

is  not  quite  accurate  in  represent- 
ing {C.  <fe  D.,  May  3,  p.  636)  the  "  over-riding  prin- 
ciple "  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  as  different  from  that  of 
the  Charter ;  and  in  saying  so  he,  undesignedly  of  course, 
does  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  an  injustice.  The  pro- 
tection of  the  public  may  not  be  mentioned  in  the 
Charter,  but  this  was  really  the  ground  on  which  the 
Charter  was  asked  for,  the  protection  of  the  pharmacist 
being  regarded  as  due  to  him  only  on  account  of  his 
willingly  submitting  himself  to  the  training  necessary  to 
ensure  the  first  object.  Jacob  Bell  put  the  matter  in 
ft  nutshell  in  his  address  of  June  17,  1841  :  "  No  person 
should  be  allowed  to  practise  in  any  department  without 
having  had  a  regular  education,  and  passed  an  examina- 
tion; and  ...  in  justice  to  those  who  have  been  at 
the  expense  of  passing  this  ordeal,  they  should  possess 
the  exclusive  right  of  enjoying  the  emolument  derived 
from  it  ...  by  no  other  means  can  the  public  be  secured 
against  the  danger  and  suffering  that  may  result  from 
Agu°ranCe  in  unqualified  pretenders."  The  three  men, 
Allen,  Payne,  and  Pigeon,  mentioned  in  the  Charter  as 
representatives  of  the  Society,  were  all  parties  to  this 


address,  and  it  was  in  accordance  with  their  sincere  con- 
viction of  its  necessity  that  the  advancement  of 
chemistry  and  promotion  of  education  was  put  first  in 
the  Charter  as  its  "  over-riding  principle."  No  doubt 
the  Acts  that  followed  laid  more  stress  on  the  protection 
of  the  public  than  on  that  of  the  pharmacist, 
and  the  Society  itself  has  done  more  towards 
achieving  the  first  than  the  second  object ;  but  that 
is  all  in  the  nature  of  things.  We  have  given  more 
than  we  have  got  in  return,  but  it  is  unreasonable  to 
complain  overmuch  of  such  a  common  fate.  I  don't 
say  that  Mr.  Simmons  does  so,  and  it  is  perhaps  as 
well  that  our  councillors  should  now  stress  what  is  due 
to  us  from  the  State  rather  than  what  we  owe  it. 

Mr.  Snowden's  Budget 

has  one  great  fault  from  the  point 
of  view  of  the  man  with  a  small  and  limited  income, 
say  in  the  neighbourhood  of  £200  a  year,  who  is  the 
hardest  hit  of  any  by  the  income-tax.  Take  the  case 
of  an  elderly  retired  pharmacist,  living  on  the  income 
named  or  something  under  it,  derived  from  the  savings 
of  a  long  and  laborious  life.  His  income  is  regarded 
as  unearned,  and  if,  as  is  likely,  he  has  nobody  depen- 
dent upon  him,  he  gets  no  allowance  on  that  head, 
though  he  has  to  keep  a  servant  or  housekeeper  who 
costs  him  more  than  a  wife,  who  may  be  as  truly, 
though  not  legally,  a  dependant,  and  whom  he  has  to 
insure  twice  over.  Such  a  man  feels  the  increase  in  the 
cost  of  living  more  than  most,  and,  not  being  a  wage- 
earner,  he  gets  no  increase  of  income  to  meet  it,  and 
no  bonus.  The  raising  of  the  limit  below  which  income- 
tax  is  not  payable  would  be  a  simple  act  of  justice 
to  such  a  man.  He  benefits,  of  course,  along  with  the 
wage-earner,  by  the  reduction  of  the  dutj'  on  tea  and 
sugar,  but  he  gains  nothing  by  the  remission  of  that 
on  entertainments,  for  he  cannot  afford  to  go  to  enter- 
tainments— which,  in  any  case,  are,  as  you  say,  a  luxury — 
and  being,  as  Hood  puts  it,  "  No  Bohemian,"  he  may 
not  like  bohea.  There  is  no  class  worse  off,  and  none 
that  receives  so  little  consideration. 

Dulcamara 

has  had  a  rather  chequered  history  in  our 
materia  medica.  I  do  not  find  it  in  our  first  Pharmaco- 
poeia, but  the  root  appeared  in  the  second,  and  both  it 
and  the  whole  plant  were  for  a  time  official.  The 
root  was  supposed  to  be  diuretic,  and  was  prescribed 
for  dropsy.  Parkinson  says  it  is  a  violent  purge.  Lyte 
recommends  the  herb  for  jaundice,  as  an  "  opener  "  of 
the  liver,  and  for  outward  application  as  a  vulnerary ; 
in  both  of  these  opinions  Gerard  concurs.  But  both  root 
and  herb  were  afterwards  dropped ;  dulcamara  does  not 
appear  at  all  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  1788.  It  was 
reintroduced,  however,  in  1708  as  dulcamarae  caulis,  and 
was  used  as  a  diuretic,  diaphoretic,  etc.,  in  doses  of 
from  a  scruple  to  a  drachm ;  but  an  infusion  or  decoction 
was  the  more  usual  mode  of  exhibition.  I  have  frequently 
seen  it  combined  in  old  prescriptions  with  sarsaparilla. 
It  seems  to  have  been  in  great  favour  in  the  early  nine- 
teenth century.  Lane  recommends  it  for  chronic  rheu- 
matism, gout,  incipient  phthisis,  asthma,  dropsy,  jaun- 
dice, cutaneous  diseases,  and  the  eruptive  and  secondary 
symptoms  of  syphilis.  For  all  these  uses  the  stalks, 
newly  gathered  in  autumn,  without  leaves,  were,  of 
course,  intended.

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Editorial  Articles 

Nature  Pictures  of  Medicinal  Plants  (iv) 

Our  issue  of  this  week  includes  the  last  of  the  series 
of  natural  colour  prints  which  have  helped  to  add  a 
distinction  of  its  own  to  this  volume,  which  is  already 
so  noteworthy  as  regards  the  botany  of  medicinal  plants. 
It  is  quite  in  keeping  with  Nature's  methods  that  the 
last  should  be  the  most  effective  and  also,  in  our  opinion, 
the  prettiest  of  the  series.  The  backgrounds  of  both 
digitalis  and  valerian  are  beautiful  in  themselves,  but 
also  especially  throw  up  the  colour  contrasts  of  these 
plants,  whose  methods  of  propagation  are  so  largely 
dependent  upon  the  attraction  of  insects.  It  is  doubtful 
if  any  medicinal  plant  has  created  so  much  discussion 
and  research  as  digitalis  with  so  little  finality  in  phar- 
macology, principles,  and  methods  of  assay,  either  chemi- 
cal or  physiological".  In  the  first  place,  the  terminology 
of  the  active  principles  is  confused,  both  as  regards  the 
discoverers'  names  and  those  used  in  commerce. 
Secondly,  the  leaves  contain  glucosidal  principles  not 
found  in  the  seeds,  and  vice-versa.  Furthermore,  one 
of  the  principles  (digitoxin)  is  insoluble  in  water  when 
pure,  so  that  no  satisfactory  injection  of  digitalis  can 
be  prepared.  The  active  glucosides  readily  decompose, 
so  that  a  variable  amount  is  lost,  both  in  drying  and 
extraction  for  assay.  Different  animals  show  wide  varia- 
tions in  susceptibility  to  drugs,  the  heart  of  a  toad  being 
a  hundred  times  less  sensitive  as  that  of  a  frog.  A 
strophanthus  tincture,  which  is  twenty  times  as  active, 
according  to  biological  assay,  than  digitalis,  will  have 
only  the  same  action  when  given  by  mouth.  Digitalis  glu- 
cosides are  liable  to  produce  vomiting,  and  are  also  broken 
down  by  digestive  ferments,  so  that  amount  absorbed  is 
variable,  while  some  individuals  fail  to  respond  to  its 
action.  Lastly,  the  full  therapeutic  effect  is  not  pro- 
duced until  some  days  have  elapsed.  Despite  all  these 
drawbacks,  digitalis  remains  of  chief  importance  in  the 
treatment  of  disordered  rhythm  of  the  heart.  On  his 
part  the  drug-grower  ensures  the  reliability  of  thera- 
peutic action  by  cultivating  plants  true  to  type,  collect- 
ing and  drying  these  as  quickly  as  possible  with  mini- 
mum application  of  heat.  The  use  of  vacuum  driers 
would  appear  to  be  ideal  for  this  purpose,  as  the  leaf 
could  be  made  snuff-dry  within  an  hour.  It  is  moisture 
that  permits  the  ferments  to  decompose  the  glucosides. 
Biological  assay  is  essential,  the  various  methods  in  use 
giving  results  which  differ  little  as  showing  variation 
in  strength  of  preparations  of  the  same  drug.  Eecent 
research  goes  to  show  that  powdered  digitalis  prepared 
and  assayed  as  above  will  keep  constant  in  activity  for 
several  years  if  kept  really  dry,  while  alcohol  ie  more 
uniform  than  hot  water  as  regards  extraction  of  the 
active  principles.  The  therapeutically  important  gluco- 
sides of  the  leaf  are  digitoxin  (insoluble  when  pure  in 
water)  and  gitalin  (also  known  as  digitalein),  a  gluco- 
sidal saponin  (digitonin,  amorphous)  is  also  present,  and 
it  is  this  which  aids  solution  of  the  digitoxin  in  the 
infusion  of  digitalis.  The  use  of  the  name  gitalin  in 
place  of  the  less  pure  product  digitalein  serves  to  simplify 
a  little  of  the  nomenclature  of  digitalis  glucosides, 
though  the  name  digitalin  is  still  used  for  a  variety  of 
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these,  viz.  :  (a)  Digitalin  germanicum ;  (b)  Kiliani  digi- 
talin  verum  =  the  seed  glucoside ;  (c)  Nativelle's  digita- 
line  crystallise  is  digitoxin.  Thus  it  is  obvious  that  the 
therapy  of  digitalis  still  requires  clarifying,  but  the  first 
stage  in  this  will  need  to  be  a  pharmacological  study 
of  its  action  on  the  heart,  and  until  this  is  done,  it  is 
impossible  to  impute  blame  for  variation  in  activity  to 
the  drug  or  its  preparation.  The  therapeutics  of 
valerian  in  heart  affections  is  much  simpler,  being 
ascribable  to  the  volatile  oil  from  the  dried  rhizomes  and 
roots.  The  odour  which  develops  on  keeping  is  due  to 
ferment  activity,  splitting  off  the  odorous  valerianic 
acid  from  the  bornyl  valerianate,  which  is  one  of  the 
constituents  of  the  oil.  The  free  acid  does  not  affect 
the  soothing  action  of  the  drug  (usually  combined  with 
ammonia  as  tr.  Valerianae  amnion.)  in  hysteria  and 
palpitation.  The  drug  is  still  sufficiently  important  to 
cultivate  in  this  country  in  Derbyshire,  though  the  bulk 
of  the  commercial  product  is  sent  over  from  Holland 
and  Germany.  Cultivation  is  from  wild  plants  collected 
in  local  woods  and  transplanted  to  the  prepared  land, 
daughter  plants  and  young  flowering  plants,  which 
develop  at  the  end  of  slender  runners,  being  selected  for 
this  purpose.  These  young  plants  do  not  flower  in  the 
first  year,  but  produce  a  luxuriant  crop  of  leaves  and  give 
rhizome  of  good  quality  in  the  autumn.  Derbyshire 
valerian  plants  are  of  two  species,  V.  Mickauii,  Syme,  on 
limestone,  and  V.  Sambucifolia  on  the  coal  measures.  The 
former  yields  most  of  the  cultivated  Derbyshire  rhizome. 
The  lessons  to  be  drawn  from  the  presentation  pictures 
and  the  articles  describing  them  are  that  these  have 
an  unfailing  attraction  that  does  not  decay  with  time-, 
because  the  plants  still  conceal  treasures  of  therapeutic 
value.  Moreover,  the  first  step  in  the  solving  of  these 
pharmacological  problems  is  closer  co-operation  between 
the  botanist,  pharmaceutist,  and  pharmacologist — for  the 
trueness  of  type  must  be  certified  and  the  preparation 
from  the  plant  made  by  an  expert,  before  evaluation  of 
a  standard  of  activity  is  possible  where  the  active 
principles  are  glucosides  or  even  mixed  alkaloids. 

The  Position  of  Sodium  Nitrate 

At  the  present  moment  the  outlook  for  nitrate  of  sodium 
is  better  than  it  has  been  for  some  years.  As  revealed 
in  the  statistics,  the  position  is  a  sound  one,  and  pro- 
ducers are  finding  difficulty  in  coping  with  the  demand. 
The  main  source  of  supply,  of  course,  is  Chile,  and  the 
output  in  that  country  is  controlled  by  the  Producers' 
Association,  a  body  which  normally  should  cease  to 
function  at  the  end  of  June  next.  Negotiations  for 
the  renewal  of  the  Association  have,  however,  been  pro- 
ceeding for  some  time,  and  although  opinion  on  certain 
of  the  alterations  proposed  is  very  divided,  the  sugges- 
tion for  renewal  for  some  period  is  favoured  by  all. 
No  doubt  exists  as  to  the  usefulness  of  the  Association, 
for  it  has  been  of  great  assistance  to  producers,  if  not 
to  customers,  by  the  elimination  of  competition,  and  the 
maintenance  of  a  fixed  schedule  of  selling  prices.  Several 
other  advantages  in  the  matter  of  adjustments  within 
the  industry  respecting  restriction  of  output  during 
recent  years,  together  with  the  organisation  of  a  strong 
publicity  propaganda,  have  resulted  from  the  Associa- 
tion's activities.  Apart  from  the  actual  producers,  the 
Chilian  Government  also  is  interested  in  the  continuance 
of  the  Association.  At  a  meeting  held  in  Valparaiso 
recently  a  general  proposal  was  brought  forward  that 
the  Association  should  be  renewed  for  a  further  six 
years  from  the  end  of  next  June,  with  the  proviso  that 
individual  members  may  be  free  to  leave  that  body  at 
the  end  of  three  years  if  so  desirous.  Subsequent  meet- 
ings revealed  a  growing  acceptance  of  the  scheme,  and 
the,-  few  who  still  disagree   will   doubtless'  come  into 


line.  That  there  is  little  doubt  as  to  the  prolongation 
of  the  life  of  the  Association  is  shown  by  the  heavy 
buying  recently  effected,  for  nitrate  to  be  shipped  in 
June  next,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  prices  for  deliveries 
after  that  month  have  not  yet  been  fixed.  Other  factors 
than  the  extension  of  the  Association's  control  are  likely 
to  affect  the  price  of  nitrate  of  sodium,  adversely  to  the 
buyer,  during  the  coming  year.  Not  only  is  the  demand 
growing,  particularly  in  the  United  States,  where  it  has 
been  shown  that  an  application  of  the  product  to  the 
cotton  crop  in  the  early  stages  of  growth  tends  to  check 
the  ravages  of  the  boll-weevil,  but  production  costs  are 
likely  to  increase.  This  latter  fact  is  rather  surprising, 
in  view  of  the  necessity  for  a  greater  output,  but  the 
reason  is  to  be  found  in  the  labour  shortage  in  Chile. 
The  introduction  of  new  plant  and  machinery  into  the 
factories  has  lessened  the  demand  to  some  extent,  yet  it 
is  estimated  that  whereas  the  nitrate  industry  is  at 
present  employing  about  48,000  men,  some  70.CO0  men 
are  needed.  To  obtain  workeis,  therefore,  higher  wages 
and  other  inducements  must  be  offered,  with  the  obvious 
result.  Should  the  proposal  to  continue  control  have 
fallen  through  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  price, 
while  falling  temporarily  as  a  result  of  the  establishment 
of  competitive  conditions,  would  have  returned,  sooner 
or  later,  to  the  present  high  levels.  The  heaviest  charge 
on  the  production  of  nitrate  is  the  export  tax  levied 
by  the  Chilian  Government,  a  tax  which  has  been  the 
mainstay  of  Chilian  finance.  Of  late  years  the  Govern- 
ment has  endeavoured  to  revise  its  financial  system  so 
as  to  make  it  less  dependent  upon  the  nitrate  tax, 
perhaps  realising  that  there  will  come  a  time  when  this 
tax  must  be  reduced  or  abolished,  in  order  that  the 
Chilian  product  may  more  successfully  meet  the  growing 
competition  from  synthetic  air-nitrogen  compounds.  For 
the  immediate  future,  it  would  not  be  surprising  if  a  con- 
siderable increase  were  made  in  prices,  a  probability 
which  is  strengthened  by  the  position  at  present  obtain- 
ing m  the  ammonium  sulphate  market.  German  supplies 
of  nitrogen  are  scarcely  sufficient  to  deal  with  the 
domestic  demand  from  the  chemical  and  fertiliser  indus- 
tries, and  any  small  quantities  which  she  can  afford  to 
export  are  absorbed  either  as  "reparations"  or  by 
neighbouring  countries.  Turning  to  the  statistics,  the 
outstanding  feature  is  the  increase  in  production  the 
figure  for  the  nine  months  ended  March  31  last  reaching 
about  l,590,CO0  tons,  against  1,034,000  tons  in  the  corre- 
iKoo dmgJeriod  a  vear  Previously,  and  663,000  tons  in 
19<W.  total  exports  from  Chile,  and  the  figures  for 
actual  consumption  do  not  exhibit  much  difference  in  the 
past  two  years  on  the  basis  of  nine  months'  shipments, 
but  are  a  considerable  advance  on  the  previous  year  : —

Possibly  the  _  best  indication  of  the  present  strength  of 
the  position  is  to  be  found  in  the  total  supply  in  sight, 
which  at  the  beginning  of  April  in  1922  was  2,156,000 
tons,  falling  in  1923  to  1,530,000  tons,  and  again'  to 
1,379,000  tons  at  April  1  of  this  year.  It  will  be  noted 
that  the  demand  from  consumers  was  only  slightly  in 
excess  of  the  previous  year,  but  the  great  fluctuations 
in  the  Continental  exchanges  during  the  past  few  months 
have  led  to  a  temporary  set-back,  as  Chilian  nitrate  is 
always  sold  on  the  basis  of  the  pound  sterling.  So 
far  as  the  United  Kingdom  is  concerned  consumption  has 
diminished  by  a  small  fraction,  and  during  the  nine 
months  under  review  amounted  to  about  52.000  tons, 
against  53.0C0  tons  in  1923,  and  77,000  tons  before  the 
war.  This,  however,  is  hardly  surprising  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  price  is  far  too  high  to  permit  of  its 
extensive  use  as  a  fertiliser  here,  so  that  the  chemical 
manufacturers  and  makers  of  patent  manures  provide  the 
most  favourable  outlet  for  the  product. 
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Sugar  Market  Uncertainties 

The  heavy  reduction  in  the    import  duty  on  sugar, 
announced  last  week,  proved  rather  more  generous  than 
had  been  anticipated  by  the  trade,  and,  somewhat  con- 
trary   to    general    expectation,    the     consuming  public 
derived  the  full  benefit  of  the  lgd.  per  lb.  reduction 
immediately  following  on  the  Budget  announcement.  At 
the  same  time  British  refiners  immediately  lowered  their 
terms  by  14s.  per  cwt.  for  white  sugar,  including  cubes. 
This  development  was  the  more  appreciated  as  it  was 
argued  some  time   ago   by   certain   conservative  critics 
in  regard  to  the  fiscal  change  that  the  greater  part  of 
a  duty  reduction  would  be  swallowed  up  by  the  middle- 
men or  an  advance  in  wholesale  rates  in  the  open  market 
under  the  assumption  of  new  speculative  forces  from  the 
United  States.    Curiously  enough,  the  supposition  that 
Cuban  producers  and  American  holders  were  only  waiting 
for  the  Budget  announcement  to  occur  to  inaugurate  a 
spell    of    activity    and    higher    prices    has    failed  to 
materialise,  although  there  was  a  short-lived   spurt  in 
New  York  futures.    The  general  retrogression  witnessed 
within  the  last  two  months  had  been  partly  ascribed 
to  the   accumulation  of   market   resources   due  to  the 
holding  up  of  trade  takings  pending  the  Budget  decision, 
and  it  is  remarkable  that  not  only  has  the  market  failed 
to  react  upward,  but  that  its  appearance  became  more 
unsettled     than     ever,     as     emphasised     by     the  re- 
newed   sharp    fall    recorded    this    week,    when  May 
delivery  of  white   sugar,  type  A,  depreciated  to  well 
under  27s.  per  cwt.,  this  comparing  with  35s.  6d.,  the 
extreme  highest  figure  attained  in  February  last  for  near 
delivery.     It  will  thus  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a 
very  substantial   depreciation  since  then.       The  more 
recent  weakness  has  been  precisely  the  reverse  of  what 
most  trade  authorities  had  apparently  expected  within 
the  last  few  weeks  acoording  to  their  weekly  statements 
relating  to  the  position   and   the  potentialities  of  the 
market  with  the  advent  of  the  most  active  season  of 
the  year.      The  successive  collapses  noted  just  lately 
in    New   York    futures    for    raw    sugar    have  taken 
operators  on  this  side  by  surprise,  and  the  despondent 
state  of  our  market  became  pronounced.    For  the  present, 
however,  one  has  to  admit  that  there  is  as  yet  no 
indication  of  a  renewal  of  stability,  although  now  that 
the  Budget  has  been    disposed  of  there  is  a  steady 
replenishment  of  stocks  by  consumers  on  this  side,  and 
the     British     refiners     report     very    large    sales  for 
prompt  and  second  half  May  and  June  delivery.  The 
American  position,  which  is  the  key  to  the  situation,  is 
certainly  very  much  involved.     The  fact  that  American 
refiners  recently  made  considerable  sales  of  granulated 
sugar  to  this  market  for  May-June  shipment,  thus  com- 
peting with  British  refiners,  would  rather  confirm  the 
recent  reports  that  the  former  were  left  with  a  good 
surplus  on  their  hands,  for  which  they  were  evidently 
not   hopeful   of   securing   an   adequate    outlet   in  -the 
domestic  trade.      American  granulated   sugar  has  been 
sold  for  near  shipment_down  to  a  little  under  29s.  c.i.f., 
which,  inclusive  of  the  reduced  duty,  would  represent 
barely  42s.,  and  comoares  with  45s.  per  cwt.  for  fine 
British  granulated.     This  has  undoubtedly  been  a  sub- 
duing factor,  although  there  is  on  the  other  hand  not 
much  competition  from  Continental  sources  to  be  looked 
for  until  next  season's  sugar  becomes  available  in  the 
latter  part  of  this  year.   While  there  is  a  similar  prospect, 
as  at  this  time  last  year,  of  a  considerable  increase  in 
the  Continental  sowings  by  fully  20  per  cent.,  results  of 
the   last   Continental   crops  proved   very  disappointing, 
having   fallen  seriously   short  of   expectations   due  to 
adverse  weather  conditions.      It  is  obvious,  therefore, 
that  forecasts  of  yield  must  be  accented  with  reserve, 
and  must  remain  subject  to  weather  developments  within 
the  next  three  months  or  so.    The  mai'ket  is  now  chiefly 
concerned  with  possibilities  as  to  what  extent  the  trade 
demand  in  America  and  on  this  side  will  revive  over 
that  period  ;  there  is  doubtless  ample  scone  for  increased 
buying  either  in  refined  or  raw  sugar  after  the  want  of 
life   and    depressed   conditions   experienced    in   the  last 
two  months.    Since  writing  the  above,  Mr.  Guma  has  in- 


creased his  estimate  of  the  Cuban  crop  to  3,900  000 
against  his  previous  figures  of  3,750,000,  and  this  led  to 
weak  terminal  markets.  The  fact  deserves  notice  that 
trading  in  "  futures  "  is  about  to  be  resumed  in'  Ham- 
burg for  June  to  December  deliveries  and  in  pound  ster- 
ling prices,  while  it  was  reported  that  the  German 
Government  will  authorise  the  export  of  200,000  tons  of 
new  crop  sugar  in  November  onward.

The  prices  given  below  are  the  chief  alterations  which 
have  occurred  since  the  issue  of  the  G.  A:  D.  Retail  Price 
List  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  April  5,  and  enable 
chemists  to  revise  the  List  up  to  May  1.  Other  changes 
are  of  such  dimensions  as  scarcely  to  affect  the  retail 
price.  It  should  be  noted  that  opium  alkaloids  show  a 
fall  of  3d.  per  drachm,  mercury  salts  have  advanced, 
also  menthol.  Benzoic  acid  and  benzoates  are  reduced, 
while  cascara  shows  firmer  quotations.  The  Budget 
affected  glucose,  saccharin,  and  syrups,  the  latter  being 
Id.  per  lb.  down,  but  this  can  only  be  shown  on  selling 
pound  quantities.  The  steep  advance  of  chrysarobin, 
sumbul  and  spike  lavender  should  be  noted.  The  drug 
index  for  April  shows  a  slight  reduction,  from  160.7  to 
160.3,  but  that  for  surgical  dressings  remains  unchanged. 
The  prices  of  clinical  theimometers  given  in  the  C.  &  D. 
Retail  Price  List  do  not  include  the  N.P.L.  (the  National 
Physical  Laboratory)  test.  Where  this  is  required  a  further 
charge  of  3d.  should  be  made.

Pharmaceutical  Society 

of  Great  Britain 
Council  -meeting 

A  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at  16  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  May  7,  Mr.  E.  T.  Neather- 
coat   (President)   in   the  chair.    Miss   Buchanan  wrote 
apologising  for  inability  to  be  present. 
The  President  intimated  that  there  were  no  questions. 

The  President's  Visit  to  Scotland 
The  President  called  attention  to  the  presence  at  the 
Council-meeting  of  Mr.  McMillan,  chairman  of  the  North 
British  Executive,  to  whom  he  extended  on  behalf  of  the 
Council  a  hearty  welcome.  Since  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Council  he  himself  had  paid  an  official  visit  to  Scotland, 
and  had  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  a  meeting  of  the 
Executive.  He  was  glad  to  report  that  the  work  of  the 
Society  in  Sootland  was  being  carried  on  well,  and  he 
was  quite  satisfied  that  the  North  British  Branch,  as 
a  co-ordinating  and  unifying  section,  was  working  in 
the  best  interests  not  only  of  Scotland  but  also  of  the 
Society  as  a  whole.  The  President  added  that  he  had 
addressed  meetings  at  Glasgow  and  Edinburgh,  and  had 
no  doubt  that  there  would  be  good  results  from  the 
visit. 

Mr.  Guthrie  expressed  the  appreciation  of  Scottish 
members  of  the  President's  visit.  He  had  attended  both 
meetings,  and  he  was  sure  that  the  Soots  members  took 
the  President's  visit  as  a  personal  compliment.  Such 
visits  could  only  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  Society,  and 
he  hoped  that  the  precedent  set  by  the  President  Would 
be  followed. 

Mr.  Jack  supported  Mr.  Guthrie,  observing  that  he 
was  noi  only  impressed  with  the  dignity  of  the  office  of 
President  of  the  Society,  but  also  assured  Mr.  Neather- 
coat  that  his  visits  were  greatly,  appreciated  in  Scotland. 

Annual  Eeport 
The  annual  report  was  submitted  to  the  Council  and 
accepted,  the  President  observing  that  they  would  find 
it  a  useful  record  of  work  done.      [The  principal  pass? 
ages  of  the  report  appear  on  p.  667.— Editor.  ] 

Elections  and  Kestorations 
Ninety-six  persons  were  elected  members  and  sixty- 
seven  student-associates  of  the  Society ;  a  number  of 
persons  were  restored  to  the  Society,  and  one  to  the 
Register.  The  registrar  reported  there  had  been  one 
hundred  and  nineteen  registrations  of  apprentices  as 
students  since  the  last  meeting. 

Examination  Results 

On  the  presentation  of  details  of  the  April  examina- 
tions, 

Mr.  Peck  asked  whether  it  would  be  possible  to 
distribute  the  regulations  of  the  various  examinations  to 
students  in  order  that  they  might  begin  to  know  what 
was  in  front  of  them. 

The  President  said  he  thought  they  were  given  to 
students  when  receipts  were  sent  to  them,  but  he  assured 
the  Council  that  in  any  case  the  suggestion  would  be 
borne  in  mind. 

Tribute  to  Mr.  Chater 

The  next  business  of  the  Council  was  the  submission 
of  an  engrossed  framed  copy  of  the  following  resolution 
setting  forth  the  Council'e  appreciation  of  the  services 
of  Mr.  A.  J.  Chater,  who  is  retiring  : — 

That  upon  the  occasion  of  his  retirement  from  the  office 
of  assistant  secretary,  the  Council  places  on  record  its 
sincere  and  warm  appreciation  of  the  zeal,  assiduity,  ability, 
and  loyalty  with  which  for  thirty-seven  years  Mr.  Alfred 
John  Chater  has  served  the  Council  and  the  Society. 
Throughout  this  long  period  in  every  branch  of  the  Society's 
many  activities  Mr.  Chater  has  rendered  unique,  faithful 
and  efficient  service.  His  intimate  knowledge  and  experi- 
ence of  all  phases  of  the  Society's  activities  and  history 
have  always  been  freely  placed  at  the  disposal  of  members 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Council,  and  he  has  earned,  and 
possesses,  their  esteem  and  honour.  It  is  with  great  regret 
that  they  part  from  him  officially.   He  takes  with  him  not 


only  this  tribute  to  his  worth  and  work,  but  their  friend- 
ship and  sincere  good  wishes  for  his  future  welfare  and 
happiness  in  the  many  years  that  they  trust  remain  of  a 
life  that  has  been  dedicated  alike  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  to  his  fellow-men. 

It  was  resolved  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution,  signed 
by  the  President  and  Council,  with  the  seal  of  the 
Society  affixed,  be  handed  to  Mr.  Chater.  The  scroll, 
which  will  be  suitably  framed,  bears  the  Society's  arms  on 
the  top  and  is  bordered  by  foliage  conventionally  treated, 
in  which  the  following  plants  are  introduced  : — The  rose, 
thistle,  daffodil,  crocus,  marigold,  lavender,  chamomile, 
aconite,  juniper  and  hop.  The  lettering  is  in  black 
with  gold  initials. 

The  President  said  that  at  the  end  of  this  month 
Mr.  A.  J.  Chater,  assistant  secretary  of  the  Society,  was 
retiring,  at  his  own  request,  from  the  Society's  service, 
and  he  (the  President)  now  asked  the  Council  to  pass 
a  resolution  expressing  appreciation  of  Mr.  Chafer's 
services  during  the  last  thirty-seven  years.  At  first 
thoughts  he  felt  that  perhaps  no  further  words  were 
needed  than  those  recorded  by  the  resolution;  but  on 
second  thoughts,  in  view  of  the  importance  of  the  occasion 
from  many  points  of  view,  he  felt  that  he  ought  to 
say  something  as  the  Council's  mouthpiece.  Mr.  Chater 
joined  the  staff  of  the  Society  in  1886,  and  they  would 
all  agree  that  he  had  been  a  faithful,  loyal  and  capable 
officer  of  the  Society.  (Hear,  hear.)  Mr.  Chater  had 
a  very  full  knowledge  of  practically  every  department 
of  the  Society's  work,  and  at  one  period  or  another 
during  his  service  he  had  had  charge  of  practically  all 
of  them.  .  At  one  time  he  even  acted  as  editor  of  the 
"  Journal."  Mr.  Chater  was  a  veritable  mine  of  infor- 
mation on  the  work  of  the  Society,  and  it  would  be 
almost  impossible  to  enumerate  in  detail  his  full  record. 
So  close  had  been  his  connection  with  the  work  of  the 
Society  that  his  life  had  been  inseparably  and  most 
intimately  connected  with  its  history.  He  had  dutifully 
dedicated  his  life  to  the  Society's  services  and  interests 
in  every  possible  way,  and  had  carried  out  his  duties 
unobtrusively  and  unassumingly.  The  President  recalled 
the  work  unstintingly  given  by  Mr.  Chater  during  the 
passing  of  the  various  measures  for  regulating  the  sales 
of  poisons.  He  had  carried  out  most  important  duties, 
both  with  his  pen  and  by  his  speeches,  and  had  probably 
been  most  valuable  of  all  to  the  Society  by  the  inter- 
views he  had  obtained  with  members  of  Parliament 
while  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  was  before  the 
House  of  Commons.  But  perhaps  it  was  by  his  con- 
nection with  the  Benevolent  Fund  that  Mr.  Chater  would 
be  most  remembered,  for  he  had  acted  more  or  less  as 
secretary  of  the  Fund,  and  every  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee was  grateful  for  the  sympathetic  help  he  had  given 
when  applications  were  being  considered.  The  organisa- 
tion work  of  the  Society  owed  a  great  deal  to  Mr.  Chater, 
who  was  at  one  time  the  organising  secretary  in  every- 
thing but  name  because  the  Society  did  not  wish  to 
adopt  6uch  a  name.  He  did  a  great  deal  of  public 
speaking  in  many  parts  of  the  country.  Mr.  Chater 
had  known,  ho  believed,  three  secretaries  of  the  Society, 
and,  of  course,  a  very  large  number  of  members  of  the 
Council ;  and  he  (the  President)  was  6ure  every  member 
present,  and  ex-members  as  well  now  living,  would  say 
that  when  he  gave  up-  his  work  the  members  of  the 
Council  would  "not  only  lose  very  valuable  help  but  also 
a  friend.  Mr.  Chater  would  Carry  into  his  retirement 
the  goodwill  and  good  wishes  of  every  member  of  the 
Council.  (Hear,  hear.)  They  wished  him  good  health 
to  enjoy  for  a  great  number  of  years  that  rest  and 
relaxation  from  work  which  they  thought  he  had  earned 
by  his  service. 

The  Vice-President  associated  himself  with  the  Presi- 
dent's tribute,  and  said  he  felt  that  they  were  not  only 
losing  an  efficient  officer  but  a  personal  friend. 

Mr.  White,  as  the  oldest  member  of  the  Council  and 
a  past-President,  said  it  was  the  Council's  duty  to 
express  their  appreciation  of  services  that  were  well 
known  to  them  but  might  not  be  so  apparent  to  members 
of  the  Society  throughout  the  country.  Mr.  Chater  had 
always  given  ungrudgingly  of  his  best,  and'  he  (tha 
speaker)   could  not  refrain  from  mentioning  that  Mr. 
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Young,  one  of  the  Presidents  of  the  Society,  a  few 
days  before  his  death,  had  said  that  had  it  not  been 
for  the  assistance  he  had  received  from  Mr.'  Chater  at 
the  time  of  the  Act  of  1908,  he  would  not  have  been 
able  to  bear  the  burden.  If  Mr.  Chater  chose  to  write 
his  reminiscences  they  would  be  interesting,  and  if  he 
could  be  induced  to  do  so,  the  book  would  be  read  with 
interest  by  every  member  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Peck  paid  a  tribute  on  behalf  of  the  examiners, 
■  to  whom'  Mr.  Chater  had  shown  every  consideration, 
making  their  work  as  smooth  as  it  could  be. 

Mr.  Parry  said  that  for  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years 
it  had  been  his  privilege  to  work  more  closely  with 
Mr.  Chater  than  perhaps  any  other  member  of  the 
Council.  The  sympathy,  insight,  and  understanding  that 
he  had  put  into  his  work  for  the  Benevolent  Fund  Com- 
mittee and  the  invaluable  assistance  he  had  given  made 
him  (the  speaker)  feel  that  he  did  not  know  of  anyone 
who  could  adequately  replace  him.  He  had  been 
pleasantly  surprised  on  the  previous  day  by  an  assurance 
that,  if  he  possibly  could,  Mr.  Chater  would  continue 
to  give  assistance  to  the  Committee  in  the  future  when- 
ever he  was  about  the  place.  Mr.  Chater  was  a  very 
fine  specimen  of  the  best  type  of  English  gentleman, 
and  no  higher  tribute  could  be  paid  to  him  than  that. 

The  Treasurer  referred  to  the  remarkable  self-efface- 
ment of  Mr.  Chater,  who  did  not  always  desire  his  work 
to  be  made  known.  They  would  all  miss  him  very 
much  indeed.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Hour  of  the  Annual  Meeting 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  North-East  London  and 
District  Branch  calling  'attention  to  a  resolution  suggest- 
ing that  the  hour  of  the  annual  meeting  should  be 
altered  from  noon  to  three  o'clock. 

The  President  said  as  a  matter  of  fact  he  had 
already  passed  the  draft  of  the  notices  calling  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society  for  twelve  noon,  a  time  at  which 
it  had  been  the  usual  practice  for  years  to  hold  the 
meeting,  when  he  received  the  letter.  He  hoped  the 
Council  would  endorse  his  action  this  year,  as  there 
would  not  be  time  to  make  any  alteration.  He  also 
reminded  the  Council  that  if  they  did  alter  the  time  it 
would  be  impossible  to  announce  the  result  of  the. 
Council  elections  the  same  day. 

Mr.  Parry  said  that  for  some  years  the  Council  had 
been  asked  to  have  their  meeting  at  three  o'clock,  but- 
no  notice  had  been  taken.  He  wanted  to  know  whether 
there  were  any  insuperable  difficulties  in  the  way  of  an 
alteration.  He  quite  understood  that  members  them- 
selves wanted  to  know  the  result  of  the  election  the  same 
day,  and  he  thought  it  could  be  explained  that  that  Avas 
a  difficulty.  But  still,  Londoners  wanted  to  attend  the 
meeting  and  should  be  considered. 

The  President  did  not  think  Mr.  Parry  was  quite 
justified  in  saying  nothing  had  been  done. 

Mr.  Parry  :  It  is  forgotten  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Mr.  Keith  said  the  matter  had  been  discussed  at  the 
annual  meeting,  but  nothing  had  been  done  by  the 
Council. 

Mr.  Skinner  reminded  members  that  for  two  years 
the  meeting  was  held  at  three  o'clock,  but  there  was  a 
reversion  to  the  old  time. 

The  Secretary  said  there  was  no  difficulty  at  the 
head  office  if  the  count  was  arranged  for  the  following 
day.  If  the  Council  could  get  the  forty  or  fifty 
scrutineers  who  were  required  for  the  election,  and  they 
were  willing  to  work  from  about  six  o'clock  until  ten 
in  the  evening,  the  arrangement  could  be  made. 

The  President  said  that  in  the  past  there  had  been 
more  objections  to  a  change  being  made  than  to  the 
present  time. 

Mr.  Antcliffe  said  the  candidates  wanted  to  know  the 
result  of  the  elections  the  same  day,  and  if  a  change 
of  time  were  made,  it  would  mean  that  provincial 
members  of  the  Council  would  have  to  stay  the  night. 

The  President  suggested  that.,  although  no  alteration 
could  be  made  this  year,  the  matter  could  be  referred  to 
the  Establishment  Committee,  and  this  course  was 
adopted. 


Finance  Committee 

The  financial  statement  is  summarised  as  follows  :— 
Receipts  since  the  last  meeting,  including  a  balance  of 
£6  2s.  9d.,  amounted  to  £6,667  15s.  Id.,  comprising  the 
following  items  :— Subscriptions,  £2,159  17s.  ;  registration 
fees,  £298  4s.  ;  restoration  fee  and  certificates  of  qualifi- 
cation, £3  3s.;  penalties,  £54  5s.  8d. ;  "Pharmaceutical 
Journal"  advertisements,  etc.,  £1,000;  "Pharmaceutical 
Journal,"  S.A.  subscriptions,  £16  16s.;  Pharmaceutical 
Press  publications,  £1  6s.  8d. ;  "  Pharmaceutical  Pocket 
Book,"  £8  Is.

The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolent  Fund 
The  report  of  this  committee  showed  that  five  applica- 
tions had  been  considered,  and  grants  varying  from  £5 
to  £26  had  been  made.  The  committee  also  asked  for 
authority  to  send  to  the  branches  of  the  Society  a 
circular  letter  giving  details  of  the  needs  of  the  Fund 
and  asking  for  more  annual  subscribers.  The  following 
special  contributions  were  reported  : — North  Devon 
Pharmacists'  Association,  £1;  Gt.  Yarmouth  Pharma- 
ceutical Association,  £1  9s.  6d. ;  Ealing  and  District 
Branch,  £5 ;  J.  Preston,  Sheffield,  lis.  ;  Southend-on- 
Sea  Association,  £1  is.  8d.  and  £5  5s.  ;  Liverpool  Phar- 
macy Club,  £10 ;  Alchemy  Lodge,  £4  4s.  ;  Liverpool 
Chemists'  Association,  £142  14s.  9d.  ;  W.  Browne, 
Golders  Green,  15s.  6d.  ;  W.  J.  Melhuish  (at  lectures), 
£2  0s.  lOd. 

Mr.  H.  O.  Lloyd  said  the  letter  was  in  accordance 
with  the  Council's  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  members 
to  the  need  for  increased  contributions.  Alluding  to  the 
special  contributions,  Mr.  Lloyd  expressed  satisfaction 
at  the  substantial  sum  collected  by  the  Liverpool  Asso- 
ciation. The  amount  was  a  record  even  for  the  larger 
centres,  and  he  was  sure  the  President,  who  was  present 
when  the  collection  was  made,  must  have  been  delighted 
with  the  result.  Every  member  of  the  Council  would  be 
grateful  to  Liverpool  for  such  a  splendid  contribution. 
He  hoped  that  the  chief  centres  .would  enter  into  rivalry 
with  Liverpool. 

The  President  concurred  with  Mr.  Lloyd,  and  said 
that  the  Liverpool  Branch  must  have  put  a  tremendous 
amount  of  work  in  to  achieve  such  a  splendid  result. 

Mr.  Rowsell  congratulated  the  Committee  on  the 
letter  they  wished  to  send  out,  and  emphasised  the  serious 
drop  that  had  occurred  in  the  annual  subscriptions  during 
the  last  year  or  two. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund 
The  report  of  this  committee  showed  that  two  applica- 
tions had  been  considered  and  a  grant  of  £10  made. 

-  Army  Pharmaceutical  Service 
•The  Organisation  Committee  reported  that,  as  a  result 
of  branch  activity,  205  pledges  from  members  of  the 
present  House  of  Commons  had  been  obtained  in  con- 
nection with  the  Society's  application  for  the  publication 
of  the  correspondence  relating  to  the  employment  of 
pharmacists  in  the  Army. 

For  Discussion  at  Bath 
The  Organisation  Committee  recommended  that  at  one 
meeting  of  the  forthcoming  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference the  branch  delegates  should  consider  : — (1)  To 
what  extent  is  it  advisable  that  there  should  be  State 
control  over  the  manufacture,  composition,  advertising, 
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and  sale  of  pharmaceutical  specialities  ?  (2)  To  what 
extent  should  the  preparation  and  sale  of  such  specialities 
be  restricted  to  pharmacists?  (3)  Is  it  desirable  and 
possible  to  provide  international  regulations  dealing  with 
the  manufacture,  advertising,  and  sale  of  pharmaceutical 
specialities  ? 

For  a  second  meeting  the  Committee  recommended 
that  suitable  subjects  are  :—  (1)  The  position  of  the  phar- 
macist in  the  Army ;  (2)  A  scheme  of  apprenticeship ; 
both  to  be  discussed,  together  with  any  other  subject 
brought  under  the  President's  notice  which  he  might 
consider  desirable  and  suitable. 

School  of  Pharmacy 

A  report  was  read  from  the  Dean  of  the  Society's 
School  on  the  result  of  the  prize  examinations  in  the 
advanced  class.  He  recommended  that  medals  and  certifi- 
cates should  be  awarded  as  follows  : — 

Botany. — Silver  medal,  Sidney  William  Bastow ;  certifi- 
cates of  honour,  Henry  Arthur  Bancks  and  William 
Ellison. 

Chemistry. — Silver  medal,  William  Ellison ;  certificates 
©f  honour,  Sidney  William  Bastow  and  Charles  Wilson 
Peck. 

Practical  Chemistry. — Silver  medal,  John  Eymill 
Samuel  Sharp ;  certificates  of  honour,  Harold  Rogers 
Martin  and  Sidney  William  Bastow. 

Materia  Medica. — Silver  medal,  William  Ellison;  certi- 
ficates of  honour,   Henry   Arthur   Bancks   and  Sidney 
William  Bastow  (equal),  and  Harold  Rogers  Martin. 
Librarian's  and  Curator's  Offices 

The  Establishment  Committee  recommended  that  the 
offices  of  librarian  and  curator  be  amalgamated,  and  that 
a  salary  of  £350,  rising  annually  by  £50  to  £5C0,  be 
offered. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Draft  Articles  of  Agreement 
The  Education  Committee  submitted,  and  the  Council 
approved,  draft  articles  of  agreement  in  respect  of 
pupilage  or  apprenticeship,  together  with  a  recommenda- 
tion that  they  be  submitted  to  the  Society's  branches 
"  for  discussion  by  the  delegates  at  the  forthcoming 
Conference." 
There  was  no  other  public  business. 


Annual  Report 

The  following  are  the  portions  of  the  annual  report  of 
the  Council  which  are  of  general  interest  to  chemists  : — 

Finance. — Apart  from  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex 
account,  the  income  of  the  Society  during  the  year 
under  review  amounted  to  £41.796,  compared  with  £43.345 
for  the  preceding  year,  and  the  expenditure  £35,431,  com- 
pared with  £36,077  for  1922.  The  registrations  during  the 
year  were  more  than  in  the  preceding  vear,  the  increase 
under  this  head  being  nearly  £788.  Members'  subscriptions 
amounted  to  £529  more  than  in  1922,  but  student-associates' 
subscriptions  were  less  by  £34.  In  all  the  principal  items 
of  expenditure  the  Council,  through  its  Finance  Committee, 
has  exercised  a  careful  control,  and  the  slight  increases  in 
-this  connection  are  those  essential  for  the  efficient  conduct 
of  the  largely  extended  volume  of  work  in  the  various 
departments.  The  amount  added  to  the  Accumulated  Fund 
for  the  year  is  £6,716,  compared  with  £7,286  for  1922.  It 
must  be  noted,  however,  that  in  addition  the  sum  of  £3.500 
has  been  received  on  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex 
account,  and  has  been  transferred  as  a  special  fund,  which 
will  be  available  for  research  work  in  connection  with 
Codex  revision  and  allied  investigations.  It  will  be  noticed, 
too,  that  £2,300  has  been  allocated  to  the  Branch  Organisa- 
tion Fund  to  meet  the  expenses  necessary  for  the  effective 
development  of  the  Societv's  branches. 

The  Registers. — The  number  of  names  on  the  Register  of 
Chemists  and  Druggists  at  .the  end  of  1923  was  19.712,  which 
is  an  increase  of  519  over  the  preceding  year.  There  has 
also  been  an  increase  of  272  in  the  roll  of  membership  of 
the  Society,  the  total  number  of  members  on  January  1 
being  11,554.  On  that  date  there  were  also  1,578  student- 
associates  of  the  Society.  The  number  of  persons  registered 
as  apprentices  or  students  during  the  year  was  1,602.  being 
374  more  than  during  the  previous  year.  The  number  of 
limited  companies  and  firms   or  partnerships  entitled  to 


carry  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  or  druggist  in  Great 
Britain  now  stands  at  966.  During  the  year  425  cases  of 
alleged  infringements  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  were  investi- 
gated, and  in  103  of  these  it  became  necessary  to  proceed 
for  the  recovery  of  penalties.  One  thousand  one  hundred 
and  ninety-eight  shops  of  registered  persons  and  bodies 
corporate  were  inspected  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
whether  certificates  of  qualification  were  exhibited  so  as  to 
eomp'y  with  the  provisions  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Act,  1903. 

Examinations. — The  number  of  entries  (including  re- 
entries) for  the  whole  or  part  of  the  Qualifying  examina- 
tion during  1923  was  3,087,  and  there  were  73  entries  (in- 
cluding re-entriesl  for  the  Major  examination,  showing  a 
decrease  of  177  on  the  former,  and  26  on  the  latter  when 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  Eight  hundred  and  three 
candidates  passed  the  Qualifying  examination,  and  43  the 
Major.  The  extended  syllabus  in  physics  came  into  opera- 
tion in  January,  and  the  new  syllabus  for  pharmacy  is  now 
applicable  to  all  candidates  who  had  not  passed  Part  I  of 
the  examination  before  October  31,  1923. 

Benevolent  Fund. — The  annual  subscriptions  to  the 
Benevolent  Fund  have  not  increased  as  it  was  hoped  they 
would  do,  and  £1,712  was  received  from  this  source  during 
1923,  as  against  £1,726  in  the  preceding  year  and  £2,344 
in  1921.  .  .  .  The  Council  has  under  consideration  the 
advisability  of  seeking  the  co-operation  of  the  Society's 
branches  in  establishing  systematic  local  effort  on  behalf 
of  the  Fund.  Interest  on  investments  shows  an  increase, 
and  last  year  yielded  £2,378.  The  total  income  of  the 
Fund  was  £4,090,  as  against  £3,902  in  1922,  but  the  amount 
granted  in  relief  and  in  the  payment  of  annuities  was 
£4,398,  as  against  £4,023  in  the  previous  year. 

War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund. — The  sum  of  £1,267  was 
expended  in  grants  from  the  Fund  during  1923,  reducing 
tho  accumulated  fund  by  £356.  The  capital  now  stands  at 
£16.354.  .  .  .  The  Council  applied  to  the  Charity  Com- 
missioners for  the  adoption  of  a  scheme  extending  the  scope 
of  the  Fund  .  .  ,  and  on  February  5,  1924,  intimation 
was  received  from  the  Commissioners  that  approval  of  the 
extension  had  received  the  seal  of  the  Board.  The  Fund 
will  thus  become  available  in  future  for  the  pharmaceutical 
education  and  training  of  dependants  of  ex-Service  men 
as  well  as  for  the  relief  of  those  dependants  whose  need 
is  not  directly  attributable  to  the  Great  War. 

Branch  Organisation. — -The  whole  scheme  of  branch 
organisation  is  now  complete,  and  114  branches  in  England 
and  Wales  and  five  covering  the  Scottish  areas  are  now 
functioning  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  experience  of 
the  past  year  has  amply  proved  the  value  of  the  branch 
movement  in  bringing  members  in  the  diffp-"^'  -'istricts 
into  closer  and  more  effective  union  with  each  other,  and 
in  stimulating  interest  in  those  technical,-  educational, 
scientific,  and  orofessional  matters  which  intimately  and 
profoundly  concern  the  futiu*e  of  British  pharmacy.  With 
the  co-operation  of  the  officers  of  the  larger  branches  the 
Council  has  been  able  to  draw  up  a  list  of  72  lecturers  or 
speakers,  who,  together  with  members  of  the  Council  and 
officers  of  the  Society,  have  made  it  possible  to  meet  all 
the  demands  of  the  various  districts  for  lectures,  addresses, 
or  discussions.  The  Council  acknowledges  with  sincere 
thanks  the  invaluable  service  rendered  by  those  whose 
voluntary  assistance  has  contributed  so  greatly  to  the 
success  of  the  branch  system.  Tho  expenses  in  connection 
with  organisation  during  the  year  amounted  to  £2.696,  or 
£392  more  than  the  sum  set  apart  for  1923.  but  a  balance 
of  £1,685  remaining  from  1922  was  available  to  meet  this 
deficit,  leaving  £1,292  to  be  carried  forward  to  the  1924 
account. 

Reciprocity. — During  the  Conference  in  July  the  Council 
had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  the  secretary  and  registrar 
of  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria,  who  attended  as  the 
official  representative  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia. 
As  the  result  of  the  evidence  and  information  presented  by 
Mr.  Butchers,  the  Council  was  enabled  to  extend  the 
reciprocal  agreements  in  force  with  Victoria,  New  South 
Wales,  and  Queensland  to  the  remaining  states  of  the 
Commonwealth  as  well  as  to  Tasmania,  so  that  the  whole 
of  Australia  is  now  in  close  pharmaceutical  relationship 
with  the  Mother  Country.  The  Council  has  also  entered 
into  a  similar  agreement  with  the  Ontario  College  of  Phar- 
macy, this  happy  conclusion  of  lengthy  negotiation  being 
one  of  the  first  fruits  of  the  mission  of  inquirv  into  the 
conditions  of  qualification  In  Canada  undertaken  by  Miss 
Buchanan  on  behalf  of  the  Council. 

The  Journal. — As  compared  with  1922-23,  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction has  slightly  diminished,  despite  an  increase  in  the 
cost  of  printing. 
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The  postage  is  a  heavy  item,  for  the  reduction 
of  which  there  is  only  a  slender  prospect.  The 
revenue  from  advertisements,  which  had  begun  to 
recover  last  year,  has  continued  steadily  to  improve  in 
spite  of  the  persistent  unsettled  conditions  in  business. 
Sustained  and  sedulous  attention  has  been  devoted  to  the 
maintenance  and  extension  of  services  for  the  publication 
of  news  and  other  matter  of  practical  interest  and  value 
to  the  members  of  the  Society  in  all  branches  of  pharmacy, 
and  also  to  the  exposition  and  discussion  of  the  more 
important  educational,  scientific,  and  technical  subjects  for 
.the  promotion  of  which  the  Society's  official  organ  largely 
exists.  Reports  of  the  operations  of  the  local  branches  of  the 
Society  in  the  special  section  allocated  to  them  have  formed 
one  of  the  most  salient  and  valuable  new  features  in  the 
Journal  during  the  past  year,  and  the  students'  quarterly 
supplement,  which  has  been  further  extended  and  improved, 
is  highly  appreciated  by  the  student-associates  to  whom  it 
is  circulated.  Owing  to  the  considerable  rise  in  membership 
and  the  consequent  increase  in  the  circulation  of  the 
Journal,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  close  sooner  for 
press  on  Thursday  and  to  expedite  dispatch  so  that,  even 
in  the  remote  parts  of  the  country,  early  deliver  may  be 
ensured,  a  matter  of  essential  practical  importance  alike 
on  the  news  and  the  advertising  side. 

'Education. — The  Council  has  devoted  much  time  and 
consideration  to  the  educational  problems  which  must  be 
dealt  with  in  the  near  future.  The  training  of  pharma- 
ceutical students  occupies  a  foremost  place  in  the  educa- 
tional policy  of  the  Society.  A  committee  has  been  set 
up  for  the  purpose  of  drafting  by-laws  and  regulations  for 
further  consideration,  which  will  effect  the  necessary 
changes  already  resolved  on — namely,  the  raising  of  the 
standard  of  preliminary  education  and  the  more  effective 
control  of  the  systematic  study  for  the  two  parts  of  the 
Qualifying  examination.  The  committee  will  report  at  an 
early  date,  not  only  upon  the  modifications  necessary  in 
the  regulations  for  the  Qualifying  examination,  but  also 
those  requisite  for  the  proposed  extension  of  the  Major 
syllabus  and  the  necessary  adjustments  which  will  follow 
the  expected  adoption  by  the  University  of  London  of  a 
scheme  for  a  degree  in  pharmacy.  The  Education  Com- 
mittee has  been  in  communication  with  the  various  educa- 
tional authorities  of  the  Kingdom,  so  that  in  each  area 
the  facilities  for  systematic  study  in  the  subjects  of  Part  I 
may  be  co-ordinated  and  perfected. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Act  and  Regulations. — During  the  year 
the  Government  introduced  a  Bill  amending  not  only  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act  but  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868.  A  number  of  the  provisions  of  the  original  Bill  were 
from  the  point  of  view'  "of  pharmacists  unsatisfactory,  and 
representations  were  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State  thereon. 
As  a  result  of  negotiations  some  concessions  were  made. 
Difficulties  had  arisen  owing  to  the  clashing  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  and  the  Regulations 
thereunder  with  the  requirements  of  Section  17  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1868.  A  clause  framed  with  the  object  of 
removing  as  far  as  it  was  possible  these  difficulties  was 
submitted  by  the  Society,  but  the  Secretary  of  State  was 
advised  that  the  Society's  amendment  would  not  be  in 
order.  Subsequent  conferences  have  taken  place  between 
the  Society  and  representatives  of  the  following  bodies : 
British  Medical  Association,  Drug  Club,  Retail,  Pharmacists' 
Union,  Association  of  Manufacturers  of  British  Pro- 
prietaries, Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists,  and  Scottish  Phar- 
maceutical Federation.  Representations  have  been  made 
to  the  Government  embodying  suggestions  for  an  amend- 
ment of  the  law  on  lines  unanimously  accepted  by  the 
conferences  referred  to. 

Scholarships. — The  Council  has  accepted  with  gratitude 
the  gift  of  three  scholarships  of  £60  each  offered  by  Lord 
Leverhulme  to  students  between  the  ages  of  19  and  22  who 
have  completed  the  period  of  practical  training  required 
for  the  Qualifying  examination.  The  Education  Committee 
ha?  carefully  considered  the  future  of  the  Jacob  Bell  and 
Manchester  scholarships,  and  on  its  recommendation  the 
Council  has  resolved  after  June  next  to  modify  the  con- 
ditions by  combining  the  competitions  and  to  offer  one 
scholarship  of  £50  instead  of  two  at  £25;  the  second  success- 
ful competitor  to  be  the  Manchester  scholar  if  eligible  to 
hold  it. 

Other  paragraphs  deal  with  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference,  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  the 
Society's  School,  and  evening  meetings.  A  list  of  phar- 
macists and  others  connected  with  the  Society  who  have 
died  during  the  year  under  review  is  also  given. 


North   British  Executive 
Meeting  at  Edinburgh 

A  meeting  of  the.  Executive  of  the  North  British  Blanch 
was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  April  30,  Mi. 
McMillan  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present  Mr.  E.  T. 
Neat'hercoat  (President)  and  Messrs.  Arthur,  Clark, 
Currie,  Dick,  Fisher,  Forbes,  Glass,  Guthrie,  Jack, 
Kitchin,  D.  G.  McKenzie,  T.  McKenzie,  McMillan. 
McNab,  McVitae,  Marshall,  Milne,  Simpson,  and  Stewart. 
The  Chairman  said  they  ,  were  honoured  by  the  presence 
of  the  President  of  the  Society,  whom  they  were  delighted 
to  see.  Such  visits  were  too  few,  and  he  felt  sure  he  was 
expressing  the  view  of  his  colleagues  in  saying  they  would 
welcome  more  frequent  visits.  The  President.,  in  acknow- 
ledging the  welcome,  said  it  was  his  desire  that  the  busi- 
ness should  proceed  in  the  ordinary  manner  under  the 
direction  of  the  chairman.  It  was  to  him  a  matter  of 
regret  that  his  many  engagements'  prevented  his  visiting 
Scotland  more  frequently.  The  chairman  referred  to  the 
death  of  ex-Provost  William  Alexander,  who  had  for  a 
long  period  of  years  occupied  the  position  of  divisional 
secretary  of  the  Society  at  Banff.  On  the  nomination  of 
the  local  members,  Mr.  Alexander  James  Manson  Elli:- 
(Banff)  had  been  appointed  by  the  Council  to  6iicceed 
Mr.  Alexander.  The  chairman  congratulated  Mr.  James 
Jack  on  being  co-opted  a  member  of  the  Council.  The 
annual  statement  of  accounts  to  December  31,  1923,  was 
submitted.  On  the  motion  of  the  Chairman  it  was  agreed: 
That  the  next  election  of  Executive  take  place  on  June  18. 
and  that  the  chairman  and  vice-chairman  be  appointed  . 
scrutineers  of  the  voting  papers,  with  power  to  add  to 
their  number. 

Report  of  Edvjcation  Committee 

Mr.  Arthur  (Convener)  reported  on  the  following  points  : 
The  Committee  had  considered  what  steps  might  be  suit- 
able to  co-ordinate  the  arrangements  for  recognition  of 
training  institutions  in  Scotland  with  those  prevailing  in 
England  and  Wales.  In  Scotland  such  training  was  chiefly 
centralised  in  the  populous  centres  of  Aberdeen,  Dundee. 
Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  in  connection  with  Technical  Col- 
leges. The  Committee  recommended  that  the  matter  be 
more  fully  investigated  before  submitting  a  definite  report 
to  the  Council.  This  was  agreed  to.  A  communication 
had  been  received  from  the  Scottish  Education  Department 
with  reference  to  the  abandonment  of  the  present  Inter- 
mediate certificate.  It  was  agreed  to  recommend  to  the 
Council  that  the  Day  School  Certificate  (Higher)  issued 
by  the  Scottish  Education  Department  might  be  added  to 
the  list  of  certificates  accepted  for  registration  as  a 
student.    This  recommendation  was  approved. 

Report  or  Parliamentary  Committee 

Mr.  McVitae  (Convener)  reported  on  the  following 
points  :  With  regard  to  written  replies  from  Parliamen- 
tary candidates  on  supporting  a  request  for  publication  of 
the  Army  Council  Report  on  dispensing  in  the  Army, 
almost  without  exception  the  replies  had  been  in  the 
affirmative ;  a  few  were  non-committal.  The  position  re- 
lating to  wholesale  dealing  under  the  amended  Section  17 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  and  the  proposed  Order  in 
Council  as  to  labelling  with  the  name  and  percentage  of 
scheduled  poisons  contained  in  preparations  had  been 
found  to  be  extremely  difficult,  but  very  considerable 
modifications  had  been  effected.  The  Committee  were 
agreed  as  to  the  undesirableness  of  imposing  these  detailed 
restrictions  and  regulations,  and  recommended  that  the 
Executive  should  reaffirm  the  unanimous  opinion  that 
there  was  no  occasion  for  the  issuing  of  6uch  an  Order  in 
Council.    This  recommendation  was  approved. 

Therapeutic  Substances  Bill 

The.  Committee  doubted  the  necessity  or  expediency  of 
restrictive  legislation  of  the  kind  at  present  in  regard  to 
the  development  of  new  therapeutic  remedies.  There  was 
no  reason  to  think  that  the  present  methods  by  w'hich 
these  substances  are  produced  and  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  medical  profession  and  pharmacists  arave  any  occa- 
sion to  fear  that  adequate  precautions  were  not  taken  to 


protect  the  public  interest.  The  title  of  the  Bill  was  not 
quite  consistent  with  the  provisions.  It  seemed  inaccurate 
to  say  it  was  for  the  regulation  of  "  the  manufacture,  sale 
and  importation."  The  Bill  really  proposed  regulating 
the  manufacture  for  sale  and  did  not  deal  with  regulation 
of  sale.  The  title  should  therefore  read,  "  manufacture 
for  sale  and  importation."  Clause  1  of  the  Bill  named 
certain  substances,  and  then  added  "  any  other  thera- 
peutic substances  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  added. 
This  possibility  of  indefinite  extension  on  the  ipse  dixit 
of  a  Government  official  was  regarded  as  objectionable, 
and  one  that  required  careful  watching.  Under  Clause  2 
(5)  it  was  difficult  to  see  why  highly  skilled  and  experi- 
enced makers  of  such  remedies  should  be  subjected  to 
licences  both  in  regard  to  method  of  procedure  and  to  the 
premises  in  which  the  substance  is  manufactured,  while, 
apparently,  any  medical  practitioner,  either  for  his  own 
use  or  for  the  use  of  medical  practitioners  generally,  was 
exempted  from  licence,  and  might  manufacture  for  sale 
anj  of  these  substances  without  any  inspection  or  super- 
vision of  any  kind.  Registration  under  the  Medical  Acts 
gave  no  guarantee  of  the  manipulative  skill  required  in 
the  manufacture  of  these  therapeutic  substances.  So  far 
as  manufacturing  a  therapeutic  substance  for  medicinal 
use  was  concerned,  the  training  and  qualification  of  the 
pharmacist  would  justify  his  exemption  from  any  licence 
just  as  much  as  or  more  than  in  the  case  of  the  ordinary 
medical  practitioner.  Clause  3  meant  that  any  pharmacist 
obtaining  a  supply  of  any  of  these  substances  direct  from 
a  maker,  say,  \»  Africa  or  in  France,  would  require  to 
take  out  an  importer's  licence.  In  view  of  the  careful 
check  on  the  standard  and  quality  of  any  imported  sub- 
stances provided  for  in  the  clause  there  seemed  no  reason 
why  a  pharmacist  should  be  required  to  take  out  an  im- 
porter's licence  to  enable  him  to  receive  such  a  substance. 
Clause  5  (1)  regarding  the  making  of  regulations  needed 
amendment.  The  Joint  Advisory  Committee  appointed 
under  Clause  5  possessed  no  particular  qualifications  for 
work  of  this  kind,  and  there  was  no  guarantee  that  any 
deputy  appointed  would  be  competent.  The  Advisory 
Committee,  to  consist  of  six  members,  one  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  was  in 
the  right  direction,  but  there  had  been  so  much  trouble 
owing  to  the  issuing  of  incompletely  considered  regula- 
tions that  the  Committee  suggest  a  further  precaution 
against  this  evil.  It  is  suggested  that  in  Clause  5  (1) 
after  the  words  "  Advisory  Committee  "  there  should  be 
Insepted  the  words  "  and  after  a  draft  has  been  submitted 
for  any  observations  by  the  General  Medical  Council  and 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Societv."  The  primary 
recommendation  of  the  Committee,  however,  was  that  the 
Therapeutic  Substances  Bill  should  proceed  no  further^  in 
the  meantime.  This  recommendation  and  the  foregoing 
views  and  suggestions  were  approved. 

Supply  of  Insulin  by  Board  of  Health 
The  Secretary  for  Scotland  had  introduced  in  the 
House  of  Commons  the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Amend- 
ment Bill.  The  Bill  proposed  to  authorise  local  authori- 
ties to  provide  medicines  and  treatment  to  persons  suffer- 
ing from  diabetes  or  such  Other  disease  as  the  Board  may 
by  order  prescribe,  and  who  in  the  opinion  of  the  local 
authority  require  assistance  in  obtaining  such  medicines. 
The  Committee  agreed  to  recommend  that  the  Executive 
should  get  into  touch  with  the  Scottish  Board  of  Health 
and  the  Secretary  for  Scotland  in  order  to  ascertain  pre- 
cisely how  the  distribution  of  any  medicines  to  be  pro- 
vided by  local  authorities  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
should  be  carried  out,  and  that  any  necessary  steps  should 
be  taken  to  safeguard  the  position  of  qualified  pharma- 
cists as  the  legitimate  dispensers  of  all  such  remedial 
substances.    This  recommendation  was  approved. 

Town  Councils  and  Supply  of  Medicines 

The  Committee  had  considered  the  Town  Councils  (Scot- 
land) Bill,  introduced  by  the  Secretary  for  Scotland  in  the 
House  of  Commons  to  amend  the  law  relating  to  disquali- 
fications for  the  office  of  Town  Councillor  in  Scotland. 
Under  the  proposed  Bill  limited  companies  and  co-opera- 
tive societies,  many  of  whom  carried  on  business  as 
chemists  and  druggists  in  Scotland,  would  be  put  in  a 


position  of  privilege  compared  with  panel  chemists  in  thai 
they  could  continue  to  dispense,  and  the  chemists 
carrying  on  these  businesses  for  limited  companies  and 
co-operative  societies  could  retain  their  positions  as  mem- 
bers of  Town  or  County  Councils.  As  all  such  dispensing 
is  done  under  a  general  national  drug  tariff  and  the 
pricing  of  all  prescriptions  is  done  through  the  Central 
Checking  Bureau,  so  that  competitive  trading  was  elimin- 
ated, it  was  agreed  to  recommend  to  the  Executive  that  a 
representation  on  the  line  of  extending  the  exemption 
from  disqualification  to  Panel  chemists  be  made  to  the 
Scottish  Board  of  Health  and  the  Secretary  for  Scotland. 
This  recommendation  was  approved. 

Methylated  Spirit 
The  Executive  had  been  in  communication  with  the 
police  authorities,  divisional  secretaries  and  others  in 
pursuance  of  the  policy  to  co-operate  with  the  public 
authorities  in  the  endeavour  to  abate  the  evil  of  methyl- 
ated spirit  drinking.  The  evidences  indicated  that  the 
evil  was  prevalent  through  others  than  pharmacists,  such 
as  drysalters  and  ironmongers,  who  held  methylated  spirit 
licences.  The  Government  had  resolved  to  add  0.5  per 
cent,  of  crude  pyridin  to  mineralised  methylated  spirit, 
except  in  the  case  of  methylated  spirits  to  be  used  in 
making  furniture  polish.  This  was  not  quite  clear  and 
might  mean  two  kinds  of  mineralised  methylated  spirit. 
The  Committee  doubted  whether  this  addition  would  be 
effectual  in  making  methylated  spirit  non-potable  to  the 
habitues  who  were  the  victims  of  the  evil  practice.  In 
confirmation  of  this  there  were  shown  samples  of  the  pre- 
sent mineralised  methylated  spirit  and  mineralised  methyl- 
ated spirit  to  which  there  had  been  added  0.5  per  cent,  of 
pyridin.  Various  examples  of  the  disadvantage  of  a 
methylated  spirit  containing  pyridin  being  used  for  medi- 
cinal preparations  were  indicated.  As  yet  there  had  been 
no  time  for  proper  investigation.  The  Committee  recom- 
mended that  fuller  information  should  be  procured  as  to 
the  effect  of  such  an  addition  and  as  to  the  Government 
proposals,  which  had  not  yet  been  sufficiently  disclosed. 
This  recommendation  was  approved. 

Other  Matters 
It  was  reported  that  the  widespread  agitation  regarding 
the  position  of  pharmacists  in  the  dispensing  and  vending 
of  spirituous  medicinal  preparations  raised  by  the  dispute 
between  "  No  Licence  '  and  "  No  Change  "  advocates 
under  the  Temperance  (Scotland)  Act  polls  had  come  to  an 
end  The  action  taken  to  explain  the  position  had  proved 
eminently  satisfactory  in  safeguarding  the  interests  of 
pharmacists  and  protecting  them  against  threatened  pro- 
ceedings by  interested  parties.  A  communication  had  been 
received  from  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise 
professing  to  explain  the  position,  and  indicating  possible 
misunderstandings  that  might  arise.  To  this  communica- 
tion a  reply  had  been  made  reaffirming  all  the  points  con- 
tained in  the  explanatory  statement  issued  to  the  Chief 
Constables  throughout  Scotland,  and  pointing  out  how 
this  explanation  was  in  no  respect  inconsistent  with  the 
views  stated  by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise. 
This  reply  had  apparently  been  accepted  as  satisfactory. 
The  Executive  approved  the  steps  which  had  been  taken. 
There  was  submitted  a  copy  of  a  questionnaire  by  the 
International  Pharmaceutical  Federation  dealing  with  pro- 
prietary preparations,  which  had  been  forwarded  to  all 
the  Branches  for  consideration.  There  had  been  a  great 
deal  of  trouble  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  preparations 
under  the  name  of  lysol,  some  conforming  to  the  recog- 
nised standard  of  50  per  cent,  of  cresol,  others  containing 
so  small  a  quantity  of  cresol  as  to  escape  the  Poison  Regu- 
lations and  be  sold  by  unqualified  vendors.  This  created 
a  menace  to  public  safety  while,  at  the  same  time,  per- 
mitting the  sale  of  a  preparation  which  was  practically 
worthless  for  the  purposes  for  which  genuine  lysol  was 
intended.  It  had  also  led  to  innocent  infringements  of 
the  Pharmacy  Acts  by  unqualified  vendors  ignorantly' 
stocking  the  genuine  preparation,  which  could  only  be  sold 
by  legally  qualified  vendors.  The  Executive  in  committee 
considered  the  draft  annual  report  and  remitted  it  to  the 
chairman  and  resident  secretary  for  final  adjustment  and 
transmission  to  the  Council. 
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Council  Candidates

He  has  held  office  in 
the  Glasgow  and  West  of 
Scotland  Chemists'  Asrociation, 
the  Pharmaceutical  Standing 
Committee  (Scotland),  the 
General  Council  of  Panel 
Chemists,  and  the  Clydebank 
Pharmaceutical  Committee. 
He  was  also  a  founder  and  the 
first  President  of  the  Chemists' 
Friendly  Society,  and  has  been 
a  member  of  the  Executive  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
North  British  Branch  for  a 
long  period.  Mr.  Guthrie  was 
co-opted  to  the  Society's 
Council  in  1916  on  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour,  and 
has  been  returned  at  each  of 
the  two  subsequent  elections.  Mr.  Guthrie's  comment  on 
the  present  situation  is  : — 

In  the  absence  of  questions  of  an  acutely  controversial 
character,  as  is  the  case  at  the  moment,  members  of  the 
Society,  in  casting  their  votes,  will  doubtless  be  guided 
by  their  knowledge  of,  and  belief  in,  the  capacity  of  can- 
didates to  meet  difficult  pharmaceutical  problems  as  these 
arise. 

Although  my  particular  "bit"  in  pharmacy  has  been 
the  cultivation  of  a  patch  in  the  retail,  as  a  member  of 
Council  I  have  never  forgotten  that  there  are  other — not 
necessarily  conflicting — interests.  These  have  always  had 
my  sympathetic  consideration. 

If  re-elected,  it  will  be  my  desire  to  continue  to  examine 
questions  coming  before  the  Council  from  the  point  of ' 
view  of  the  interests  of  the  Society  as  a  whole,  endeavour- 
ing always  to  keep  my  mind  as  free  as  possible  from  sec- 
tional prejudices. 

Miss  M.  E.  Buchanan 
was  elected  to  the  Council  of  the  Society  for  the  first 
time    in    1918.      She    has    therefore    had  considerable 

experience  of  its  work,  and 
has  associated  herself  chiefly 
with  questions  of  education, 
benevolence,  and  Colonial 
reciprocity  of  qualification 
with  the  Mother-country.  In 
this  last  respect  Miss 
Buchanan  may  be  said  to  be 
the  Society's  liaison  officer 
with  Canada,  as,  during  her 
mission  to  the  Dominion,  she 
was  honoured  by  being  made 
a  member  of  the  All-Cana- 
dian Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion, and  she  probably  knows 
more  of  the  position  of  phar- 
macy there  than  any  English 
pharmacist  who  has  not  re- 
sided in  that  country. 
There  is  no  need  to  remind 
members  of  Miss  Buchanan's 
interest  in  the  benevolent 
work  of  the  Society.  She 
has  been  chairman  of  the  Benevolent  Fund,  and  is  still 


actively  interested  in  the  organisation  of  pharmaceutical 
benevolence.  At  this  point  we  quote  Miss  Buchanan's 
words  : — 

With  regard  to  education,  Miss  Buchanan's  views  are 
that  the  whole  system  of  pharmaceutical  education  needs 
public  oo-ordination,  and  that,  as  soon  as  possible,  the 
relationship  of  the  Major  examination  to  the  proposed 
degree  in  pharmacy  should  be  defined.  She  also  feels 
strongly  the  need  for  practical  education  in  shop  or 
hospital  being  somewhat  more  than  a  perfunctory 
"  apprenticeship  "  without  responsibility  on  either  side, 
and  that  the  master  should  recognise  his  responsibility 
to  his  apprentice  and  to  the  craft  at  large  by  first  seeing 
to  it  that  he  takes  the  right  type  of  young  person,  and 
that  only  after  registration  with  the  Society ;  and  then, 
that  during  the  apprenticeship  the  principles  of  the  craft 
of  pharmacy  should  be  instilled  into  the  apprentice,  on 
both  the  purely  pharmaceutical  and  on  the  business  side. 
Only  by  such  a  foundation,  combined  with  the  curriculum 
for  Part  I,  can  a  student  become  a  well-trained  and 
successful  candidate  for  the  Final  examination,  and  for 
the  battle  of  life  which  lies  ahead  of  qualification. 

Knowledge  of  the  particular  needs  of  women  in  phar- 
macy gives  Miss  Buchanan  a  standing  brief  with  regard 
to  their  interests ;  and  on  these  various  counts  Miss 
Buchanan,  who  has  leisure  and  yet  is  still  connected  with 
business,  is  asking  for  the  votes  of  members  if  they 
still  consider  that  she  can  serve  them  on  the  Council  of 
their  Society. 

Mr.  John  Keall 

is  the  son  of  a  London  pharmacist,  the  late  Mr.  Holmes 
Keall*  to  whom  he  served  his  apprenticeship.  He 
qualified  in  1898,  and  is 
now  the  proprietor  of 
businesses  in  South- 
West  and  West  London. 
Mr.  Keall  is  a  past-Presi- 
dent of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Associa- 
tion, a  member  of  its 
Council,  a  past-chairman 
of  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union  (on  which  body  he 
is  still  a  Metropolitan 
representative),  and  a 
nominee  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  Council 
on  the  National  Council 
for  Combating  Venereal 
Diseases.  He  has  also 
filled  the  offices  of  Presi- 
dent of  the  South-West 
London  Chemists'  Asso-  Photo]  [Barter 
ciation   and   chairman   of  Mb-  John  Keall 

the  London  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Committee.    Mr.  Keall  writes  : — 

After  nine  years'  membership  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council,  I  offer  my  services  again  to  the 
electors.  If  returned,  it  will  still  be  my  aim  to  main- 
tain and  strengthen  the  position  and  power  of  pharmacy. 

The  movements  of  the  last  three  years  have  been 
truly  progressive,  and  have  tended  to  consolidate  firmly 
the  forces  of  and  in  pharmacy.  The  strong  national 
position  of  to-day  is  due  to  the  foresight,  wisdom  and 
steady  progressive  work  of  the  Council  in  demonstrating 
to  the  various  Government  departments,  the  University 
of  London,  the  medical  profession,  and  the  public  at 
large  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  the  supreme 
force  in  pharmacy,  and  that  the  main  line  of  the 
Charter  is  as  clear  as  ever — the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
stands  for  the  ':  safety  of  the  public."

Glands  and  Character 

Under  the  title,  "  Glands  and  Character  :  The  Chemistry 
of  Human  Nature,"  Mr.  David  A.  Evans  (proprietor 
of  Steele  &  Marsh,  chemists)  gave  an  address  on  the 
endocrine  glands  before  the  Bath  Rotary  Club  on  April 
29.  Mr.  Evans  began  his  thoughtful  and  lucid  account 
of  a  comparatively  new  subject  by  defining  the  functions 
of  the  principal  glands  of  the  body  and  sketching  investi- 
gations undertaken  from  the  time  of  Dr.  Caleb  Parry, 
a  local  physician  (1825),  to  the  present  day.  Premising 
that  the  attractiveness  of  the  occasion  was'  enhanced  by 
references,  grave  and  gay,  to  circumstances  best  known 
to  members  of  the  audience,  we  take  the  passages  that 
follow  from  the  address  itself. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  life  of  every  individual, 
normal  or  abnormal,  his  physical  appearance,  his  psychic 
traits,  are  dominated  largely  by  his  internal  secretions. 
These  internal  secretions,  with  their  influence  on  the 
brain  and  nervous  system,  as  well  as  every  other  part  of 
the  body,  have  been  discovered  to  be  the  real  governors 
and  arbiters  of  instincts  and  dispositions,  emotions  and 
reactions;  character  (or  personality),  good  or  bad.  All 
the  glands  are  yielding  their  secrets,  and  a  greater  know- 
ledge of  these  matters  should  be  part  of  the  average 
citizen's  equipment  in  dealing  with  the  everyday 
problems  of  his  life.  And,  again,  apart  from  the  effects 
on  personality,  will  not  the  further  investigation  of 
endocrinology  afford  the  solution  of  many  diseases,  such 
as  cancer  and  consumption,  mental  troubles,  backward- 
ness of  children,  and  numerous  phases  of  life?  Will 
there  be  a  world  of  men  and  women  transformed  by 
gland  injectments  or  treatments  that  will  pervert  or 
control  the  emotions?  The  Hon.  Bertrand  Russell,  in 
his  new  book,  "  Icarus,  or  the  Future  of  Science/' 
•suggests  :— 

"  An  all-powerful  oligarchy  might  give  to  the 
children  of  holders  of  power  the  disposition  required 
for  command,  and  to  the  children  of  the  proletariat  the 
disposition  required  for  obedience.  Against  the  injec- 
tions of  the  State  physicians  the  most  eloquent  Socialist 
oratory  would  be  powerless.  The  only  difficulty  would 
be  to  combine  the  6ubmissiveness  with  the  necessary 
f  erocit^  against  -  external  enemies ;  but  official  science 
would  probably  be  equal  to  the  task.  An  international 
societv  of  physiologists  could  bring  about  the  milennium 
by  kidnapping,  on  a  given  day,  all  the  rulers  of  the 
world,  and  injecting  some  substance  which  would  fill 
them  with  benevolence  towards  their  fellow-creatures." 
Then,  again,  as  old  age  approaches,  we  have  a  most 
interesting  field  of  study,  full  of  hope  and  full  of  possi- 
bilities. There  are  few  men  or  women  above  fifty  who 
would  not  be  the  better  for  a  little  thyroid ;  the  older 
one  gets,  the  more  one  needs  it. 

Napoleon  as  a  Study  in  Glands 

The  case  of  Napoleon  Bonaparte  is  a  classic  example 
in  this  connection.  As  a  unique  will  and  intelligence, 
his  personality  affords  a  wonderful  example.  H.  G. 
Wells  has  called  his  career  "  the  raid  of  an  intolerable 
egotist  across  the  disordered  beginning  of  a  new  time;  " 
"the  figure  of  an  adventurer  and  wrecker;"  "this 
baturnine  egotist;"  "this  dark  little  archaic  per- 
sonage, hard,  compact,  capable,  unscrupulous,  imitative 
and  neatly  vulgar,"  and  other  terms.  There  are  other 
opinions.  The  Man  of  Destiny  was  worshipped  by 
millions.  No  one  can  deny  him  the  quality  of  in- 
dividuality in  the  most  exaggerated  form.  Bonaparte 
was  the  central  figure  of  his  time.  Napoleon  was 
watched  by  trained  medical  eyes  during  his  life  and  after 
his  death.  Reports  on  the  examination  of  his  body  are 
accessible,  and  Napoleonic  specimens,  preserved,  may 
still  be  viewed  at  the  Museum  at  the  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  paper,  notable  features  of 
his  face  and  physique  will  be  considered.  Height  is  the 
first.  He  was  definitely  subaverage,  being  5  ft.  6  in. 
at  death.  Deficiency  or  excess  of  growth  will  always 
direct  attention  to  the  pituitary.  His  sharply  outlined 
features  and  a  powerful  lower  jaw  combined  with  oddly 
small,  plump  hands,  long,  straight  black  hair,  and  dark 


complexion,  all  point  to  the  pituitary  witli  a  secondary 
adrenal  effect.  His  pulse  was  slow,  rarely  above  fifty 
a  minute,  according  to  Corvisart,  his  personal  physician. 
Other  pituitary  disturbances  which  showed  themselves 
were  certain  "  brain  storms,"  attacks  of  vomiting 
followed  by  "  stupor  verging  on  unconsciousness," 
brought  on  by  outbursts  of  temper,  physical  exertion,  or 
mental  strain.  During  his  prime  his  intellect  was  mathe- 
matical, logical,  rational  and  remarkable  for  a  prodigious 
memory,  the  product  of  an  extraordinary  ante-pituitary. 
That  he  never  permitted  feeling  to  interfere  with  the 
dictates  of  his  judgment — a  quality  which  rendered  him 
the  most  unscrupulous  careerist  in  history — must  be  put 
down  to  an  insufficiency  of  the  post-pituitary.  Napoleon 
lacked  a  trace  of  the  religious  instinct.  His  sympathy 
was  nil,  and  his  conquests  were  made  possible  only 
because  he  was  blind  to  the  suffering  and  misery  his 
greed  for  glory  and  dominion  generated.  The  increasing 
corpulency  of  Napoleon  was  commented  on  by  all 
observers.  At  the  height  of  his  success  he  might  be 
classed  as  a  pituitary-centered,  ante-pituitary  superior, 
post-pituitary  inferior,  with  an  instability  of  both  that 
would  lead  to  his  final  degeneration.  His  insatiable 
energy  indicated  an  excellent  thyroid,  his  pugnacity  and 
genius  for  practical  affairs  a  superb  adrenal.  Given  the 
kind  of  pituitary  he  possessed  with  its  great  intellectual 
potential  energy,  plus  a  remarkable  thyroid  and  adrenal 
in  addition  to  the  military  education  he  had  and  the 
character  of  the  revolution  into  which  he  was  plunged, 
and  we  have  the  conditions  out  of  which  his  career 
emerged  as  inevitable.  That  it  was  his  pituitary  which 
first  failed  him  rather  than  the  thyroid  or  adrenal,  which 
might  have,  is  shown  by  a  number  of  considerations. 
His  increasing  corpulency  when  he  made  himself 
Emperor  denotes  a  pituitary  symptom.  The  beginning 
of  weakness  of  judgment  that  he  was  to  exhibit  soon  in 
the  invasion  of  Russia  manifested  itself  at  the  same 
time.  His  thyroid  capacity,  did  not  fail  him,  as  indi- 
cated by  the  fact  that  at  St.  Albans  he  would  ride  for 
three  hours  at  the  end  of  the  day  to  make  him  sufficiently 
tired  for  sleep.  That  his  adrenals  were  not  affected 
is  indicated  by  the  brutality  which  remained  charac- 
teristic to  the  end  of  his  life.  Dr.  Henry,  who  per- 
formed the  post-mortem  after  his  death,  confirmed  the 
fact  that  towards  the  end  of  his  life  he  suffered  from 
pituitary  insufficiency.  It  is  established  that  the  rise  and 
fall  of  Napoleon  followed  the  rise  and  fall  of  his 
pituitary  gland. 

Research  Imperative 
The  study  of  these  glands  and  their  internal  secre- 
tions is  suffering  from  an  insufficient  appreciation  of 
their  meaning  for  mankind.  It  is  true  there  are 
thousands  of  workers  engaged  on  the  problem  in  different 
parts  of  the  world,  but  the  crying  need  is  for  an  inter- 
national institute  endowed  and  equipped  for  investigation 
on  a  proper  scale,  with  all  the  available  appliances  and 
methods  already  worked  out  and  at  hand.  Such  an 
institution  should  possess  the  right  chemical  laboratories 
for  making  further  tests  of  the  endocrine  functions.  A. 
few  days  ago  the  President  and  Council  of  the  Royal 
Society  received  an  anonymous  gift  of  £10.000  for 
the  prosecution  of  original  research  in  medicine,  and 
this  branch,  endocrinology,  would  warrant  this  being  set 
aside  for  the  purpose.  These  glands  have  already  yielded 
great  secrets.  The  mystery  of  the  individual  begins  to 
be  penetrated,  and  every  phase  of  essential  life  must 
be  reviewed  in  the  light  of  the  new  knowledge.  Every 
bit  of  evidence  points  towards  the  internal  secretions  as 
the  holders  of  the  secret  of  our  innermost  being.  They 
are  the  well-springs  of  life,  the  keystone  of  the  organism. 
A  study  of  these  glands  will  have  a  great  bearing  on 
the  study  of  fatigue  and  industry,  the  treatment  of 
criminals,  and  education.  It  has  a  great  bearing  on 
the  races  of  mankind ;  and  although  environment  plays 
a  great  part,  and  a  very  important  part,  it  is  the  effect 
of  environment  on  the  endocrine  system  of  the  individual 
that  produces  the  characters  of  the  various  races. 
We  are  on  the  threshold  of  changes  in  the  practice  of 
medicine  quite  as  revolutionary  as  those  ushered  in  by 
the  discovery  of  bacteriology. 
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Westminster  Wisdom

The  Budget 

The  Budget  proposals  have  been  discussed  during  the 
week,  but  the  Finance  Bill  is  not  yet  obtainable. 

National  Health  Insurance  Commission 

The  Minister  of  Health  announced  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  on  May  1,  that  the  following  are  the  terms 
of  reference  for  the  Royal  Commission  on  National 
Health  Insurance  : — 

To  inquire  into  the  scheme  of  National  Health  Insurance 
established  by  the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts,  1911- 
1922,  and  to  report  what,  if  any,  alterations,  extensions  or 
developments  should  be  made  in  regard  to  the  scope  of 
that  scheme  and  the  administrative,  financial  and  medical 
arrangements,  set  up  under  it. 

Indian  Opium  Revenue 
The  Under-Secretary  of  State  for  India  stated  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  on  May  7,  that  the  revenue  of 
the  Government  of  India  and  provincial  governments  for 
the  year  1922-1923  from  the  production  and  sale  of 
opium  was  R*. 6, 41,00,463,  and  from  the  sale  of  other 
drugs  R«.51,698;  the  expenditure  of  the  Government  of 
India  on  the  production  of  opium  and  its  control  was 
Rs. 1,86, 60, 643.  Figures  for  the  expenditure  and  control 
of  distribution  and  collection  of  dues  are  not  available, 
as  these  are  included  in  the  general  charges  for  the 
collection  of  excise  revenue ;  these  amounted  to 
Rs.  1,23,79,921. 

Wages  in  the  Grocery  and  Provision  Teade 

Mr.  Barnes  asked  the  Minister  of  Labour,  on  April  30, 
whether,  in  view  of  the  low  rates  of  wages  paid  in 
many  grocery  and  provision  establishments  owing  to  the 
unorganised  conditions  of  labour  engaged  in  the  industry 
and  the  unfair  competition  which  this  means  towards 
t-he  fair  employer,  he  intends  to  take  any  steps  to 
establish  an  effective  Trades  Board  for  the  grocery  and 
provision  trade  ? 

Mr.  Shaw  replied  that  the  reconstitution  of  the  two 
Boards  for  England  and  Wales  and  for  Scotland  respec- 
tively, which  were  established  under  the  Grocery  and 
Provisions  Order,  1920,  for  the  grocery  and  provisions 
trade,  is  proceeding  at  the  present  time  and  will  be 
completed  at  an  early  date.  The  Boards  will  then  meet 
to  consider  the  minimum  rates  of  wages  for  the  trade. 

Joint  Income  from  Business 

Sir  K.  Wood  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer, 
<m  May  6,  whether  he  is  aware  that  the  Inland  Revenue 
Department  is  interpreting  Section  18  (2)  of  the  Finance 
Act,  1920,  in  a  manner  directly  opposed  to  the  meaning 
which  was  intimated  by  the  then  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  on  July  7,  1920  (Official  Report,  Vol.  131, 
No.  93,  col.  1,521) ;  and  whether  he  will  issue  instruc- 
tions that,  where  a  business  is  bona  fide  carried  on 
Jointly  by  the  husband  and  wife,  although  not  in  partner- 
ship, and  even  though  uo  wage  or  salary  is  paid  to  the 
Wife  by  the  husband,  the  total  income  of  the  claimant 
shall  be  considered  as  including  the  earned  income  of 
the  wife  and  that  the  taxpayer  shall  be  granted  an 
increase  in  his  personal  allowance  not  exceeding  £45  as 
laid  down  by  the  section  ? 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  replied  that  the 
increased  deduction  provided  by  Section  18  (2)  of  the 
Finance  Act,  1920,  is  subject  to  the  condition  that  the 
wife  should  be  in  receipt  of  earned  income.  He  under- 
stood that  the  Inland  Revenue  Department  regards  this 
condition  as  satisfied  where  a  wife  is  in  receipt  of  a 
tehare  of  the  profits  of  a  business  carried  on  jointly 
by  husband  and  wife,  or  where  a  wife  receives  remunera- 
tion for  services  rendered  to  her  husband's  business, 
and  this  interpretation  seems  to  be  precisely  in  accordance 
both  with  the  terms  of  the  statute  and  with  the  state- 
ment made  by  the  then  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer, 
on  July  7,  1920.  to  which  the  hon.  member  refers.  In 
these  circumstances  he  was  unable  to  authorise  the  issue 
of  instructions  in  the  sense  desired. 


Retail  Pharmacists'  Union 

Executive  Meeting 

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union  was  held  on  April  29  at  19  Tavistock  Square, 
London,  W.C.I,  when  the  following  were  present  : — 
Messrs.  Clubb,  Forster,  French,  Gilleghan,  Hardy, 
Hague,  Joseph,  Jackson,  Keall,  Keith,  Marshall,  Martin, 
Melhuish,  Rowsell,  Soholes,  Smalley,  Tranmer,  and 
Young. 

Election  of  Officers. — Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish  was  elected 
chairman  in  place  of  Mr.  Leopold  Joseph  and  Mr.  John 
Hague  was  elected  vice-chairman.  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell 
was  re-elected  treasurer.  Mr.  A.  E.  Young  was  elected 
chairman  of  the  Business  Training  Section,  Mr.  J.  E. 
French  of  the  National  Health  Insurance  Section,  and 
Mr.  H.  H.  Marshall  of  the  Price  Protection  Section. 

Testing  Insurance  Medicines. — Mr.  J.  E.  Evans  and 
Mr.  W.  Potter  attended  from  West  Ham  to  explain 
the  scheme  in  operation  in  their  district  for  testing 
Insurance  dispensing.  Full  consideration  is  to  be  given 
to  the  scheme. 

Other  Matters. — The  Chemists'  Defence  Association, 
Ltd.,  was  appointed  to  act  as  trustees  for  the  Union's 
investments.  Authority  was  given  to  spend  money  to 
equip  a  free  stand  at  the  Chemists'  Exhibition  in  June, 
and  it  was  arranged  to  hold  a  meeting  at  the  exhibition 
on  June  25,  at  which  an  address  will  be  given  by  Mr. 
A.  E.  Young  on  the  business  training  scheme.  A  resolu- 
tion was  passed  deprecating  the  transmission  of  whole- 
sale prices  on  postcards,  and  a  letter  was  read  from 
the  proprietors  of  veterinary  Yadil,  stating  that  the  sa'e 
of  that  article  would  be  reserved  for  chemists. 

Insurance  Terms. — Mr.  Melhuish  reported  on  a  further 
interview  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  regarding  the 
new  terms  for  Insurance  dispensing  (see  p.  657).  The 
following  revised  drug  tariff  specification  for  crepe 
bandages  was  agreed  to  at  a  meeting  of  representatives 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union,  etc.  : — 

Crepe  B.P.C.  shall  have  a  normal  length  of  2j  to  2\ 
yards,  and  the  length  when  fully  extended  shall  be  not 
less  than  twice  the  normal  length.  It  must  contain  not  less 
than  33s  per  cent,  by  weight  of  wool,  all  of  which  shall 
be  in  the  warp.  The  fineness  of  the  wool  shall  not  be  finer 
than  30's  and  not  heavier  than  25's.  The  cotton  in  the  warp 
shall  be  a  two-fold  yarn ;  it  shall  not  be  finer 
than  2/24's,  and  shall  have  not  less  than  54  turns  per  inch; 
one-half  of  the  cotton  warp  threads  shall  be  right  twist, 
and  the  other  half  shall  be  reverse  twist.  The  weft  shall 
consist  of  cotton,  which  shall  not  be  finer  than  20's;  the 
weft  threads  shall  count  not  less  than  25  ner  inch  when 
the  bandage,  is  fully  stretched.

Tinnevelly  senna  pods  have  become  very  scarce 
and  stocks  are  almost  exhausted ;  common  Mecca  de- 
scriptions have  been  in  renewed  demand.  Menthol  has 
moved  in  buyers'  favour,  particularly  May-June  ship- 
ment ;  dementholised  oil  of  mint  has  also  cheapened 
slightly.  Castor  and  cod-liver  oils  are  lower,  likewise 
cocoa  butter.

Formaldehyde  finds  but  little  business,  with  dealers 
prices  in  the  region  of  £61  per  ton  for  40  per  cent,  volume. 

Glauber's  salt  remains  dull,  with  commercial  quality,  in 
single  bags,  offering  at  about  £3  12s.  6d.  per  ton. 
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Lead  acetate  is  steady  and  receiving  some  attention  from 
buyers.    Brown,  about  £46 ;  white,  about  £47  10s.  per  ton. 

Lead  peoduCTS. — Home  producers  have  made  another  re- 
duction of  20s.  per  ton  in  white  lead  and  oxides.  Current 
quotations  stand  at  £47  for  red  lead  and  litharge  for  the 
home  trade  and  export.  White  lead  in  oil  stands  at  £51  5s., 
and  dry  white  lead  at  £46  10s.,  f.o.b.,  for  export.  Business 
has  remained  very  slow,  buyers  holding  off  in  anticipation 
of  further  concessions,  due  to  the  fact  that  there  has  been 
another  substantial  fall  in  pig-lead. 

Litharge  and  bed  lead. — Importers  are  offering  at.  about 
£41  per  ton  on  spot,  and  slightly  cheaper  to  come  forward. 

Lithopone  is  firm  with  fair  business;  30  per  cent.  Con- 
tinental red  seal  offering  at  about  £22  10s.  per  ton.

— Spot  holders  continue  to  find  a  moderate 
business,  but  competition  is  still  keen  and  se  ling  prices  are 
rather  under  those  quoted  :  dog-tooth  crystals,  about 
£44  10s.;  medium,  about  £40;  fine  white  crystals,  about  £25 
to  £27  10s.  per  ton. 

Sodium  acetate. — The  few  lots  on  spot  are  rather  dearer, 
moving  up  to  about  £24  15s.  to  £25  per  ton. 

Sodium  bichromate  from  British  makers  for  home  trade 
onlv  is  unchanged  at  about  4jd.  per  lb. 

Sodium  hyposulphite  is  steady,  with  fair  business  in  small 
parcels.  Pea  crystals  from  dealers  about  £14  10s.  per  ton, 
in  one-ewt.  kegs;  commercial  quality,  about  £9  15s.  per 
ton,  in  casks. 

Sodium  pbussiate  is  steady  at  last  week's  cheaper  price, 
but  business  remains  dull.  Dealers  offer  British  at  about 
4jd.  per  lb. 

Sodium  sulphide  remains  very  dull,  with  dealers'  prices 
about  the  same :  60  to  62  per  cent,  solid,  £14  10s. ;  ditto, 
broken,  about  £15  10s.  per  ton,  in  drums. 

Sulphur. — American  and  Sicilian  crude  are  quoted  at 
about  £5  15s.  to  £6  per  ton,  delivered  Manchester.  Quota- 
tions for  refined  are  about  £9  12s.

Creosote  oil  has  been  much 
quieter  of  late  and  a  slight  reduction  in  prices  for  large 
quantities  is  recorded  :  ex  works,  7|d.  to  8d.,  f.o.b.,  83d.  to 
8jd.  per  gallon.  These  prices  are  for  very  large  lots ; 
slightly  more  for  smaller  quantities.  Carbolic  acid  crystals 
also  show  a  fall  on  the  week,  with  the  f.o.b.  prices  men- 
tioned by  dealers  for  large  parcels  from  7-gd.  to  7fd.  per  lb.

per  gallon  for  97  to  99  per  cent.  Naphthalene  continues 
slow  of  sale,  and  the  quoted  price,  in  the  region  of  £16  15s. 
to  £17_  per  ton,  is  rather  weak.  Pyridin  shows  a  further 
jump  in  price,  and  the  lowest  quotation  is  now  at  about 
24s.  per  gallon;  home  and  Continental  supplies  are  reported 
very  short ;  inquiry  continues  active.  Hexamethylene  is 
steady  but  quiet  at  3s.  9d.  per  gallon.  Pure  methyl  alcohol 
is  level  on  the  week^  on  a  dull  market.  Dealers  quote  at 
about  £80  per  ton,  in  drums,  ex  wharf,  London.  Pitch  : 
The  market  quotation  is  nominal  at  57s.  6d.  per  ton,  f.o.b. 
2  East  Coast.  During  the  past  week  there  has  been  practi- 
cally no  movement  and  the  tone  remains  very  unsteady.

Malaria  and  Quinine 

In  the  course  of  a  circular  which  we  have  received  from 
the  League  of  Nations  dealing  with  the  ravages  of  malaria 
and  the  supplies  of  quinine  several  misleading  statements 
based  on  imperfect  knowledge  are  made.  It  is  stated  that:  — 

''  The  world  scarcity  of  quinine,  of  which  only  600  tons  are 
manufactured  annually,  and  the  6erious  increase  of  malaria  In 
south-eastern  Europe  since  the  war,  are  two  important  problems 
on  which  the  Health  Organisation  of  the  League  of  Nations 
is  at  present  engaged." 

After  giving  details  of  the  ravages  of  malaria  in  Greece, 
Persia,  Southern  Russia,  Turkestan,  etc.,  the  statement  con- 
cludes as  follows:  — 

"  It  is  possible  that  the  problem  of  increasing  the  world  pro- 
duction of  quinine  may  shortly  be  made  the  object  of  an  inter- 
national conference,  which  would  also  consider  establishing 
depots  of  cinchona  seeds  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  countries 
requiring  quinine.  The  problem  is  not  only  one  of  quantity, 
but  also  of  price,  which  has  been  at  least  quadrupled  since  1914. 
The  conference,  if  held,  would  therefore  be  faced  with  serious 
problems,  on  the  solution  of  which  the  lives  of  many  thousands 
may  depend." 

As  the  above  circular  was  published  in  full  in  "  The 
Times,"  Mr.  D.  Lloyd  Howard  (Howards  &  Sons,  Ltd.) 
has  written  to  that  journal,  putting  the  matter  in  its  correct 
perspective.    He  says  that:  — 

"  So  far  from  there  being  a  world  scarcity  of  quinine,  both 
the  producers  of  cinchona  bark  and  the  manufacturers  of  quinine 
are  using  every  endeavour  to  increase  the  consumption  of  the 
product,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  cinchona  industry  is  in  very 
much  the  same  position  as  the  rubber  industry,  and  has  the 
nightmare  of  over-production  constantly  threatening  it.  The 
real  trouble  at  the  present  moment  is  that  far  more  cinchona 
bark  and  quinine  can  be  produced  than  the  world  is  able  to 
consume,  not,  of  course,  owing  to  any  fall  in  the  prevalence  of 
malaria,  but  owing  to  the  inability  of  the  Governments  of 
malarial  countries  to  find  enough  money  to  purchase  adequate 
supplies  of  quinine.  Tour  correspondent  states  that  the  price 
of  quinine  has  been  quadrupled  since  1914.  In  1914  our  average 
selling  price  was  Is.  3T"od.  To-day  our  price  is  2s  3d.,  which, 
considering  the  enormous  alteration  in  the  value  of  money,  the 
increased  cost  of  labour,  and  every  other  expense  connected  with 
any  manufacturing  process,  cannot  be  considered  an  unreason- 
able advance."

Natural  and  Synthetic  Adrenalin 

Sir, — Referring  to  the  abstract  of  Faccaro's  paper  on 
adrenalin  (C.  &  D.,  March  29,  p.  443),"  there  seems  to 
be  a  great  error,  if  it  is  asserted  that  the  natural 
laevogyrate  product  is  approximately  fifteen  times  more 
active  than  the  racemic  (synthetic)  compound.  This  is 
in  manifest  contradiction  with  Fourneau's  conclusion, 
quoted  in  the  same'  paper.  It  is  true  that  only  one- 
half  of  the  molecule  of  racemic  adrenalin,  prepared 
synthetically,  contains  the  laevogyrate  form,  and  its 
activity  is  approximately  one-half  that  of  the  natural 
compound  obtained  from  the  suprarenal  gland.  The 
laevogyrate  part  of  the  racemic  molecule  has  exactly 
the.  same  activity  as  the  natural  compound,  while  the 
activity  of  the  dextrogyrate  part  is  about  fifteen  times 
weaker.  This  fact  has  been  known  for  a  long  time. 
It  was  discovered  by  the  British  physiologist,  Arthur  R. 
Cushny,  of  the  Pharmacological  Laboratory,  University 
College.  London,  who  reported  on  his  investigations 
in  1908  and  1909  ("  Pharmaceutical  Journal,"  I, 
1908,  668,  anu  I,  1909,  56,  and  in  the  "  Journal  of 
Physiology,"  vol.  xxxviii,  No.  4,  1909).  In  the  last 
two  papers  it  has  been  stated  that  chemists  suc- 
ceeded in  splitting  off  the  optic  inactive  (racemic) 
molecule  in  both  its  laevogyrate  and  dextrogyrate  com- 
ponents. The  laevogyrate  component,  which  is  the  pre- 
paration Meister  Lucius  &  Briining  brought  on  the 
market  as  "  synthetic  suprarenin,"  is,  as  regards  its 
chemico-physical  properties  and  efficiency,  identical  with 
the  natural  adrenalin.  There  is  no  difference  in  the 
action.  The  commission  charged  with  the  production  of 
the  Italian  Pharmacopoeia,  IV,  doubtless  refers  to  this 
product,  as  until  not  long  ago  suprarenin  was  the  only 
synthetic  adrenalin  to  be  found  on  the  market.  Only 
recently  there  have  appeared  some  synthetic  adrenalin 
preparations  which,  as  far  as  we  could  find  out,  are  not 
the  highly  effective  laevogyrate  product,  but  the  cheaper 
racemic  form.  The  conclusion  of  Faccaro  that  the 
natural  adrenalin  has  to  be  preferred  to  the  synthetic 
preparation  can  therefore  only  refer  to  these  preparations, 
but  not  to  suprarenin. — Yours  truly,

Sale  Terms  of  Proprietaries 

Sir, — I  wish  to  point  out  to  "  Common  Sense  " 
(O.  <£•  D. ,  May  3,  p.  642)  ,that  he  has  misunderstood  the 
drift  of  my  letter,  ©specially  with  regard  to  50  per  cent, 
profit;  I  did  not  say  that  the  retailer  was  entitled  to 
that  percentage.  If  a  reference  is  again  made  to  my 
letter  he  will  find  this  statement  :  "  That  most  will 
agree  that  50  per  cent,  on  cost  is  a  satisfactory  working 
profit."  Condemning  80  to  100  per  cent,  shows  that  I 
was  against  the  practice  of  considering  extra  large 
profits.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  retailers  are  more  aware 
of  the  costs  of  production  than  to  expect  50  per  cent, 
on  a  Is.  3d.  article  that  carries  a  stamp.  Again,  my 
letter  was  a  tirade  only  against  a  certain  class  of  pro- 
prietor. With  regard  to  goods  not  sold  within  sixty 
days,  is  "  Common  Sense  "  aware  that  some  firms  will 
allow  no  claim,  even  if  the  bottle  shows  a  faulty 
stopper  ?  Also,  if  sixty  days  has  to  pass  without  the 
sale  of  sufficient  articles  to  warrant  keeping  the  remainder, 
the  advertising  is  at  fault.  We  have  had  the  retailer's 
"  grouse  "  about  larger  profits  and  also  the  proprietor's 
about  the  retailer,  and  it  was  this  incessant  grumbling 
that  called  forth  my  letter.  With  reference  to  the  remark 
of  "  Common  Sense  "  about  proprietors  transferring  their 
capital  to  other  enterprises,  he  will  note  that  my  letter 
was  on  the  over  production  of  proprietaries.  However, 
as   stated,   there  has  been  enough  grumbling,   and  to 
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settle  it  for  all  time  why  not  a  meeting  between  manu- 
facturers and  retailers?  If  the  leading  members  of  both 
sides  could  hold  a  friendly  conference,  and  both  throw 
their  cards  on  the  table,  it  would  be  a  good  stimulant 
for  trade  by  creating  a  much  better  feeling  all  round. 
While  we  have  pharmaceutical  politics  "  in  the  air,"  I 
consider  it!  a  good  chance  for  somebody.  What  about 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  itself  taking  the  matter  in 
hand  ?

Sir, — "Common  Sense"  falls  into  the  old,  old  error 
of  counting  one's  chickens  before  they  are  hatched;  he 
says  to  the  retailer  :  "  Buy  my  Is.  3d.  article  at  Is. 
wholesale,  pay  me  the  shilling,  and  you  have  made 
25  per  cent,  profit."  Well,  of  course,  the  retailer  has 
not  done  anything  of  the  kind ;  he  has  only  speculated 
Is.  and  received  a  package  in  exchange,  which  he  may, 
perhaps,  never  sell — in  which  case  he  loses  his  capital 
as  well.  If,  however,  he  sells  it,  he  makes  20  per  cent  , 
just  about  enough  to  cover  his  expenses,  and  leave  his 
finances  in  exactly  the  same  position  they  were  before  he 
made  his  investment.  Let  us  take  "  Common  Sense's  " 
question,  "  Would  the  retailer  be  better  off  if  he  did 
not  sell  proprietaries?"  conversely.  Let  us  imagine  a 
business  dealing  solely  in  patents  costing  12s.  a  dozen 
and  retailing  at  Is.  3d. ;  would  it  be  solvent  ?  It  ;s 
admitted  that!  the  pharmacist's  overhead  charges  average 
from  20  to  25  per  cent,  of  his  turnover,  so  that  three- 
pence in  the  shilling  is  not  enough  to  enable ,  the  goods 
bo  pay  their  own  expenses  and  a  profit  as  well.  It  must 
also  be  remembered  that  the  retailer  has  to  stock  a 
number  of  unprofitable  patents  and  sell  these  in  ones, 
whereas  a  manufacturer  specialises  in  one  or  two  big 
lines  and  sells  them  in  dozens  and  grosses.

Starting  a  Business 

Sm, — Although,  as  "  Xrayser  II  "  says,  the  pre- 
ponderance of  patents  over  drugs  in  the  list  of  articles 
required  to  stock  a  pharmacy  causes  one  to  think 
seriously,  we  cannot  get  away  from  the  commercial  side 
of  the  question.  To  take  the  sale  of  drugs  for  example, 
let  us  remember  the  customer  who  requires  twopenny- 
worth  of  glacial  acetic  acid  for  a  wart ;  on  going  to  the 
bottle  we  find  it  is  solid  and  requires  melting  before 
it  can  be  poured  out,  involving  a  considerable  waste  of 
time  and  sometimes  material  as  well.  Again,  there  is 
the  customer  who  has  a  favourite  recipe  for  saline,  anil 
after  carefully  inquiring  our  prices  for  two  ounces  each 
of  about  six  different  ingredients,  remarks  casually. 
"Just  mix  them  up  for  me,  will  you?  "—of  course,  at 
no  extra  charge.  Or  the  person  who  demands  a  penny 
worth  each  of  camphorated,  amber  and  eucalyptus  oils, 
with  "  Lend  me  a  bottle;  I  forgot  to  bring  one;  I  will 
let  you  have  it  back  to-morrow."  Is  it  surprising, 
therefore,  that  the  harassed  pharmacist  should  serve 
more  cheerfully  sundry  or  packed  lines  which  are  sold 
in  a  few  moments  without  trouble?  Although  all  othei 
trades  add  a  fair  charge  for  their  labour  and  service 
to  the  charge  for  materials,  the  pharmacist  is  expected 
to,  and  unfortunately  does,  throw  in  his  work  for 
nothing.

Manager  (28/4). — (1)  Assistant's  agreement  of 
service. — A  suitable  form  was  given  in  the  C.  <£.'  D. 
Diary,  1916,  p.  185.  (2)  It  would  be  better  to  consult 
a  local  solicitor  regarding  the  tenancy  agreement  of  the 
furnished  house,  as  there  are  now  many  complicating 
factors  which  have  to  be  taken  into  account. 

A.  G.  G.  (15/4). — The  inscription  on  the  ointment  tin 
makes  the  article  liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty,  because 
of  the  recommendation  for  "  eczema,  bad  legs,  running 
sores  and  skin  eruptions."  "  Salve  "  also  is  a  dutiable 
title,  and  if  the  title  on  the  tin  is  also  claimed  as  a 
trade-mark,  this  would  be  an  additional  reason  for 
liability. 

Ajax  (5/5). — Medical  men  dispensing  poisons  must  by 
the  Pharmacy  Act  give  their  name  and  address  on  the- 
label  of  the  dispensed  medicine.  There  has  been  no 
ruling  that  a  statement  of  surgery  hours  on  the  same 
label  is  "  infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect." 
This  is  apart  from  the  cases  where  a  condition  of  the 
degree  or  diploma  is  that  the  holder  does  not  dispense 
medicines  for  his  patients. 

Anxious  (3/5). — The  Dried  Milk  Regulations  which 
•were  given  in  the  C.  <L-  D.,  November  17,  1923,  p.  696, 
provide  for  definite  percentages  of  milk  fat  in  cases 
where  the  dried  milk  is  described  as  "  full  cream  milk," 
"  three-quarter  cream  milk,"  "  half  cream  milk,"  and 
"  Quarter  cream  milk."  When  those  descriptions  are 
used  the  article  must  conform  to  the  standards  laid 
down;  the  standard  for  milk  is  also  given  in  the 
Regulations. 

J.  B.  (30/4). — There  is  nothing  to  prevent  a  director 
of  a  limited  company  carrying  on  the  business  of  a 
chemist  and  druggist  from  managing  a  branch  shop  for 
a  chemist,  unless  the  director  is  acting  as  superintendent 
of  the  body  corporate.  In  the  event  of  "J.  B."  being 
the  superintendent  of  a  company  carrying  on  a  chemist's 
business,  he  is  required  bond-fide  to  conduct  the  business 
and  to  exhibit  his  certificate  of  management  in  the 
company's  shop. 

/.  P.  (28/4). — There  is  no  standard  for  salicylic  acid 
in  lemon  squash,  but  the  recommendation  of  the  Depart- 
mental Committee  on  Preservatives  in  Pood,  which 
reported  in  1901,  was  that  the  quantity  should  not  exceed 
one  grain  per  pint  of  liquid.  There  are  no  regulations 
regarding  the  disclosure  of  the  preservative  used,  and 
in  the  case  *>f  a  prosecution  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts  it  is  for  the  prosecution  to  prove  that 
the  amount  used  is  injurious  to  health. 

C.  C.  (30/4)  is  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the 
Scottish  town  in  which  he  carries  on  business  as  a 
chemist.  Is  he  entitled  to  supply  goods  to  tuberculosis 
patients  against  scrips  issued  by  the  local  medical  officer  ? 
[As  payment  for  goods  ordered  in  this  way  is  provided 
partly  out  of  the  rates,  we  consider  that  according  to 
English  law  "  C.  C"  would  be  disqualified  from  con- 
tinuing to  act  as  a  councillor  if  he  supplied  the  goods. 
In  effect,  such  a  transaction  is  a  contract  with  the  local 
authority,  and  in  England  no  member  of  a  local  authority 
must  be  interested  in  its  contracts.  We  do  not  know 
what  the  position  may  be  in  Scotland.] 

T.  D.  (24/4)  supplied  goods  to  a  widow  who  died 
before  paying  for  them.  Under  her  will  she  appointed 
two  trustees,  to  one  of  whom  she  owed  about  £700. 
The  other  trustee  has  since  refused  to  act,  and  the  affairs 
are  in  the  hands  of  a  local  solicitor.  The  solicitor  states 
that  after  the  trustee's  claim  has  been  paid  there  will  be 
very  little  left  for  anyone  else.  What  should  "  T.  D." 
do?  [We  doubt  whether  "  T.  D."  can  usefully  do  more 
than  press  his  claim  against  the  acting  trustee.  Evidently 
the  estate  will  be  insolvent  after  payment  of  the  sum 


owing  to  the  trustee,  and  any  balance  remaining  should 
be  divided  rateably  among  the  creditors.  "  T.  D."  and 
other  creditors  whose  claims  in  the  aggregate  amount  to 
£50  can  together  present  a  petition  to  have  the  estate 
administered  in  bankruptcy  ;  but  we  doubt  whether  it  will 
be  worth  their  while  to  do  so,  since  even  bankruptcy  pro- 
ceedings will  not  upset  the  trustee's  right,  as  executor,  to 
retain  t\\e  amount  due  to  him  in  priority  to  other  claims 
against  the  estate.] 

A.  B.  (26/4). — The  Medical  Benefit  Regulations  clearly 
establish  the  right  of  every  chemist  (subject  to  certain 
conditions)  to  have  his  name  included  in  the  panel  of 
persons  who  contract  with  the  Insurance  Committee  to 
supply  drugs  and  appliances  to  insured  persons  in  the 
Committee's  area.  It  is  equally  clear  that  the  Insurance 
Committee  has  no  right  to  refuse  to  enter  into  contract 
with  any  chemist  who  applies  to  have  his  name  included 
in  the  Committee's  list  and  can  comply  with  the  neces- 
sary conditions.  The  terms  of  service  for  chemists  are 
set  out  in  the  third  schedule  of  the  Medical  Benefit 
Regulations.  The  provisions  relate  to  persons,  firms  or 
bodies  corporate  who  are  entitled  to  carry  on  the  business 
of  a  chemist  and  druggist  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  as  amended  by  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  The  first  paragraph  of  Part  I  of  the 
schedule  definitely  states  that,  subject  to  certain  condi- 
tions and  exceptions,  every  person  who  gives  notice 
to  the  Insurance  Committee  (in  the  form  prescribed  by 
the  Regulations)  that  he  is  willing  to  accept  service 
(upon  the  terms  which  are  in  operation  in  the  Com- 
mittee's area)  is  entitled  to  have  his  name  included  in 
the  Committee's  list.  The  conditions  are  that  the  person 
applying  must  be  entitled  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a 
chemist  and  druggist  and  must  guarantee  that  all 
medicines  supplied  by  him  to  insured  persons  under  the 
arrangements  which  the  Committee  may  make  with  him 
shall  be  dispensed  either  (1)  by  or  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist,  or  (2)  by  a  person 
who  for  three  years  immediately  prior  to  December  16, 
1911,  has  acted  as  a  dispenser  to  a  medical  practitioner 
or  a  public  institution.  A  person  who  is  not  entitled 
to  enter  into  contract  with  the  Committee  (and  there- 
fore one  whose  application  it  is  proper  for  the  Insurance 
Committee  to  refuse)  is  (1)  one  who  is  disqualified  from 
undertaking  service  because  his  name,  after  an  inquiry, 
has  been  excluded  or  removed  from  any  list  of  persons 
supptying  drugs  and  appliances  in  Great  Britain,  or 
(2)  a  oerson  in  respect  of  whom  an  inquiry  is  pending. 
The  term  "  person  "  includes  a  firm  or  a  corporate  body. 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries 

When  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to  us 
as  to  their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for 
and  how.  We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report 
upon  proprietary  articles  nor  to  publish  supposed 
formulas  for  them. 

Busticu's  (3/4). — Sleepy  sickness  or  encephalitis 
lethargica. — The  symptoms  vary,  but  among  the  com- 
monest are  paralysis  of  facial  and  eye  muscles  (double 
vision),  nerve  pains,  choreaform  movement.  There  is 
usually  slight  pyrexia.  Sleepiness  is  a  later  symptom, 
and  if  progressive  makes  the  prognosis  bad.  There  have 
been  many  mild  cases  (often  not  diagnosed)  ;  they  usually 
recover.  Sleeping  sickness  is  a  tropical  disease  of  an 
entirely  different  character. 

Forme  (28/4).— (1)  Straw -hat  varnish.— See  C.  &  D., 
September  15,  1923.  p.  400.  (2)  The  Buyer's  Guide  in  the 
C.  <£•  D.  Diary  will  give  you  the  names  of  suppliers  of 
aniline  dyes. 

W.  R.  (24/4).— Mist,  gentian,  alk.    L.I. P.

G.  S.  L.  (17/4).— Menthol  cones  consist  of  pure 
menthol,  melted  and  poured  into  metal  moulds.  Care 
must  be  taken  that  the  menthol  is  not  exposed  to  great 
heat,  or  much  loss'  is  occasioned  by  evaporation. 
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K.  S.  (24/4).— The  last  revision  of  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia was  in  1914,  and  it  is  not  probable  that  another 
will  be  issued  for  6ome  time. 

Pink  (30/3). — Falling  or  moustache. — The  application 
of  tr.  cantharides  to  the  upper  lip  would  act  as  a  stimu- 
lant of  the  hair  growth.  The  tincture  is  applied  by 
means  of  a  soft  toothbrush  until  it  causes  redness  of 
the  skin,  when  it  should  be  discontinued  for  a  time. 
Often  partial  baldness  of  the  upper  lip  is  caused  by  an 
unconscious  habit  of  fidgeting  with  the  hair.  This  habit 
is  easily  overcome  by  a  little  effort. 

;  E.  F.  (29/4). — Depilatories  when  used  regularly  on  the 
face  tend  to  render  the  hair  growth  less  robust,  but  we 
do  not  think  that  any  chemical  preparations  can  truth- 
fully be  credited  with  the  power  of  destroying  the  roots 
of  the  hairs.  The  preparation  consisting  of  resin,  whicn 
is  melted  and  applied  to  the  hair,  acts  mechanically,  and 
in  many  cases  in  removing  the  sticky  resin  the  hairs 
would  be  pulled  out.  This  is  painful,  and  it  is  prefer- 
able to  pull  out  individual  hairs  by  means  of  tweezers. 

Hat  (29/4). — Straw-hat  cleaner. — The  following  is  a 
good  example  of  the  non-poisonous  variety  of  straw-hat 
bleach  : — 

Sodium  bisulphite   10  oz. 

Tartaric   acid   2  oz. 

Borax   ...     1  oz. 

Directions  :  Take  as  much  of  the  powder  as  may  be 
needed,  moisten  with  water  and  rub  into  the  straw  by 
means  of  a  stiff  brush.  Rinse  off  the  solution  with  clean 
"water. 

The  tendency  of  bleached  straw  and  other  vegetable 
fibres  is  to  revert  to  the  original  colour  under  the  in- 
fluence of  light,  or  even  in  the  dark.  On  this  account 
you  cannot  guarantee  that  a  straw  hat  will  not  become 
yellow  after  it  has  been  bleached. 

Caput  album  (29/4). — French  polish. — This  is  made 
by  dissolving  from  3  oz.  to  6  oz.  of  orange  shellac  in  a 
pint  of  methylated  spirit  or  finish.  In  some  cases  the 
colour  is  bleached  by  adding'  a  little  oxalic  acid,  but  the 
best  white  french  polish  is  made  by  dissolving  8  oz.  of 
white  shellac  in  a  pint  of  spirit.  Other  recipes  will  be 
found  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas."  The  following  is 
the  method  of  using  french  polish  : — 

The  requisites  are  polish,  linseed  oil,  methylated  spirit, 
a  piece  of  rag,  and  a  rubber  made  by  winding  list  or  a 
strip  of  old  flannel  into  a  roll,  three  or  four  inches  in 
diameter  and  an  inch  or  two  long ;  this  is  tied  round  with 
string  and  put  in  the  middle  of  a  cloth,  the  ends  of  the  latter 
being  gathered  up  and  tied  to  form  a  convenient  handle. 
The  furniture  must  be  clean  and  quite  dry ;  bad  scratches 
may  be  smoothed  a  little  with  fine  glass-paper.  The 
mouth  of  the  bottle  of  French  polish  is  placed  against  the 
midd'e  of  the  rubbeT  and  well  shaken  to  saturate  the 
fabric  for  some  depth.  The  rag  is  moistened  with  the 
linseed  oil  and  just  touched  against  the  middle  of  the 
rubber,  and  polishing  is  then  begun.  It  is  best  to  try  a 
flat  surface  first.  Begin  with  a  circular  motion  (always 
in  the  same  direction),  keeping  to  one  part  a  few  inches 
Square  till  the  surface  is  satisfactory.  If  the  rubber  sticks, 
just  touch  it  with  spirit  and  the  oily  rag.  When  one  part 
is  finished  begin  on  the  next.  The  process  requires  re- 
peating several  times  to  obtain  a  permanent  polish. 

Vinca  (Durban)  (8/4). — Plant  for  identification  — 
The  specimen  you  send  is  Vinca  rosea,  known  to  gardeners 
asi  Madagascar  periwinkle  or  "old  maid."  It  is  a  native 
of  the  tropics,  and  was  introduced  into  England  as  a 
greenhouse  plant  in  1753.  The  flowers  are  remarkable  for 
the  long  corolla  tube.  The  shape  of  the  corolla  segments 
is  more  elaborate  than  in  Vinca  minor,  and  the  flowers 
are  smaller  than  those  of  Vinca  major.  The  two  British 
plants  are  quite  hardy. 

T.  J.  S.  (22/4).— Dental  arsenical  paste. — After  the 
arsenical  paste  has  been  used  in  a  cavity,  the  arsenic  is 
removed  mechanically  with  the  dead  nerve.  To  render 
the  arsenic  soluble  with  alkali,  for  example,  would  not 
help  matters.  The  quantity  of  arsenic  used  may  be  as 
small  as  Voth  of  a  grain  (Martindale's  '  Extra  Pharma- 
copoeia "),  and  when  the  cavity  is  excavated  after 
devitalising,  there  will  not  be  sufficient  arsenic  left  to 
have  a  poisonous  effect. 


R.  &  A.  (3/5). — Books  on  essences. — See  reply  t* 
"  D.  G..  G.,"  C.  &  D,,  May  3,  p.  644. 

/.  R.  S.  (2/5). — Non-staining  iodine  ointment. — The 
paper  by  Pratt  and  Smith  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society '6  Research  Laboratory  on  "  Stainless  Iodine 
Ointment"  ("Pharmaceutical  Journal,"  October  30, 
1915,  p.  544)  is  a  good  resume  of  the  subject.  You  are 
acquainted,  no  doubt,  with  Martindale's  formula  (*'  Extra 
Pharmacopaeia,"  Vol.  I,  p.  506),  containing  oleic  acid, 
and  that  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex.  The 
unknown  factor  is  the  soft  paraffin.  Some  brands  absorb 
the  iodine  with  difficulty,  but  apparently  Cheesborough 
yellow  vaseline  answers  the  purpose. 

Lavender  (28/4). — We  are  unable  to  suggest  other  suit- 
able methods  of  decolourising  lavender  water  con- 
taminated with  red  sanders  wood.

Rub  up  the  soap  with  10  oz.  of  water,  add  gradually 
so  as  to  produce  a  smooth  jelly ;  then  mix  the  eggs, 
previously  switched,  with  this ;  next  the  spirit  with  the 
camphor  dissolved  in  it.  Mix  the  turpentine  and  oil 
of  amber,  add  gradually  to  the  egg  mixture,  stirring 
assiduously  all  the  while  and  aiding  emulsification  by 
the  addition  of  a  little  water  occasionally ;  then  add 
the  ammonia  solution,  and  when  incorporated  pour  the 
mixture  into  a  Winchester  quart  bottle,  and  having 
ascertained  how  much  it  measures,  add  the  acetic  acid 
mixed  with  as  much  water  as  will  make  the  whole 
measure  80  oz. 

— For  this  a  cheap  white 
liniment  is  supplied  : —

Carbo  Ligni  (1/5). — (1)  Seasickness  Remedies. — The 
most  effective  remedies  for  seasickness  are  (a)  chloretone  in 
5-grain  capsules,  one  half  an  hour  before  going  on  board, 
one  capsule  half  an  hour  afterwards,  and  another  in  an 
hour  if  necessary;  (6)  menthyl  valerianate  or  validol,  in 
doses  of  10  minims,  every  hour  for  two  or  three 
doses  if  needed  ;  (2)  Small  quantities  of  medicine  eoulA 
probably  be  sent  by  post  to  your  customer  in  the 
countries  mentioned  without  difficulty,  but  the  local 
consul  would  supply  you  with  particulars  of  the  customs 
duty  of  the  countries.

That  in  the 
Army  and  Navy,  the  standard  shall  be  that  of  a 
Commissioned  Officer  and  shall  rank  for  pension  on 
that  standard. 

From  the  experience  gained  in  public  life,  in  the 
offices  which  1  have  been  privileged  to  occupy,  I 
hope  to.be  able,  if  elected,  to  further  the  interests 
of  pharmacy  and  pharmacists  and  for  this  reason 
have  the  temerity  to  ask  for  the  support  of  all 
pharmacists.

*r  We  are  proud  to  record  the  fact  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to-day 
is  in  a  more  assm-ed  position  in  the  confidence  of  its  Members  than  probably  at  any 
Bther  period  in  its  history.  Its  accumulated  funds  have  reached  a  higher  amount  than 
jjver  before,  its  Membership  stands  at  high-water  mark  at  the  present  moment,  and  we 
are  satisfied  that  the  prestige  of  the  Society  is  more  pronounced  in  the  various  Govern- 
ment Departments  with  which  the  Society  has  to  deal  than  at  any  other  period  of  the 
'Society  's  activities.

Education 

We  are  confident  that  thf  policy  of  the  Council  is  right  in  that  during  the  last  three 
years  it  has  endeavoured  to  raise  the  standard  of  pharmaceutical  education  in  keeping 
with  the  advance  in  general  educational  matters  in  Great  Britain.  We  think  that 
the  time  is  ripe  for  the  Council  to  take  some  steps  to  regulate  the  influx  of  students  into 
the  pharmaceutical  calling,  and  endeavour  by  some  form  of  systematic  pupilage  to  so 
Regulate  the  training  of  our  pupils  that  they  can  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  that 
are  afforded  in  our  local  areas  for  acquiring  a  training  and  knowledge  in  the  scientific 
subjects  of  Part  1  of  the  Society's  Examinations  during  their  apprenticeship. 

Branch  Organisation 

We  are  glad  to  affirm  that  the  policy  of  the  Council  in  regard  to  the  Branch  Organisa- 
tion Scheme  has  been  fully  justified,  and  we  are  satisfied  that,  by  means  of  the  Branches, 
jhe  individual  Members  of  tlje  Society  scattered  in  all  parts  of  Great  Britain  have  been 
brought  into  very  close  and  direct  touch  with  the  Headquarters  of  the  Society.  In 
this  way  the  ranks  of  Pharmacy  have  been  consolidated. 


Scientific  Research 


We  cordially  approve  of  the  action  of  the  Council  in  setting  up  its  Science  Committee. 
Through  the  agency  of  this  Committee,  acting  under  the  aegis  of  the  Society,  phar- 
maceutical research  and  the  necessary  scientific  investigations  will  be  carried  out 
jsystematically  and  continuously.  The  data  thus  collected  will  be  of  the  greatest  use 
in  connection'  with  future  editions  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex.  It  will  also 
be  of  great  advantage  in  many  directions  to  the  Society  and  its  individual  Members  in 
practice,  and  will  also  at  the  same  time  be  work  that  will  be  probably  of  much  useful- 
ness in  the  interests  of  the  State  as  well.
